We  have  been  unable  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  recommendation 
in  the  time  allowed  us.  We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Magnolia  road 
as  shown  on  a  plan  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated  Dec.  1916, 
a  copy  of  which  is  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk,  Feb.  3,  1917,  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  Selectmen,  Feb.  2,  1917,  as  petitioned  by  Charles  E. 
Restall,  et  al. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  accept  Magnolia  road  when 
the  Town  Engineer  certifies  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
that  it  conforms  in  line  and  grade  to  the  plan  accepted  by  the  Board 
of  Survey,  Feb.  2,  1917. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  6-inch  water  main 
in  Puritan  Park  for  a  distance  of  500  ft.,  under  the  usual  conditions, 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  the  Water 
and  Sewerage  Commissioners. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  lay  a  6-inch  water  main  in 
Puritan  Park  for  a  distance  of  about  500  feet  from  Puritan  road  when 
the  Town  Engineer  certifies  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
that  the  street  conforms  in  line  and  grade  to  the  plan  accepted  by 
the  Board  of  Survey,  and  that  the  sum  of  $950  be  appropriated  there- 
for, said  sum  to  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town,  interest  at 
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the  rate  of  6%  to  be  paid  on  the  investment  until  the  water  rates  of 
the  users  are  equal  to  the  interest  thereon,  agreements  and  waivers 
first  to  be  obtained  from  the  abutters,  to  the  satisfaction  of  tfhe 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town,  for  the  purpose  of  provinding  suit- 
able quarters  for  Leon  E.  Abbott  Post  57  of  The  American  Legion, 
will  lease  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  122  of  the  Acts  of  1923, 
the  building  owned  by  Leon  E.  Abbott  Post  57,  American  Legion 
Building  Association,  at  the  corner  of  Burrill  street  and  Thomas 
road,  Swampscott,  and  appropriate  money  therefor,  and  will  adopt 
regulations  in  connection  therewith  as  provided  by  said  Act. 

Article  8,  Chapter  122,  of  the  Acts  of  1923,  permits  cities  and  towns 
to  lease  suitable  quarters  for  a  post  of  the  American  Legion  and  of 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  of  the  United  States  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding five  years  to  be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  such  post, 
subject  to  regulations  made  by  vote  of  the  town,  and  permits  the 
appropriation  of  money  for  this  purpose  in  annual  amounts  de- 
termined by  the  valuation  of  the  town. 

The  building  at  the  corner  of  Burrill  street  and  Thomas  road  is 
now  occupied  by  Leon  E.  Abbott  Post  57  of  the  American  Legion  and 
is  owned  by  Leon  E.  Abbott  Post  5-7,  American  Building  Association, 
a  corporation. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  Article  to  have  the  town  lease  these 
premises,  paying  therefor  an  annual  rent  to  said  Association  with  the 
understanding  that  the  building  shall  be  occupied  by  the  Post  for  its- 
quarters.  We  believe  that  some  provision  should  be  made  by  the 
town  for  this  purpose.  The  direction  and  control  of  these  quarters, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  subject  to  any  regu- 
lations made  by  vote  of  the  town  and  it  would  seem  that  this  pro- 
vision sufficiently  affects  the  subject  with  a  public  interest  as  to  make 
the  appropriation  of  money  for  this  purpose  a  proper  one. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  author- 
ized to  take  a  lease  of  said  building  from  said  Association  not  to 
exceed  five  years,  and  that  the  town  pay  therefor  an  annual  rental 
of  $400;  that  said  building  shall  be  occupied  by  said  Post  57;  that 
the  town  shall  in  no  way  incur  any  obligation  to  keep  said  premises  in 
repair  nor  to  make  any  improvements  thereon,  but  that  its  liability 
shall  be  limited  to  the  payment  of  said  rent;  and  that  said  building, 
or  a  part  thereof,  may  be  used  by  the  town  in  performance  of  its 
corporate  powers  subject,  however,  to  the  use  thereof  by  said  Post  57. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000,  the  same  being  part  of  the  amount  returned  to  the  town  under 
provisions  of  Chapter  480  of  the  Acts  of  1924  (An  Act  Providing  for 
the  Return  to  Cities  and  Towns  of  certain  Surplus  funds  Collected 
to  Provide  suitable  Recognition  of  Those  Residents  of  Massachusetts 
who  Served  in  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States  during  the 
War  with  Germany)  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  suitable  memo- 
rial monument  to  be  erected  on  the  "World  War  Veterants"  Soldiers' 
lot  at  the  Swampscott  Cemetery,  and  to  provide  for  the  appointment 
of  a  commission  or  committee  to  accomplish  the  purpose  as  petitioned 
for  by  E.  Stanley  Flagg,  et  al. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  480  of  the  Acts  of  1924,  the  money 
returned  to  the  town  can  be  used  only  to  pay  indebtedness,  or  for  such 
purposes  as  can  be  bonded  by  the  town.  It  does  not  appear  from  the 
wording  of  the  Statutes  that  a  monument  would  come  within  the 
purposes  permitted.  As  we  have  recommended  the  use  of  this  money 
elsewhere  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  Article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 
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Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  sewer  in  Sar- 
gent road  from  the  junction  of  Aspen  road  to  the  junction  of  Arbutus 
road  for  a  distance  of  about  225  feet  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same  as  petitioned  for  by  E.  G.  Mitchell  et  al. 

This  sewer  would  cost  about  $2,400.  One  house  only  appears  to 
need  it,  and  the  cesspool  has  been  cleaned  out  only  once  in  a  year. 
We  recommend  that  action  on  this  Article  be  indefinitely  postponed.

therefor,  said  sum  to  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town,  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  6%  to  be  paid  on  the  investment  until  the  water 
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rates  of  the  users  are  equal  to  the  interest  thereon,  agreements  and 
waivers  first  to  be  obtained  from  the  abutters  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board,  as  recommended  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee.

that  no  money  shall  be  borrowed  under  this  vote  until  the  Town 
Engineer  certifies  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  said 
Puritan  Park  conforms  in  line  and  grade  to  the  plan  accepted  by  the 
Board  of  Survey,  as  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee.  (Unan- 
imous.)

The  Finance  Committee  report  was  read  by  Charles  I.  Porter, 
Chairman. 
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Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  Finance  Committee  submits  herewith  its  report  on  matters  in 
the  Warrant  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1925. 

For  your  consideration  we  show  the  Town's  expenditures  for  the 
past  five  years  as  follows:

As  usual,  a  much  larger  total  of  appropriations  is  asked  than 
could  be  expended  without  a  large  increase  in  the  tax  rate  and  a 
loss  of  the  good  financial  condition  which  the  Town  now  enjoys.  We 
have  endeavored  by  careful  investigation  to  select  for  recommenda- 
tion such  matters  as  are  of  present  need  and  such  others  as  maintain 
a  policy  of  renewals,  so  as  to  forestall  greater  costs  in  some  later 
year. 

The  financial  condition  of  Swampscott  is  good,  due  to  the  good 
sense  of  the  voters  and  to  the  zeal  of  Town  officials  and  former 
Finance  Committees,  in  appropriating  and  expending  in  the  main 
only  such  moneys  as  provided  for  real  necessity  or  merit.  It  is 
more  economical,  in  the  long  run,  to  build  soundly.  The  cost  of 
street  maintenance  is  continuously  increasing.  With  about  thirty 
miles  of  streets,  the  Town  should  provide  for  at  least  one  mile  of 
permanent  construction  a  year.  Good  streets  and  attractive  side- 
walks are  an  asset  to  a  community  like  ours.  We  are  recommending 
a  substantial  sum  for  "permanent"  street  construction  this  year, 
and  double  the  usual  amount  for  sidewalks  (half  of  which  is  repaid 
to  the  Town).  We  hope  this  policy  will  meet  with  your  approval 
and  be  continued. 

Almost  all  departments  show  a  fine  spirit  of  willingness  to  co- 
operate with  this  committee.  We  still  find  in  some  a  persistence 
in  ending  the  year  with  overdrafts,  and  also  in  the  use  of  appropria- 
tions for  purposes  for  which  no  request  was  made. 

As  regards  overdrafts: — It  is  true  that  unforeseen  and  necessary 
expenses  are  met  which  seem  to  serve  as  sufficient  excuse.  These 
can  usually  be  provided  for,  if  justifiable,  by  transfers  or  by  vote 
of  the  Town.  This  committee  is  ready  to  confer  with  any  depart- 
ment to  prevent  overdrafts,  which  are  almost  always  avoidable. 
The  opinion  of  this  cdmmittee  is  that  after  this  explanation  it  will 
recommend  against  appropriations  for  overdrafts,  except  in  cases 
where  conferences  have  demonstrated  that  the  necessity  is  suffi- 
cient and  an  overdraft  is  legal  and  justifiable  in  our  opinion.  This 
habit  being  of  years  standing,  such  action  appears  too  stringent 
for  this  year. 

As  regards  the  use  of  money  for  purposes  other  than  requested, 
we  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  even  where  a  department 
appropriation  is  made  in  a  lump  sum,  this  committee  has  considered 
the  proposed  uses  in  detail  with  the  department,  and  considers  the 
use  for  other  than  the  proposed  purposes  a  breach  of  faith,  except 
in  the  case  of  an  unforeseen  need  of  such  necessity  as  to  threaten 
an  overdraft. 

After  reading  the  report  on  any  article,  our  chairman  has  the 
floor.    To  facilitate  the  progress  of  the  meeting,  we  propose  that 
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he  make  the  customary  motion  for  acceptance.  This  being  a  routine 
matter  it  is  of  little  importance  who  does  it.  Upon  the  motion  being 
seconded,  the  matter  is  then  open  for  discussion.  Having  examined 
all  matters  upon  which  we  report,  we  naturally  are  in  favor  of  our 
recommendations,  but  only  to  the  extent  that  they  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  voters.  If  this  action  is  not  acceptable,  we  hope  a 
motion  will  be  made  so  that  we  can  be  guided  by  a  vote  of  the 
meeting. 

Article  4.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the 
Town  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  bond  required  of  the  Town  Treasurer 
for  the  ensuing  year  be  in  the  sum  of  $30,000. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the 
Collector  of  Taxes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  bond  required  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes 
for  the  ensuing  year  be  in  the  sum  of  $20,000. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  bonds  required  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage 
Board  for  the  ensuing  year  be  in  the  sum  of  $6,000  for  each  member. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the 
Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  bond  required  of  the  Town  Clerk  for  the 
ensuing  year  be  in  the  sum  of  $1,000. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
salaries  of  the  town  officials  for  the  ensuing  year.

We  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  be 
increased  at  the  rate  of  $150  per  year,  said  increase  to  take  effect 
when  voted. 

We  further  recommend  that  all  other  salaries  of  Town  Officials 
for  the  ensuing  year  be  the  same  as  last  year. 

Article  10.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation

We  recommend  that  the  budget  on  page  198  be  taken  up  for  con- 
sideration under  Article  25. 

With  reference  to  matters  on  pages  199  and  200,  we  recommend 
that  the  purchase  of  a  new  ambulance  be  taken  up  for  consideration 
under  Article  26. 

We  find  that  Police  Boxes  4,  5,  6  and  7  are  on  one  line.  These 
boxes  can  be  put  on  separate  lines  for  a  cost  of  $5  per  month,  which 
is  provided  for  in  our  recommendation  for  the  budget  of  the  Police 
Department.  We  recommend  that  action  on  the  Gamewell  System 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

We  are  recommending  the  purchase  of  a  new  Police  ambulance 
which  we  believe  should  take  care  of  the  department  for  this  year. 
We  recommend  that  action  on  a  Police  automobile  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  22.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation 
to  the  recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways, 
as  contained  in  the  Annual  Report,  dated  December  31,  1924,  on 
pages  203  and  204. 

There  are  no  recommendations  on  page  203.  With  reference  to 
recommendations  on  page  204,  the  matter  of  resurfacing  Orchard 
road  is  taken  up  for  consideration  under  Article  27.  The  Surveyor 
of  Highways  informs  us  that  the  department  truck  is  doing  satis- 
factory work  and  he  wishes  to  keep  it  even  if  a  new  one  is  bought. 
We  believe  the  duplication  of  apparatus  and  expense  of  operation 
is  unjustified.  We  recommend  that  action  on  this  matter  be  in- 
definitely postponed.

Division  of  Highways  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $6,000;  and  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  to  make  a  con- 
tract in  behalf  of  the  Town  for  resurfacing  with  Bituminous  Ma- 
cadam in  accordance  with  the  specifications  approved  by  the  Division 
of  Highways,  Stetson  avenue,  Norfolk  avenue,  and  Middlesex  ave- 
nue to  Burrill  street,  or  as  large  a  portion  thereof  as  can  be  done 
for  a  sum  of  $21,000  be  appropriated  in  the  manner  following,  viz: 
$5,000  in  the  tax  levy  for  the  current  year  and  $16,000  by  bonds 
or  notes  of  the  Town. 

With  reference  to  a  request  for  an  appropriation  to  pay  for  a 
clerk  for  the  Board  of  Health,  we  find  there  is  at  times  a  need 
for  additional  help.  In  the  Budget  of  the  Board  of  Health,  we  are 
recommending  the  appropriation  of  a  sum  equal  to  $12.00  a  week 
from  January  1  to  April  15.  We  believe  a  clerk  can  do  the  neces- 
sary extra  work  for  this  department  and  also  for  other  departments 
in  the  Town  Hall,  therefore,  we  recommend  the  appropriation  of  a 
sum  equal  to  $15.00  per  week  from  April  15  to  December  31  to 
provide  for  a  Town  Hall  Stenographer  for  the  work  of  Town  De- 
partments, and  that  this  stenographer  shall  be  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

With  reference  to  other  matters  on  pages  217  to  224  in  the  Annual 
Town  Report,  and  other  matters  referred  to  this  Article  we  recom- 
mend the  appropriation  of  the  following  amounts  for  the  several 
Town  Departments  and  for  the  other  specific  purposes  as  set  forth.

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  an  ambu- 
lance for  the  Police  Department  and  appropriate  twenty-five  hun- 
dred ($2500)  dollars  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

We  find  the  old  ambulance  to  be  in  poor  condition,  requiring  a 
considerable  annual  cost  for  repairs.  We  recommend  that  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  buy  for  the  Police  Department  a  new 
ambulance  embodying  the  following  specifications  in  addition  to 
others  that  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  them,  namely:  %  ton  chassis, 
140  inch  wheel  base,  disc  wheels  with  30  x  5.77  inch  low  pressure 
tires,  body  dimensions:  length,  8  feet,  width  at  least  5  feet  3  inches, 
height  at  least  4  feet  9  inches,  rear  doors  at  least  4  feet  3  inches, 
side  windows  3  feet  by  1  foot  9  inches,  sliding  window  between  cab 
and  rear  compartment,  2  dome  lights  in  body,  heater,  shock  ab- 
sorbers, folding  seat,  folding  stretcher,  folding  rear  step,  one  spare 
wheel  and  tire,  front  bumper,  and  painting  and  lettering;  that  the 
old  ambulance  be  turned  in  as  part  of  the  transaction  and  that  in 
addition  the  sum  of  $2,400  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  place  a  fire  alarm 
box  in  the  vicinity  of  Orchard  road  or  Orchard  circle  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Arthur  C.  Lewis,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  $200  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  this 
article. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  two 
thousand  ($2000)  dollars  for  surfacing  Orchard  road  and  Orchard 
circle,  as  petitioned  for  by  Howard  B.  Aborn,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2000  be  appropriated  to  resur- 
face Orchard  circle  and  that  part  of  Orchard  road  now  accepted 
by  the  Town. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen to  convey  to  Irene  Koch  a  certain  piece  of  land  situated 
at  379  and  381  Essex  street  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 
Northerly  by  Essex  street  one  hundred  feet.  Northeasterly  by  land 
of  Hattie  A.  Kain  ninety-five  feet.  Southeasterly  by  land  of  William 
McCarty  one  hundred  feet  and  westerly  by  land  of  Wendel  and 
Mary  E.  Gassman  one  hundred  and  five  feet. 

The  scope  of  this  article  is  not  broad  enough  to  include  all  mat- 
ters at  issue  between  the  Town  and  Irene  Koch.  The  moving  of 
her  house  on  Wright  street  is  a  necessary  part  of  the  transaction 
to  free  her  lot  for  cemetery  use.  We  believe  these  matters  should 
be  presented  to  the  town  in  a  more  definite  and  complete  form  before 
asking  a  vote. 
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We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  30.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  reference 
to  Danvers  Street  Bridge  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as 
recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  vote  to  replank  and  place  steel 
tread  on  Danvers  Street  Bridge,  and  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  drains  on  Apsen 
road  and  Bay  View  avenue  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same, 
as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

Thirty-six  hundred  dollars  is  required  to  build  the  drain  on  Bay 
View  avenue,  and  fourteen  hundred  dollars  to  build  the  drain  on 
Aspen  road.  We  believe  the  need  for  a  drain  for  the  catch  basins 
on  Aspen  road  is  urgent  and  therefore  recommend  that  the  Town 
vote  to  build  this  drain  after  easements  have  been  obtained,  and 
that  the  sum  of  $1400  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

We  recommend  that  the  building  of  a  drain  on  Bay  View  avenue 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  place  street  signs  at 
the  intersections  of  streets  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same, 
as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  curb  and  build  grano- 
lithic sidewalks  on  Stetson  avenue  from  Norfolk  avenue,  to  Essex 
street  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by  the 
Surveyor  of  Highways. 

Under  the  Continuous  Sidewalk  Act  full  power  is  vested  in  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  designate  where  appropriations  for  sidewalks 
shall  be  spent.  A  recommendation  has  been  made  for  an  appropria- 
tion for  continuous  sidewalks.  We  recommend  that  action  on  this 
article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  a  strip  of  land, 
the  property  of  Chester  A.  and  Emily  T.  Merrill  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  bounded  and  described  as  follows:  Beginning 
at  a  point  on  the  southerly  line  of  Essex  street,  said  point  is  60.82 
feet  distant  from  the  point  of  curve;  thence  running  northerly  for 
a  distance  of  2.04  feet;  thence  westerly  for  a  distance  of  5.21  feet; 
thence  southwesterly  for  a  distance  of  44.79  feet;  thence  southeast- 
erly for  a  distance  of  1.52  feet;  thence  northeasterly  for  a  distance 
of  49.66  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning;  above  parcel  of  land  con- 
taining 95  square  feet,  as  petitioned  for  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  vote  to  take  the  strip  of  land  de- 
scribed in  Article  34  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $47.50  for  this 
purpose. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  a  strip  of  land 
the  property  of  Sophia  A.  Fox  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same, 
bounded,  and  described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the 
southerly  line  of  Essex  street,  said  point  is  110.48  feet  distant  from 
the  point  of  curve;  thence  running  northwesterly  for  a  distance  of 
1.52  feet;  thence  southwesterly  for  a  distance  of  43.07  feet;  thence 
southeasterly  for  a  distance  of  0.83  feet;  thence  northeasterly  for  a 
distance  of  43.08  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning.  Above  parcel  of  land 
containing  51  sq.  ft.,  as  petitioned  for  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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We  recommend  that  the  Town  vote  to  take  the  strip  of  land  de- 
scribed in  Article  35  and  appropriate  $25.50  for  this  purpose. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  sewer  in  Shel- 
ton  road  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by 
Michael  Pierro,  et  als. 

As  this  is  not  an  accepted  street,  we  recommend  that  action  on 
this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  sewer  in 
Fuller  avenue  from  Bay  View  avenue  to  Bond  street  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Frank  A.  Newton,  et  als. 

We  have  recommended  the  building  of  sewers  in  streets  where 
there  is  an  urgent  need.  The  need  for  this  sewer  does  not  appear 
to  be  urgent  and  would  cost  $7300. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  sewer  in  Bond 
street  from  the  junction  of  Bond  street  and  Fuller  avenue  to  Sher- 
wood road  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for 
by  Frank  S.  Newton,    et  als. 

The  need  for  this  sewer  does  not  appear  to  be  urgent,  and  could 
not  be  used  until  a  Fuller  avenue  sewer  were  built. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  sewer  in  Fuller 
avenue  for  a  distance  of  about  two  hundred  fifty  (250)  feet  more 
or  less  from  the  intersection  of  Fuller  avenue  and  Bay  View  avenue 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  John  C. 
Fox,  et  als. 

The  need  for  this  sewer  does  not  appear  to  be  urgent. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  42.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  three  hundred  thirty-five  dollars  ($1335)  to  permit 
the  School  Committee  to  give  "instruction  in  the  use  of  English  for 
adults  unable  to  speak,  read  or  write  the  same,  and  in  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  government  and  other  subjects  adapted  to  fit 
for  American  citizenship,"  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tions 9  and  10  in  Chapter  69  of  the  General  Laws  and  Acts  i"n 
amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  as  petitioned  for  by 
the  School  Committee. 

To  continue  the  present  classes  will  cost  $1125.  To  provide  for 
additional  home  classes  will  cost  $210.  We  recommend  that  $1125 
be  appropriated  to  continue  the  present  classes. 

Article  43.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  nine  hundred  sixty  dollars  ($5960)  to  permit  the 
School  Committee  to  secure  equipment  for  and  give  instruction  in 
Industrial  Training  at  the  Swampscott  High  School,  as  petitioned 
for  by  the  School  Committee. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1800  be  appropriated  to  provide 
for  the  teaching  of  Domestic  Science  in  the  Swampscott  High  School. 

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  take  by  right  of  eminent  domain  for  public  school 
purposes  and  to  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  a  certain  parcel 
of  land  with  the  buildings  thereon  in  Swampscott  bounded  and  de- 
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scribed  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  southwesterly  corner 
thereof  at  land  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  now  occupied  by  the 
Hadley  School,  so  called,  and  land  now  or  formerly  of  the  First 
Methodist  Episcopal  Society;  thence,  northerly  by  said  land  of  said 
town  51  feet  more  or  less  to  a  point;  thence,  easterly  approximately 
at  right  angles  69  feet  more  or  less  to  a  point;  thence,  southerly 
approximately  at  right  angles  51  feet  more  or  less  to  a  point  at 
land  of  said  Episcopal  Society;  thence,  westerly  approximately  at 
right  angles  by  land  oi  said  society  69  feet  more  or  less  to  the 
point  of  beginning,  as  petitioned  for  by  the  School  Committee. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  provide  for  a  retaking  of  the 
so-called  Chick  lot  in  the  rear  of  the  old  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
property  on  Redington  street.  As  the  legality  of  the  former  taking 
is  not  yet  determined  by  the  court,  no  action  on  this  article  is 
required. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  45.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  and  adopt  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Moderator  by  virtue  of  a  vote  of  the  town  at  the  adjourned  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  of  1924  and  appropriate  money  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  the  School  Committee. 

We  recommend  that  this  article  be  taken  up  in  conjunction  with 
Article  46. 

Article  46.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  determine  a  site  and 
erect  thereon  a  public  school  building  and  appropriate  money  there- 
for,- as  petitioned  for  by  the  School  Committee. 

We  have  considered  from  many  angles  the  subject  of  a  new  Ele- 
mentary School  and  gymnasium  on  Redington  street  adjacent  to  the 
Hadley  School  on  the  land  which  was  taken  by  the  Town  for  play- 
ground purposes,  and  have  reached  the  following  conclusions. 

1.  The  architect's  estimates  call  for  $84,800.00  for  the  new  school 
building  and  $57,240.00  for  the  gymnasium.  We  are  informed  that 
owing  to  increases  in  cost  of  some  building  materials,  these  estimates 
are  too  low  and  that  an  additional  ten  or  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
would  be  needed.  As  individuals,  we  favor  the  idea  of  a  gymnasium, 
but  as  a  committee,  considering  the  need,  benefits  and  cost,  we  feel 
there  are  more  pressing  needs  which  should  be  provided  for  first. 

We  recommend  that  the  building  of  a  gymnasium  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

2.  If  the  question  of  building  a  gymnasium  now  is  eliminated, 
we  then  consider  this  article  solely  from  the  standpoint  of  how  to 
relieve  the  overcrowded  condition  existing  at  the  Hadley  School. 
This  should  be  done  by  providing  adequate  facilities  for  the  first  six 
grades  in  the  location  which  will  best  provide  for  their  needs  for  the 
next  ten  to  twenty  years. 

We  are  unable  to  agree  with  the  majority  of  the  School  Building 
Committee  that  Redington  street  should  be  selected  because: 

(a)  The  Hadley  School  is  in  a  congested  neighborhood  on  a  nar- 
row street,  which  carries  a  continuously  increasing  automobile  traffic. 
The  normal  increase  in  the  Junior  High  School  pupils  together  with 
Elementary  School  pupils,  as  well  as  the  pupils  of  the  Parochial 
School  on  Blaney  street,  is  likely  to  render  necessary  the  widening 
of  this  street  by  taking  land  in  a  high  priced  section  of  the  town. 
The  price  paid  for  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  property  was  over 
one  dollar  per  square  foot. 
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(b)  The  proposed  school  is  planned  to  be  placed  six  feet  from  the 
line.  Undoubtedly  within  a  short  time  the  town  would  be  asked  to 
take  the  next  lot  for  light  protection  and  quite  likely  further  takings 
to  provide  playground  space  for  an  increased  number  of  school 
children. 

(c)  A  location,  central  and  accessible  to  the  whole  town  is  neces- 
sary for  a  Junior  High  School.  The  same  location,  unless  centrally 
located  for  the  district  it  should  serve,  is  not  the  proper  one  for  an 
Elementary  School.  The  new  homes  for  families  with  young  children 
are  increasing  very  rapidly  on  the  hill,  away  from  the  older  streets, 
and  this  condition  will  be  more  and  more  pronounced  each  year. 

There  is  at  present  one  unused  room  in  the  Clarke  School  and  two 
in  the  Machon  School.  Several  pupils  attend  the  Hadley  School  ele- 
mentary grades  who  live  in  other  school  districts.  A  slight  change 
in  the  Elementary  School  districts  should  permit  locating  the  new 
school  where  it  can  best  serve  present  and  future  needs. 

We  have  considered  the  available  locations  and  unanimously  favor 
Forest  avenue,  opposite  the  end  of  Aspen  road,  as  shown  on  the  map 
printed  herewith,  together  with  a  list  of  pupils  by  streets  in  the  dis- 
trict to  be  served.  We  believe  the  town  should  vote  to  build  on  this 
site  a  school  building  sufficiently  large  to  provide  for  the  normal  in- 
crease in  number  of  Elementary  School  pupils  for  at  least  ten  years. 
The  proposed  addition  to  the  Hadley  School  would  provide  for  little 
more  than  the  present  needs.  Thus  the  immediate  cost  will  be  greater, 
but  in  ten  years  the  total  cost  will  be  less. 

We  favor  this  site  because: 

(a)  It  is  accessible  to  the  pupils  of  the  district. 

(b)  It  will  provide  for  the  future  school  population. 

(c)  It  takes  the  children  away  from  the  congested  highways 
instead  of  tov/ard  them. 

(d)  A  large  school  lot  with  playground  space  can  be  provided 
at  a  cost  which  would  pay  for  only  a  small  lot  on  Redington 
street. 

(e)  It  will  leave  the  newly  taken  land  on  Redington  street  for 
play  space  as  was  intended. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  build  an  Elementary  School 
building  on  Forest  avenue  opposite  Aspen  road,  that  one  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  one  from  the  School  Committee,  one  from  the 
Finance  Committee,  the  Town  Counsel  and  the  Building  Inspector  be 
appointed  a  Building  Committee  to  secure  plans  and  estimates,  and 
report  at  a  special  Town  meeting,  and  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  use  of  this  committee.

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  a  six  (6")  inch 
water  main  in  Magnolia  road,  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  eight 
(108)  feet  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by 
the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

We  recommend  that  a  six  inch  water  main  be  laid  in  Magnolia  road 
a  distance  of  108  feet,  when  the  Town  Engineer  certifies  that  the 
street  conforms  in  line  and  grade  to  the  plan  accepted  by  the  Board 
of  Survey,  and  that  the  sum  of  $750  be  appropriated  therefor,  to  be 
raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town,  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per 
cent,  to  be  paid  on  the  investment  until  the  water  rates  of  the  users 
are  equal  to  the  interest  thereon,  agreements  and  waivers  first  to  be 
obtained  from  the  abutters  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Water  and 
Sewerage  Board. 

Article  48.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  six  (6")  inch  water 
main  in  Orchard,  Nason  and  Neighborhood  roads,  a  distance  of  about 
eight  hundred  and  fifty  (850)  feet  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same,  as  recommended  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

We  recommend  that  a  six  inch  water  main  be  laid  in  Orchard, 
Nason  and  Neighborhood  roads  a  distance  of  about  900  feet,  when 
the  Town  Engineer  certifies  that  the  streets  mentioned  conform  in 
line  and  grade  to  the  plan  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Survey,  and  that 
the  sum  of  $2400  be  appropriated  therefor,  to  be  raised  by  notes 
or  bonds  of  the  town,  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  to  be  paid 
on  the  investment  until  the  water  rates  of  the  users  are  equal  to  the 
interest  thereon,  agreements  and  waivers  first  to  be  obtained  from 
the  abutters  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  49.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewer 
through  Sargent  and  Aspen  roads,  a  distance  of  about  nine  hundred 
and  seventy  (970)  feet  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  rec- 
ommended by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  extend  the  sewer  through 
Sargent  and  Aspen  roads  a  distance  of  about  970  feet  and  appropriate 
for  this  purpose  the  sum  of  $10,000  as  follows:  $5000  from  current 
revenue,  $2000  from  the  Sewer  Emergency  Fund  and  $3000  to  be 
raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town. 

Article  50.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  expend  the  balance 
left  from  Stacey  Brook  appropriation  to  extend  King's  Brook  Culvert, 
as  recommended  by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $4500,  the  balance  from  Stacey 
Brook  appropriation,  be  expended  to  extend  King's  Brook  Culvert. 
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Article  51.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  transfer  from  excess 
and  deficiency  the  sum  of  four  thousand  six  hundred  eighty-three 
dollars  and  forty-three  cents  ($4683.43),  overdrawn  appropriations, 
and  carried  forward  to  1925  by  authority  of  the  Department  of  Cor- 
porations and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts.

We  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  transfer  from  excess  and 
deficiency  the  sum  of  $5,005.53  and  credit  said  sum  to  current  revenue 
of  the  year  1925  to  provide  for  these  overdrafts. 

Article  52.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  water  pipe  in  Ocean 
View  road,  from  Sargent  road  to  a  point  approximately  500  feet  east 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  when  said  street  conforms  to 
line  and  grade  approved  by  the  Board  of  Survey,  as  petitioned  for 
by  Ernest  M.  Folger,  et  als. 

Ocean  View  road  is  an  accepted  street  for  approximately  200  feet 
from  Sargent  road.  We  recommend  that  a  six-inch  water  main  be 
laid  in  Ocean  View  road  for  a  distance  of  about  200  feet  from  Sar- 
gent road  and  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated  therefor,  to 
be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town,  interest  at  the  rate  of  6 
per  cent,  to  be  paid  on  the  investment  until  the  water  rates  of  the 
users  are  equal  to  the  interest  thereon,  agreements  and  waivers 
first  to  be  obtained  from  the  abutters  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board. 

Article  53.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  sewe*r  in  Ocean 
View  road  from  Sargent  road  to  a  point  approximately  500  feet  east 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  when  said  street  conforms 
to  line  and  grade  approved  by  the  Board  of  Survey,  as  petitioned  for 
by  Ernest  M.  Folger,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  54.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  sewer  in  Pleasant 
street  for  a  distance  of  about  300  feet  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  John  F.  Finnegan,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  a  sewer  be  laid  in  Pleasant  street  from  a 
point  opposite  Ocean  View  road  to  Humphrey  street  and  that  the 
sum  of  $1,500  be  transferred  from  the  Sewer  Emergency  Fund  for 
this  purpose. 

Article  55.  To  see  if  the  town  will  lay  a  water  main  from  Essex 
street  as  far  as  Over  Hill  road  on  Greenway  street  for  a  distance 
of  about  900  feet,  when  said  street  conforms  to  line  and  grade  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Survey,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same, 
as  petitioned  for  by  Franklin  H.  Keating,  et  als. 

The  town  can  not  legally  put  water  pipes  in  a  street  for  which  a 
Board  of  Survey  plan  has  not  been  filed  and  accepted.  Therefore 
we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 
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Article  56.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote  on 
Article  27  at  the  adjourned  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  April  3,  1923, 
appropriating  twenty-nine  hundred  ($2,900)  dollars  for  sidewalks 
and  curbing  on  the  north  side  of  Humphrey  street  from  Phillips  Beach 
station  to  Forest  avenue,  and  to  transfer  the  twenty-nine  hundred 
($2,900)  dollars  appropriated  for  that  purpose  to  general  revenue,  as 
petitioned  for  by  C.  Irving  Porter,  et  als. 

Two  abutters  have  refused  to  sign  waivers,  so  that  it  has  been 
impossible  to  use  this  appropriation.  We  recommend  that  this  $2,900 
be  transferred  to  general  revenue  of  the  current  year. 

Article  57.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  reconsidera- 
tion oJ  the  vote  on  that  part  of  Article  17  of  the  adjourned  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  April  8,  1924,  appropriating  six  thousand  ($6,000) 
dollars  to  resurface  Humphrey  street,  as  petitioned  for  by  C.  Irving 
Porter,    et  als. 

This  appropriation  was  voted  without  specifying  the  definite  loca- 
tion or  the  kind  of  construction.  We  are  recommending  in  Article 
25  that  this  part  of  Humphrey  street  intended  to  be  resurfaced  be 
included  in  permanent  street  construction  appropriation  in  accordance 
with  State  Highway  specifications. 

We  recommend  that  the  vote  on  this  appropriation  be  rescinded 
and  that  the  sum  of  $6,000  be  transferred  to  general  revenue  of  the 
current  year. 

Article  58.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  graduated 
salary  scale  for  privates  in  the  Police  Department,  as  petitioned 
for  by  C.  Irving  Porter,  et  als. 

All  arguments  on  the  proper  salary  for  police  privates  tend  to 
show  that  service  increases  the  value  of  an  officer.  Other  towns 
and  cities  are  operating  under  a  graduated  scale. 

We  recommend  that  the  salary  of  a  police  private  be  fixed  by  vote 
of  the  town  at  $1,800  for  the  first  year,  $1,900  for  the  second  year 
and  $2,000,  the  present  maximum,  thereafter. 

Article  64.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  light 
and  heat  and  water  for  the  American  Legion  Headquarters  for  the 
year  1925  as  petitioned  for  by  E.  Stanley  Flagg,  et  als. 

We  have  been  advised  by  the  Town  Counsel  that  the  town  can  not 
legally  appropriate  money  for  this  purpose.  We  recommend  that 
action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  65.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  ($1,000)  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a 
series  of  Band  Concerts  during  the  summer  of  1925  for  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  townspeople,  as  petitioned  for  by  E.  Stanley  Flagg, 
et  als. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  a  series  of  Band  Concerts,  in  various  sections 
of  the  town,  during  the  summer  of  1925,  and  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  article. 

Article  66.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  widen  the  easterly 
corner  of  Ellis  road  and  Hampden  street  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same,  as  recommended  for  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  widen  the  easterly  corner 
of  Ellis  road  and  Hampden  street,  on  a  radius  of  50  feet,  and  ap- 
propriate $300  for  this  purpose. 
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Article  67.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Hemenway  road, 
so-called,  as  laid  out  on  a  plan  made  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer, 
dated  January  30,  1925,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as 
petitioned  for  by  Rocco  Zuchero,  et  als. 

No  Board  of  Survey  plan  for  this  street  has  been  filed  or  accepted. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  68.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  that  portion  of 
Buena  Vista  street  now- unaccepted  as  laid  out  on  a  plan  made  by 
W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated  February,  1921,  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  C.   Sanford  Doughty, 

et  als. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  accept  that  portion  of  Buena 
Vista  street  now  unaccepted  as  laid  out  on  a  plan  accepted  by  the 
Board  of  Survey,  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,800. 

Article  69.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Essex  terrace 
according  to  plans  approved  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  and 
appropriate  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  the  same  as  petitioned 
for  by  George  D.  R.  Durkee,  et  als. 

The  condition  of  this  street  calls  for  no  appropriation. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  accept  Essex  terrace  accord- 
ing to  the  plan  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Survey. 

Article  70.  To  see  if  the  town  will  construct  a  sidewalk  on  the 
easterly  side  of  Puritan  road  from  the  entrance  of  Galloupe's  Point 
to  the  entrance  of  Little's  Point  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same, 
as  petitioned  for  by  Herbert  E.  Gale,  et  als. 

When  Puritan  road  is  rebuilt  the  lines  are  likely  to  be  somewhat 
altered,  in  which  case  this  expenditure  would  have  to  be  repeated. 
We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed.

The  committee  appointed  on  Gamewell  Police  Signal  made  their 
report,  same  being  read  by  John  F.  Luther,  Chairman. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

Your  committee  appointed  August  3,  1923,  to  investigate  the  Game- 
well  Police  Signal  System  reports  as  follows: 

We  have  given  the  matter  extensive  and  careful  investigation  and 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  system  in  use  in  the  town  is 
inadequate,  obsolete  and  worthless;  is  no  protection  to  the  town  or 
the  police  officers;  is  out  of  order  about  one-third  of  the  time  and 
should  be  discarded. 

The  circuit  covering  from  the  Police  station  to  the  Marblehead 
line  is  what  is  commonly  called  a  four-party  line.  All  four  boxes 
are  on  one  line,  and  an  officer,  standing  on  Redington  street  in  front 
of  the  Hadley  School,  could,  if  so  inclined  call  the  station  and  report 
that  he  was  at  Phillips  Beach,  near  the  Preston  House,  and  the 
station  would  have  no  means  of  checking  him.  This  condition  applies 
to  all  of  the  boxes  on  the  circuit. 

In  the  past,  when  an  officer  made  his  duty  or  other  call,  the  record 
was  invariably  written  on  anything  that  came  to  hand,  being  copied 
in  the  blotter  later.  Irregularities  might  occur,  since  this  temporary 
record  could  be  lost,  destroyed,  or  overlooked;  although,  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  by  orders  of  the  Chief,  this  danger  is  minimized  somewhat. 

Nevertheless,  the  system  of  reports  is  of  no  value  to  the  town  as, 
in  case  of  error  on  the  part  of  the  officer  in  the  station  or  the  officer 
on  the  beat,  no  opportunity  is  afforded  to  show  who  is  responsible. 
The  townspeople  should  be  alive  to  this  fact  as  it  was  brought  out 
in  the  police  hearing  in  the  summer  of  1924  that  it  was  impossible 
from  the  records  to  locate  an  officer  in  point  of  time  within  fifteen 
to  thirty  minutes.  "About  such  a  time"  was  all  that  could  be  ob- 
tained. With  a  proper  signal  system  even  split  minutes  would  have 
been  shown. 

The  present  system  was  installed  about  twenty  years  ago  when 
the  valuation  and  population  of  the  town  were  far  below  those  of 
today.  Beach  Bluff  and  Phillips  Beach  sections  have  only  one  box, 
and  that  is  located  near  the  Preston  House.  The  Shaw  estate  and 
Mountain  Park  sections  have  been  developed  since  the  present  sys- 
tem was  installed,  and  there  is  no  call  box  in  either  locality.  We 
believe  that  these  sections  with  their  valuable  properties,  should 
have  more  adequate  protection. 

The  Gamewell  Police  Signal  System  is,  so  far  as  we  have  been 
able  to  ascertain,  the  most  up-to-date  and  efficient  system  yet  de- 
vised. The  equipment  which  we  believe  will  be  adequate  for  the 
needs  of  the  town  would  consist  of

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Each  police  box  has  two  locks,  and  two  keys,  both  different.  The 
key  holes  are  located  one  above  the  other.  The  lower  one  is  for  the 
use  of  the  officer  in  making  his  duty  call  or  to  telephone  the  station, 
as  the  case  may  be.  In  the  station,  this  call  is  registered  auto- 
matically on  a  tape  and  gives  the  box  number,  date,  hour  and  minute; 
split  minutes  are  also  registered.  If  the  officer  merely  wishes  to 
talk  with  the  station  that  will  be  registered  as  a  telephone  call.  If 
an  arrest  is  made  which  requires  all  of  the  officer's  attention  and 
energy,  he  can  call  on  any  citizen  to  insert  the  other  key  to  the  box 
in  the  upper  lock  and  turn  it.  This  registers  on  the  tape  in  the 
station  a  report  that  the  ambulance  is  wanted  at  the  box.  This 
second  key  can  only  be  removed  from  the  box  when  the  officer  opens 
it  with  his  regular  key.  If  deemed  advisable,  some  citizens  in  each 
district  could  be  furnished  with  keys  to  the  upper  lock  and  thus,  in 
case  of  emergency,  call  the  ambulance  to  any  one  of  the  boxes. 

The  clock  on  the  desk  in  the  station  is  guaranteed  to  keep  perfect 
time.  It  automatically  and  correctly  controls  the  changing  of  the 
date,  hour  and  minute;  thus  eliminating  the  human  element. 

The  flashlights  would  be  located  at  strategic  places  in  each  police 
district.  When  an  officer  is  wanted  in  a  hurry,  the  light  is  set  from 
the  station  and  the  officer  immeditely  on  seeing  it  must  proceed  to 
the  nearest  box,  the  light  continuing  to  burn  until  he  reports.  Under 
the  present  system,  an  officer  is  out  of  touch  with  the  department 
after  he  rings  in  a  duty  call,  for  three-quarters  of  an  hour  or  until 
he  rings  in  the  next  box.  Furthermore,  at  the  present  time,  if  an 
officer  should  reach  the  box  five  or  ten  minutes  early,  there  is  no  way 
of  notifying  him  that  he  is  wanted  by  the  station  until  he  rings 
in  his  duty  call.  With  the  Gamewell  System,  the  officer  in  the  sta- 
tion can  start  a  buzzer  ringing  sufficiently  loud  in  the  box  to  attract 
the  attention  of  the  officer  on  the  beat,  thus  notifying  him  that  he 
was  wanted.  In  case  of  an  emergency,  every  light  in  the  town  could 
be  set  at  one  and  the  same  time,  and  all  officers  on  duty  could  be 
put  at  once  in  touch  with  the  situation. 

Crooks  and  rum  runners  work  with  the  highest  class  of  equipment. 
We  cannot  hope  to  cope  successfully  with  them  unless  we,  as  a  town, 
supply  our  police  officers  with  equally  adequate  facilities. 

The  batteries  of  the  fire  alarm  signal  system  are  connected  on 
one  circuit.  If  anything  should  go  wrong  with  that  circuit  we  would 
face  a  bad  situation.  If  a  Gamewell  Police  Signal  System  were  in- 
stalled, a  connection  could  be  made  from  the  generator  set  to  the 
Central  Engine  House,  thus  giving  insurance  against  interrupted 
service. 

Within  a  year,  the  Telephone  Company  has  increased  the  oper- 
ating and  maintenance  costs  of  the  present  system  by  about  50  per 
cent,  without  any  assurance  that  there  will  be  no  further  increase. 
We  have  been  assured  and  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
yearly  cost  of  maintaining  the  Gamewell  System  will  be  less  than 
that  of  the  present  system. 

During  the  summer  period  Swampscott  has  the  honor  of  entertain- 
ing many  distinguished  visitors,  some  of  whom  and  their  families, 
require  the  best  police  protection  possible.  Under  the  present  sys- 
tem it  is  doubtful  whether  the  proper  safeguards  can  be  employed. 

The  estimated  amount  required  to  install  the  Gamewell  Police 
Signal  System  is  seventeen  thousand  dollars  ($17,000);  this  can  be 
raised  by  bonds  of  the  town.  In  this  way  the  annual  expense  to  the 
town  will  be  about  $2,000.  This  will  make  but  a  small  difference  in 
the  tax  rate,  and  the  entire  expense  will  be  met  in  about  eight  years, 
and  at  the  same  time  the  town  will  be  well  protected  with  an  effi- 
cient and  up-to-date  system. 
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The  equipment  we  have  enumerated  should  be  good  for  years  to 
come,  as  at  any  time  another  circuit  can  be  added  to  the  desk,  thus 
allowing  for  at  least  60  boxes. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  install  the  Gamewell  Police  Signal 
System  and  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $17,000  to  cover 
the  cost  of  installation,  $1,000  to  he  taken  from  the  tax  lavy  of  this 
year  and  the  balance,  $16,000,  to  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the 
town.

Special  Town  Meeting,  Tuesday,  May  12,  1925 

In  accordance  with  the  warrant  the  voters  assembled  at  the  Town 
Hall,  on  Tuesday  evening,  May  12,  1925.  The  necessary  number 
being  present,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7.45  P.  M.,  by 
Kendall  A.  Sanderson,  Moderator.  The  warrant  calling  the  meeting 
was  read  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the  return  thereon. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  read  by  Charles  I. 
Porter,  Chairman. 
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To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

You  can  delegate  to  this  committee  the  work  of  investigating  the 
matters  to  come  before  you — but  you  cannot  delegate  to  anyone 
the  duty,  to  your  town  and  to  yourself,  of  voting  after  the  informa- 
tion is  supplied. 

The  purpose  of  this  Town  Meeting  is  to  decide  the  way  of  spend- 
ing at  least  $100,000.00  so  as  to  get  the  best  result  for  the  present 
and  the  future. 

This  is  too  important  and  far-reaching  a  matter  to  be  settled  by 
a  small  vote.  In  this  case  of  a  clear  disagreement  between  the 
Finance  Committee  and  the  School  Committee,  we  feel  that  both 
committees  are  entitled  to  your  help  in  settling  this  matter  now, 
so  that  the  children  can  have,  at  the  earliest  time,  the  new  school 
which  is  undoubtedly  needed. 

Come  to  this  meeting  and  if  either  article  is  put  on  the  ballot  for 
an  adjourned  meeting,  come  then  and  give  your  town  a  big  repre- 
sentative vote.   Isn't  this  little  enough  for  your  committees  to  expect  ? 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  select  the  premises 
adjacent  to  the  Hadley  School  on  Redington  street  and  now  owned 
by  the  town,  as  a  site  for  a  new  elementary  school,  with  adminis- 
trative offices  and  manual  training  rooms,  as  petitioned  for  by  the 
School  Committee. 

As  Articles  1  and  2  deal  with  the  same  subject,  and  the  settle- 
ment of  one  involves  the  settlement  of  the  other,  we  recommend 
that  they  be  taken  up  jointly. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  erect  a  six-room  grade 
school,  with  administrative  offices  and  manual  training  rooms,  on 
land  adjacent  to  the  Hadley  School  and  now  owned  by  the  town,  as 
recommended  by  the  special  committee  appointed  by  virtue  of  a 
vote  passed  at  the  adjournment  of  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1924, 
and  appropriate  money  therefor,  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  as  peti- 
tioned for  by  the  School  Committee. 

In  the  writing  of  this  article  attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that 
the  town  now  owns  the  land  on  Redington  street  upon  which  to 
place  the  new  Elementary  School.  This  is  true,  but  only  part  of 
the  truth.  The  Chick  lot,  back  of  the  lot  mentioned,  was  taken  last 
year  by  right  of  eminent  domain.  The  legality  of  the  taking  is  now 
being  tested  in  court.  If  the  taking  is  judged  legal,  further  court 
action  is  necessary  to  decide  the  value.  The  value  of  the  front  lot, 
with  a  worthless  building,  was  over  $1.00  a  foot.  The  Chick  lot 
has  a  good  building  on  it,  so  that  the  value  will  not  be  small.  The 
Chick  lot  has  a  right  of  way  over  the  front  lot  which  the  proposed 
school  would  block.  The  town  would  therefore  have  to  take  the 
back  lot  or  stand  suit  for  damages  on  the  right  of  way.  Probably 
two  acres  can  be  bought  on  Forest  avenue  at  less  cost  to  the  town. 

In  our  report  for  the  adjourned  annual  Town  Meeting  of  this  year, 
we  made  an  extensive  report  on  this  matter  under  Article  46.  The 
real  question  is:  Shall  the  town  build  on  Redington  street,  on  a 
small  lot,  in  a  badly  congested  section,  a  new  Elementary  School 
Building  of  such  size  that  it  can  care  for  the  elementary  pupils  for 
probably  not  over  five  years,  even  though  it  does  provide  commodi- 
ous administrative  offices,  or  shall  it  build  on  Forest  avenue  a  school 
of  sufficient  size  to  care  for  the  elementary  pupils  for  a  much  longer 
period,  on  a  large  lot,  safely  reached  by  the  children,  and  so  located 
as  to  be  more  accessible  to  the  larger  number? 

It  must  be  noted  that  even  if  an  additional  school  building  is  built 
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on  Redington  street,  it  will  only  increase  the  congestion  of  this 
district,  and  will  not  add  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  location  either 
in  appearance  or  as  an  inducement  for  development.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  a  new  Elementary  School  Building  is  built  on  Forest  avenue, 
it  will  be  in  a  healthy  location,  with  plenty  of  land  for  future  re- 
quirements, and  in  a  district  which  will  have  greater  value  in  the 
future  development  of  the  town,  where  a  somewhat  larger  immedi- 
ate cost  of  maintenance  will  be  more  than  offset  by  the  return  from 
additional  taxable  values  on  land  now  unimproved. 

From  the  practical  side,  we  believe  the  town  should  vote  to  build 
one  school,  and  that  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  children  are 
of  greater  consideration  than  new  administrative  offices. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  build  an  Elementary  School 
Building  on  Forest  avenue  opposite  Aspen  road,  that  one  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  one  from  the  School  Committee,  one  from  the 
Finance  Committee,  the  Town  Counsel  and  the  Building  Inspector 
be  appointed  a  Building  Committee  to  secure  plans  and  estimates, 
and  report  at  a  special  Town  Meeting,  and  that  the  sum  of  $500  be 
appropriated  for  the  use  of  this  committee.

For  reference  we  reprint  below  our  report  on  this  matter  as  pre- 
sented at  the  adjourned  annual  Town  Meeting. 

1.  If  the  question  of  building  a  gymnasium  now  is  eliminated, 
we  then  consider  this  article  solely  from  the  standpoint  of  how  to 
relieve  the  overcrowded  condition  existing  at  the  Hadley  School. 
This  should  be  done  by  providing  adequate  facilities  for  the  first 
six  grades  in  the  location  which  will  best  provide  for  their  needs 
for  the  next  ten  to  twenty  years. 

We  are  unable  to  agree  with  the  majority  of  the  School  Building 
Committee  that  Redington  street  should  be  selected  because: 

(a)  The  Hadley  School  is  in  a  congested  neighborhood  on  a  nar- 
row street,  which  carries  a  continuously  increasing  automobile  traf- 
fic. The  normal  increase  in  the  Junior  High  School  pupils  together 
with  Elementary  School  pupils,  as  well  as  the  pupils  of  the  Paro- 
chial School  on  Blaney  Street,  is  likely  to  render  necessary  the  widen- 
ing of  this  street  by  taking  land  in  a  high  priced  section  of  the 
town.  The  price  paid  for  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  property 
was  over  one  dollar  per  square  foot. 

(b)  The  proposed  school  is  planned  to  be  placed  six  feet  from 
the  line.  Undoubtedly  within  a  short  time  the  town  would  be  asked 
to  take  the  next  lot  for  light  protection  and  quite  likely  further 
takings  to  provide  playground  space  for  an  increased  number  of 
school  children. 

(c)  A  location,  central  and  accessible  to  the  whole  town  is  nec- 
essary for  a  Junior  High  School.  The  same  location,  unless  centrally 
located  for  the  district  it  should  serve,  is  not  the  proper  one  for 
an  Elementary  School.  The  new  homes  for  families  with  young 
children  are  increasing  very  rapidly  on  the  hill,  away  from  the  older 
streets,  and  this  condition  will  be  more  and  more  pronounced  each 
year. 
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There  is  at  present  one  unused  room  in  the  Clarke  School  and  two 
in  the  Machon  School.  Several  pupils  attend  the  Hadley  School  ele- 
mentary grades  who  live  in  other  school  districts.  A  slight  change 
in  the  Elementary  School  districts  should  permit  locating  the  new 
school  where  it  can  best  serve  present  and  future  needs. 

We  have  considered  the  available  locations  and  unanimously  favor 
Forest  avenue,  opposite  the  end  of  Aspen  road,  as  shown  on  the 
map  printed  herewith,  together  with  a  list  of  pupils  by  streets  in 
the  district  to  be  served.  We  believe  the  town  should  vote  to  build 
on  this  site  a  school  building  sufficiently  large  to  provide  for  the 
normal  increase  in  number  of  Elementary  School  pupils  for  at  least 
ten  years.  The  proposed  addition  to  the  Hadley  School  would  pro- 
vide for  little  more  than  the  present  needs.  Thus  the  immediate 
cost  will  be  greater,  but  in  ten  years  the  total  cost  will  be  less. 

We  favor  this  site  because: 

(a)  It  is  accessible  to  the  pupils  of  the  district. 

(b)  It  will  provide  for  the  future  school  population. 

(c)  It  takes  the  children  away  from  the  congested  highways  in- 
stead of  toward  them. 

(d)  A  large  school  lot  with  playground  space  can  be  provided  at 
a  cost  which  would  pay  for  only  a  small  lot  on  Redington  street. 

(e)  It  will  leave  the  newly  taken  land  on  Redington  street  for 
play  space  as  was  intended. 

Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  that 
the  articles  be  taken  up  separately.

Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
Tuesday,  October  6,  1925 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  take  by  eminent  domain  for  the  purpose  of  widening  Red- 
ington  street  a  strip  of  land  at  the  intersection  of  Redington  street 
and  Humphrey  street  in  said  Swampscott,  approximately  nine  feet 
in  width  and  84  feet  in  length,  containing  about  910  square  feet, 
bounded  and  described  as  follows  or  however  otherwise  bounded: 

Beginning  at  an  angle  point  on  the  easterly  line  of  Redington 
street;  thence  running  easterly  about  9.00  feet;  thence  running  south- 
westerly for  a  distance  of  about  71.00  feet;  said  line  being  parallel 
and  nine  feet  easterly  from  the  present  line  of  Redington  street; 
thence  curving  to  the  left  with  a  radius  of  9.00  feet  for  a  distance 
of  17.13  feet  to  the  intersection  of  the  northerly  line  of  Humphrey 
street.  Above  parcel  to  contain  all  the  land  lying  between  present 
line  of  Redington  street  and  described  line,  and  appropriate  or  trans- 
fer money  therefor. 

The  purpose  of  this  Article  is  to  widen  the  easterly  corner  of 
Humphrey  and  Redington  streets.  We  are  unable  to  determine  the 
probable  cost  of  taking  910  square  feet  of  land,  as  outlined  in  the 
Article,  as  the  owner  claims  that  excessive  and  undetermined  prop- 
erty damage  would  result.  The  purpose  of  this  Article  can  be  prop- 
erly provided  for  by  taking  a  triangular  strip  of  land  about  9  feet 
wide  at  Humphrey  street  and  running  to  a  point  on  Redington  street, 
containing  513  square  feet. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  take  by  eminent  domain  a  piece  of  land  bounded  and 
described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  an  angle  point  on  the  easterly  side  of  Redington 
street,  thence  running  S-45-46-20  W,  for  a  distance  of  71.21  feet, 
thence  curving  to  the  left,  with  a  radius  of  10  feet  for  a  distance 
of  17.60  feet,  to  a  point  on  the  northerly  side  of  Humphrey  street; 
thence  along  said  line  of  Humphrey  street,  N-55-03-40  W,  for  a 
distance  of  12.10  feet;  thence  curving  to  the  right  with  a  radius  of 
9  feet  for  a  distance  17.13  feet;  thence  running  on  the  easterly  line 
of  Redington  street  N-54-01-10  E  for  a  distance  of  73.94  feet  to 
the  point  of  beginning.    Containing  513  square  feet. 

And  as  the  exact  amount  to  be  paid  will  probably  be  settled  by 
court  action,  that  the  nominal  sum  of  $952  be  transferred  from  the 
Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund  of  the  town  for  this  purpose. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  transfer  from  the 
Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund  the  sum  of  87,100  for  the  use  of  the 
Police  Department  during  the  balance  of  the  current  year. 

The  Police  Department,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  is  now  organized  with  an  increased  number  of  officers. 
We  find  that  approximately  $7000  additional  is  required  to  continue 
the  present  organization  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 
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We  recommend  a  transfer  of  $7,000  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency 
Fund  of  the  town  for  the  use  of  the  Police  Department  during  the 
balance  of  the  current  year. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  transfer  the  sum  of 
$2,431.12,  being  unexpended  balance  of  the  money  appropriated  for 
the  resurfacing  of  Atlantic  avenue,  for  the  purpose  of  completing 
the  resurfacing  of  Stetson  avenue,  Norfolk  avenue  and  Middlesex 
avenue  to  Burrill  street. 

The  cost  of  resurfacing  Stetson  and  Norfolk  avenues  was  $1,294.43 
more  than  the  appropriation  of  $15,000  for  that  purpose. 

We  recommend  the  transfer  of  $1,294.43  from  the  unexpended 
balance  of  the  appropriation  for  resurfacing  Atlantic  avenue,  this 
sum  to  be  used  to  settle  the  unpaid  bills  for  the  resurfacing  of  Stet- 
son and  Norfolk  avenues. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  the  collection  of 
ashes  and  other  waste  material  done  by  the  Highway  Department 
after  January  1,  1926. 

Under  competitive  bidding  the  lowest  cost  contract  is  obtained. 
The  present  rates  of  pay  for  this  type  of  work  are  less  than  paid 
the  town  employees.  The  successful  bidder  can  sell  clear  ashes  for 
filling  at  the  highest  price  obtainable,  is  financially  interested  to  do 
this  and  figures  on  this  income  to  reduce  his  bid.  Private  business 
of  this  nature  is  usually  more  efficient  and  less  costly  than  public 
work,  and  the  town  is  protected  by  bond.  Under  the  contract  sys- 
tem no  expenditure  for  equipment  is  involved. 

We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Health  be  instructed  to  prepare 
a  contract  for  the  town  similar  to  the  one  now  in  effect,  after  pro- 
posals for  contracts  have  been  properly  advertised,  to  provide  for 
the  collection  of  ashes  and  such  other  waste  material  as  is  now  col- 
lected under  the  present  contract,  the  new  contract  to  run  from 
January  1,  1926,  until  April  30,  1926,  and  that  when  the  town  pro- 
vides additional  locations  for  the  disposition  of  its  waste  material, 
or  upon  the  refusal  of  the  town  to  do  so,  the  Board  of  Health  shall 
prepare  a  term  contract  similar  to  that  now  in  effect,  for  this  purpose. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  a  water  main  in 
Kensington  lane  and  Lewis  road,  a  distance  of  approximately  1,000 
feet  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

There  being  no  Board  of  Survey  plan  for  Kensington  lane  and 
Lewis  road,  we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indef- 
initely postponed.

Sir: — I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  accounts  of 
the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  January  1  to  June  30, 
1925,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws.  This  report  is  in  the  form  af  a  report  made  to  me 
by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Examiner  of  this  Division.

Sir: — As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  accounts 
of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  January  1  to  June  30, 
1925,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  Town  Accountant's  office  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with 
the  financial  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town  and  with  the  Treasurer's  books.  The  recorded  pay- 
ments were  checked  with  the  Selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  pay- 
ments and  with  the  Treasurer's  cash  book. 

An  analysis  of  the  ledger  was  made,  the  accounts  were  compared 
with  the  classification  book,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  as  of  June  30,  1925. 

The  appropriation  accounts  were  examined  and  all  appropria- 
tions, transfers  and  loans  voted  by  the  town  were  checked  with 
the  Town  Cerk's  records  of  town  meetings. 

The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts 
falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  bonds,  notes,  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  footing  of  the  cash  book  was  proved,  the  reported  re- 
ceipts were  checked  and  compared  with  the  Accountant's  books 
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and  with  the  records  of  the  departments  making  payments  to  the 
Treasurer,  and  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  warrants 
authorizing  disbursements  of  town  funds. 

The  cash  balance  was  verified  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
account  with  the  bank  statements  furnished  by  the  banks. 

The  securities  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  sinking  funds  were 
not  examined  at  this  time,  but  will  be  reported  upon  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Collector  were  examined  and 
checked,  the  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments  were  verified, 
and  the  abatements  were  checked  to  the  Assessors'  records  of  abate- 
ments granted.  The  payments  to  the  Treasurer  were  checked  to 
the  Treasurer's  books,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  Accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  water  accounts  were  checked,  listed,  and  recon- 
ciled with  the  Accountant's  ledger,  and  the  commitments  of  the 
Water  Department  charges  were  verified  by  the  department's  rec- 
ords. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  no- 
tices to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received,  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  accounts  are  correct. 

The  records  of  the  Water  Department  were  examined,  the  records 
of  abatements  granted  being  checked  and  the  charges,  as  shown  by 
the  card  ledger  accounts,  being  compared  with  the  commitments 
to  the  Collector. 

The  deeds  representing  the  tax  titles  taken  by  the  town  for  taxes 
were  examined,  listed,  and  proved  to  the  Accountant's  ledger. 

The  Town  Clerk's  records  of  dog  and  of  hunting  and  fishing 
licenses  were  examined,  and  payments  to  the  state  and  the  county 
were  verified  by  receipts  on  file. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures, 
rent  of  Town  Hall,  elevator  licenses,  library  fines  and  for  licenses, 
issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Health  Department  were  examined, 
and  the  reported  payments  to  the  Treasurer  were  checked  to  the 
Treasurer's  and  the  Accountant's  books. 

Tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  Treasurer's  cash  and 
summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment  and  water  accounts  receivable 
accounts  are  appended  to  this  report. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  received  the  cooperation 
of  the  various  department  officials,  and  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  my  appreciation.

The  Board  of  Assessors  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1925.  The  property  in  town  assessed  by  the  local  Assessors  April  1, 
1925,  amounted  to  $19,513,791,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year 
(1924)  of  $879,195.  The  real  estate  valuation  April  1,  1925,  was 
$17,870,147,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  (1924)  of  $782,009. 
The  valuation  of  personal  estate  assessed  by  the  local  Assessors 
April  1,  1925,  was  $1,643,644,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year 
(1924)  of  $97,149.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

We  submit  a  brief  foreword  to  the  interesting-  reports  which  fol- 
low. The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  normal  growth  and  devel- 
opment, and  the  reports  of  our  Superintendent  and  High  School 
Principal  deserve,  as  we  trust  that  they  will  receive  at  your  hands, 
a  thoughtful  and  careful  reading.  We  have  given  many  hours  to  a 
careful  and  thoughtful  deliberation  of  the  many  problems  that  have 
been  presented  to  us,  and  our  conclusions  have  been  reached  with  a 
consideration  of  the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number.  We 
record  again  with  pleasure  and  satisfaction  the  debt  which  is  owed 
to  our  efficient  Superintendent.  We  believe  that  he  is  constantly 
trying  to  raise  to  a  higher  level  the  general  efficiency  of  the  whole 
school  system.  Backed  in  his  efforts  by  the  loyal  and  hearty'  co- 
operation and  interest  of  principals  and  teachers,  they  are  giving  to 
us  school  work  of  which  we  may  well  be  proud. 

The  introduction  in  the  High  School  of  manual  training  and  do- 
mestic arts  has  already  done  much,  we  believe,  to  increase  the  esprit 
de  corps  there,  and  we  are  glad  as  a  committee  to  testify  our  belief 
in  the  general  efficiency  of  our  local  High  School. 

The  Hadley  Annex,  now  nearing  completion,  is  a  structure  worthy 
of  the  position  where  it  has  been  placed,  and  will  relieve  the  pres- 
sure fearfully  evident  in  the  Hadley  school. 

In  the  early  fall  your  committee  was  approached  by  the  Nahant 
School  Committee  to  see  if  some  arrangement  might  be  made  where- 
by our  Superintendent  could  give  supervision  to  the  Nahant  school 
system.  We  felt  honored  that  Nahant  should  come  to  us  for  such 
help.  After  very  careful  thought  and  with  full  assurance  that  the 
efficiency  of  our  own  school  system  would  in  no  wise  be  impaired,  we 
granted  him  leave  of  absence  for  one  day  each  week,  affecting  there- 
by a  reduction  in  our  administration  expenses  of  nearly  a  thousand 
dollars.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Nahant  school  system 
already  values  his  services  and  our  kindness  in  releasing  him  for 
one  day  each  week,  and  so  well  ordered  is  our  system  here  that 
no  ill  effect  is  at  all  in  evidence. 

Our  budget  for  1926  is  about  eight  per  cent  larger  than  it  was 
last  year.  This  increase  is  due  largely  to  two  facts;  first,  we  de- 
sire to  increase  the  pay  of  the  teachers  in  the  elementry  schools, 
raising  the  maximum  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  and,  secondly, 
much  needed  repairs  must  be  immediately  made  at  the  Phillips  High 
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School  and  the  Hadley  School.  We  hope  very  much  indeed  that  fa- 
vorable action  upon  our  budget  will  be  taken  by  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee and  supported  by  the  town.  So  far  as  the  work  of  the  school 
department  is  concerned  we  are  of  the  firm  conviction  that  we  are 
getting  an  honest  return  for  every  dollar  that  the  department  spends. 

We  endorse  most  heartily  the  recommendation  of  the  Superin- 
tendent asking  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  consider  the 
needs  of  the  Palmer  school  district.  That  section  of  the  town  is 
growing  rapidly  and  we  need  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  anticipate 
this  growth. 

Citizens,  we  are  proud  of  our  schools,  of  the  personnel  of  the  teach- 
ing and  operating  staff,  of  the  efforts  being  made  daily  to  give  your 
boy  and  girl  the  best  of  educational  opportunities,  and  here  we  record 
with  pleasure  the  deepening  interest  which  we  feel  is  being  gendered 
by  the  Parent-Teachers'  Association.  We  encourage  you  to  visit 
our  schools,  get  acquainted  with  the  superintendent,  the  principals 
and  the  teachers;  where  we  as  a  committee,  or  they  in  their  respective 
capacities,  err,  and  being  but  human,  we  all  err  at  times,  offer  the 
kindly  criticism  that  is  constructive,  and  give  us  and  them  the  same 
privilege. 

Help  us  to  hold  our  school  department  to  the  high  level  on  which 
we  firmly  believe  it  now  stands,  and  let  us  go  forward,  committee, 
superintendent,  principals  and  teachers,  parent  and  child  to  higher, 
greater  and  better  things  educationally.  We  cherish  the  earnest 
conviction  that  never  has  the  world  been  better  worth  preparing  for 
from  an  educational  point  of  view  than  it  is  just  now.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  : 

Mrs.  Hardy  and  Gentlemen: — It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit 
herewith  my  sixth  annual  report  as  superintendent  of  the  Swamp- 
scott schools. 

The  year  1925  is  notable  in  the  annals  of  the  school  department, 
principally  because  of  the  final  attainment  of  an  appropriation  to 
furnish  tangible  relief  for  the  Hadley  school.  At  the  time  of  last 
year's  report  comment  was  made  of  the  constructive  work  of  the 
building  committee  appointed  the  year  previous  to  investigate  school 
needs  and  to  secure  plans  and  estimates  for  a  building  to  furnish 
such  relief  as  was  found  necessary.  The  report  made  by  this  com- 
mittee was  eventually  accepted  by  the  citizens  of  the  town,  and  late 
in  the  summer  the  contract  was  let  for  the  erection  of  the  new 
building,  on  the  site  recommended  by  the  committee,  adjacent  to  the 
Hadley  school.  Work  has  progressed  very  satisfactorily,  and  at  the 
present  time  it  seems  safe  to  say  that  the  building  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  well  before  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  in  1926.  Our 
plans  call  for  the  transferring  to  this  building  of  the  first  six  grades, 
the  manual  training  shops  and  the  administration  offices,  all  housed 
now  in  the  Hadley  school,  leaving  the  present  Hadley  school  in  its 
entiety  available  for  Junior  High  school  purposes. 

At  the  close  of  school  in  June  the  following  teachers  resigned: 
from  the  High  school,  Miss  Barbara  Davidson,  Miss  Margaret  Thomp- 
son, Miss  Lucy  A.  Young,  Mr.  Joseph  Stanton;  from  the  Clarke 
school,  Miss  Lucretia  Collins;  from  the  Machon  school,  Miss  Marion 
H.  Fogg.  Their  places  were  filled  by  the  election  of  Miss  Alta 
Randies,  Miss  Theresa  Duff,  Miss  Leota  Whitcomb,  Mr.  John  Craw- 
ford, Miss  Dorothy  Verdi  and  Miss  Ruth  Hartman,  respectively.  For 
the  first  time  in  several  years,  we  carried  over  from  one  school  year 
to  the  next  our  Junior  High  school  faculty  intact,  and  there  were  no 
changes  in  the  Hadley  or  Palmer  schools  or  among  our  supervisors. 
Our  turnover,  then,  was  not  out  of  proportion  to  the  number  of 
teachers  engaged  in  our  schools,  although  with  four  resignations  in 
the  High  School,  the  problem  of  organization  at  the  start  of  the  year 
was  correspondingly  greater  in  that  building. 

It  is  pleasant  to  record  at  this  point  that  the  request  of  the  school 
department  for  a  special  appropriation  to  establish  manual  arts  and 
domestic  science  classes  in  the  High  School  was  looked  upon  favor- 
ably by  our  citizens,  so  that  when  school  opened  in  September  our 
High  School  youth  were  able  to  elect  courses  in  these  subjects.  The 
manual  training  shop  is  situated  in  the  little  building  in  the  rear  of 
the  High  School,  formerly  used  for  a  chemical  laboratory,  and  the 
work  there  is  in  charge  of  Merle  G.  Hall,  a  graduate  of  the  Fitchburg 
Normal  School  and  a  man  who  has  had  varied  experience  in  the  in- 
dustrial field.  The  domestic  science  and  art  equipment  was  placed 
in  the  lunch  room  in  the  basement  of  the  High  School,  and  that  work 
is  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Bertha  Wales,  a  local  woman  who  combines  the 
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experience  of  housekeeper  and  mother  with  special  work  taken  at 
Simmons  College.  The  High  School  principal's  report  speaks  author- 
itatively concerning  the  splendid  effect  which  the  acquisition  of  these 
two  departments  has  had  on  our  High  School.  I  am  glad  to  endorse 
what  Mr.  Thompson  has  said  concerning  this.  We  are  holding  pupils 
in  High  School  better  than  we  have  ever  done  before,  have  reduced 
the  percentage  of  failures  and  heightened  the  morale  of  the  school. 
It  seems  safe  to  say  that  no  expenditure  made  by  the  town  for  school 
purposes  in  recent  years  has  brought  a  greater  or  quicker  return  in 
increased  efficiency  than  has  the  appropriation  made  for  this  depart- 
ment. 

For  some  time  it  has  seemed  that  the  penmanship  of  the  pupils 
of  the  Swampscott  schools  might  be  improved.  Two  years  ago,  we 
changed  from  the  Palmer  method  to  the  Houston  method  and  be- 
lieve that  we  secured  better  results  by  the  new  system.  However, 
in  order  to  bring  this  important  subject  of  the  curriculum  to  a  higher 
point  of  efficiency,  we  secured  this  year  the  services  of  Miss  Lillian 
Hewitt  as  Penmanship  Supervisor  on  a  part  time  basis.  Miss  Hewitt 
has  studied  in  many  of  the  leading  penmanship  schools  in  the  East. 
She  has  been  supervisor  of  that  subject  for  several  years  in  Norwalk, 
Connecticut,  and  Athol  and  Ware,  Massachusetts.  She  comes  to 
Swampscott  four  days  each  school  month,  and  we  believe  that  at  the 
end  of  this  school  year  and  increasingly  in  the  years  to  come,  marked 
improvement  in  the  hand  writing  of  the  Swampscott  boys  and  girls 
will  be  observed. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  local  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross,  a 
long  felt  need  was  supplied  the  school  children  of  Swampscott  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  school  year  by  the  opening  of  a  finely 
equipped  dental  clinic  at  the  Machon  school.  This  clinic  has  been  in 
operation  every  Monday  morning  from  nine  to  twelve,  and  during  this 
time  all  the  children  of  the  first  six  grades  have  been  examined  and 
treatments  given  as  follows: 


Thus  far,  the  entire  expense  of  equipment,  installation  and  main- 
tenance of  this  clinic  has  been  met  by  the  Red  Cross.  At  the  present 
time,  however,  the  fund  set  apart  by  them  for  this  purpose  is  ex- 
hausted, and  other  means  of  support  must  be  found  if  this  worthwhile 
work  is  to  be  continued.  The  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  state  that 
any  expenditures  of  public  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  such  a  clinic 
must  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  so  the  school 
department  is  unable  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  to  continue  this 
work.  It  is  understood,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Health  is  willing 
to  carry  this  on,  provided  sufficient  funds  are  granted  by  the  citizens 
of  the  town.    It  is  hoped  to  move  the  clinic  from  the  Machon  school 
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to  the  Hadley  Annex  at  the  completion  of  the  latter,  as  this  would 
provide  a  more  central  location.  We  respectfully  endorse  the  request 
of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  small  sum  necessary  to  maintain  this 
dental  clinic  through  the  year  1926,  and  urge  upon  all  interested 
citizens  the  desirability  of  a  similar  endorsement  of  the  project. 

In  general,  the  year  just  passed  has  been  most  successful  from  the 
standpoint  of  scholastic  and  extra  curricula  achievement.  Pupils 
from  the  senior  class  of  the  Swampscott  High  School  took  college 
entrance  examinations  in  forty  subjects  and  received  passing  marks 
in  thirty-three,  a  rating  of  seventy-five  percent,  a  record  equalled 
by  few  comprehensive  high  schools  in  this  year's  examinations.  A 
member  of  the  junior  class  who  took  three  of  these  college  entrance 
examinations  passed  them  all  successfully-  and  received  100%  in 
algebra.  The  above  figures  prove  beyond  any  shadow  of  a  doubt  that 
our  high  school  is  doing  a  far  better  job  in  preparing  boys  and  girls 
for  college  than  it  is  given  credit  for. 

Again,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  commend  the  work  of  our  supervisors. 
The  annual  Musical  Club  concert,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Naza- 
rian,  was  the  usual  success;  the  field  day,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Cuddy,  Mr.  Hutchinson  and  Miss  Boynton,  was  a  splendid  exhibition 
of  the  work  of  the  physical  training  department;  and  the  art  depart- 
ment, in  charge  of  Miss  Fowler,  has  done  excellent  work  throughout 
the  year.  The  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  Dramatic  Clubs  also 
maintained  in  their  annual  productions  the  high  standard  set  in  the 
past. 

Attention  is  called  once  more  to  the  statistical  table  at  the  end  of 
this  report,  giving  the  attendance  data  for  1925.  This  is  the  poorest 
showing  that  the  Swampscott  schools  have  made  for  several  years. 
It  is  true  that  our  attendance  was  very  seriously  affected  by  illnesses 
throughout  the  entire  school  year,  and  that  part  of  the  report,  ac- 
cordingly, may  be  excused,  but  to  my  mind  there  is  no  excuse  in  a 
town  where  a  one  session  day  for  all  grades  is  in  vogue  for  the  large 
number  of  tardinesses  and  dismissals.  The  teachers  are  constantly 
striving  to  improve  the  punctuality  and  to  decrease  the  number  of 
dismissals,  but  in  the  final  analysis  this  is  a  matter  where  the  atti- 
tude of  the  home  is  the  largest  and  most  potent  factor.  We  urge 
again,  then,  and  more  strongly  than  ever  before,  the  cooperation  of 
all  parents,  first  in  getting  children  to  school  on  time,  and  secondly 
in  allowing  them  to  stay  there  until  the  completion  of  the  day's  work. 

The  classes  in  Americanization*  have  been  continued  most  suc- 
cessfully throughout  1925.  We  are  maintaining  at  present  beginners', 
intermediate,  and  advanced  classes  for  adult  alien  education.  These 
classes  are  held  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  at  the 
Hadley  school,  and  our  present  attendance  is  about  thirty  men  per 
session. 

The  Swampscott  Parent-Teachers'  Association  continues  to  be  a 
factor  for  good  in  the  life  of  the  schools.  Through  the  energy  of  its 
officers,  splendid  monthly  programs  have  been  held  throughout  the 
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past  year.  Many  parents,  however,  still  fail  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunities  presented  by  this  association  to  make  contacts  with 
the  school  people  and  to  obtain  knowledge  of  school  problems  and 
procedures.  Any  parent,  or  other  interested  citizen,  whether  he 
be  a  member  of  the  association  or  not,  is  heartily  welcome  at  any 
of  the  meetings,  and  we  beseech  for  1926  an  attendance  far  in  excess 
of  what  we  had  in  1925. 

The  Year  to  Come 

Immediate  consideration  must  be  given  the  school  housing  prob- 
lem in  the  Palmer  district.  It  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  school 
reports  that  after  relief  was  secured  in  the  Hadley  district,  our  at- 
tention must  next  be  given  to  the  Palmer  school.  In  this  district 
we  have  a  four  room  school  with  a  present  enrollment  of  about  130 
pupils,  divided  among  six  grades.  This,  of  course,  means  that  in  at 
least  two  of  the  rooms  there  are  two  grades,  with  resulting  difficulty 
for  teachers,  and  some  slight  educational  loss  to  the  pupils.  It  is 
well  known,  too,  that  this  district  is  growing  very  rapidly,  and  that 
there  is  sure  to  be  an  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  at- 
tending the  school.  Some  form  of  relief  should  be  devised  so  that 
by  the  opening  of  school  in  1927  two  more  class  rooms  at  least  will 
be  available  in  this  district.  It  is  my  recommendation,  therefore, 
that  the  school  department  request  the  appointment  of  a  building 
committee  to  study  the  situation  here  and  report  at  a  special  town 
meeting  held  subsequently  in  order  that  the  necessary  relief  in  this 
district  may  be  available  not  later  than  the  above  mentioned  date. 

The  1926  budget,  as  estimated  by  the  school  department,  shows  an 
increase  of  about  eight  per  cent,  over  the  amount  asked  for  in  1925. 
This  increase  is  practically  all  in  two  items,  salaries  and  repairs. 
The  committee  have  voted  to  increase  the  maximum  salary  of  the 
grade  teachers  of  the  schools  to  $1500,  starting  September  1,  1926, 
as  a  study  of  salaries  paid  in  other  cities  and  towns  in  this  State 
showed  that  Swampscott  had  fallen  slightly  behind  in  compensation 
paid  elementary  teachers.  The  school  department  faces  also  the 
necessity  of  rather  extensive  repairs  at  the  High  and  Hadley  schools. 
Outside  of  these  two  items,  the  budget  for  the  coming  year  shows  no 
material  change. 

It  has  already  been  pointed  out  that  the  schools  need  to  a  greater 
extent  than  they  have  had  before,  the  cooperation  of  parents  in  the 
problems  of  punctuality.  Our  schools  need,  too,  the  active  moral 
support  of  the  citizens  of  the  town,  parents  and  others.  Criticism 
of  public  schools  is  very  common  in  this  democracy  of  ours,  and  no 
school  man  or  woman  resents  this  criticism  when  it  is  justified,  as 
it  often  is,  and  made  directly  and  constructively.  Those  who  have 
criticisms  to  make  concerning  the  Swampscott  schools  are  earnestly 
requested  to  make  them  directly  to  some  member  of  the  school  de- 
partment. If  the  criticism  is  just,  it  ought  to  be  made  and  the  cause 
for  it  remedied,  and  this  can  only  be  accomplished  by  bringing  it  to 
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some  one  in  authority  rather  than  discussing  it  with  friends  and 
neighbors.  Many  worth  while  suggestions  have  come  to  school  people 
from  parents,  and  we  can  safely  promise  that  any  suggestion  for  the 
good  of  our  schools  will  be  accepted  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  given. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  commend  to  the  committee 
the  splendid  spirit  which  has  characterized  the  work  of  all  employees 
of  the  school  department  throughout  the  past  year;  similarly  must 
I  record  my  appreciation  of  the  kindness  and  consideration  so  un- 
failingly shown  by  the  members  of  the  School  Committee.  The  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  in  Swampscott  is  indeed  fortunate  in  all  his 
associates.

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REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 
Mrs.  Hardy  and  Gentlemen: — I  hand  you  herewith  my  sixth  annual 
report  as  principal  of  the  Swampscott  High  school.  This  report 
divides  itself  into  several  items  quite  distinct  from  each  other,  each 
of  which  will  be  discussed  separately. 

Enrollment 

The  High  School  enrollment  over  the  past  four  years  has  been  fairly 
constant  as  shown  by  the  following  table:

The  enrollment  of  Class  III  at  the  Junior  High  school  is  146,  while 
the  Senior  High  school  is  graduating  65.  It  appears,  therefore,  that 
we  shall  have  an  increment  of  81  pupils  in  September  and  the  prob- 
ability is  that  we  shall  be  able  to  take  care  of  these  pupils  without 
additions  to  the  teaching  staff,  owing  to  our  practical  arts  equipment. 

The  Senior  High  school  at  Swampscott  offers  three  types  of  cur- 
ricula: viz.,  college  preparatory,  commercial  and  general.  The  changes 
in  enrollment  in  these  various  curricula  over  the  past  four  years  are 
interesting:

The  figures  given 
above  will  be  conditioned  somewhat  by  the  following  facts: 

I.  The  percentage  of  college  preparatory  pupils  becomes  less  and 
less  as  these  pupils  progress  through  the  school  or  as  their  capacities 
become  taxed  more  and  more  by  the  demands  of  college  requirements 
or  as  their  interests  change. 

II.  There  is  no  very  marked  differentiation  in  the  sophomore  year 
between  the  general  and  commercial  curricula,  and  of  course  the 
introduction  of  manual  arts  work  for  both  boys  and  girls  last  Sep- 
tember has  had  a  tendency  to  increase  the  percentage  of  general 
students,  inasmuch  as  we  offer  no  manual  arts  curriculum. 

The  pupils  in  the  general  group  are  required  to  elect  English  and 
social  science;  that  is,  50%  of  their  program  is  fixed,  while  the  re- 
mainder is  optional.    This  group  of  pupils  has  no  fixed  objective  in 
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view  in  the  sense  that  the  commercial  pupil  looks  toward  an  office 
position  or  a  college  preparatory  pupil  looks  toward  college,  and  it 
may  be  that  the  lack  of  a  definite  goal  on  the  part  of  these  pupils  is 
responsible,  in  part  at  least,  for  the  spirit  of  just  "getting  by,"  which 
seems  to  be  so  prevalent  at  the  present  time.  The  writer  is  con- 
vinced that  many  of  these  pupils  elect  subjects,  drop  them  and  elect 
others  during  their  school  career  with  very  little  advice  or  suggestion 
on  the  part  of  the  parents,  but  purely  and  simply  on  the  basis  of 
whether  the  subject  happened  to  be  somewhat  difficult  or  compara- 
tively easy;  and  one  is  led  to  wonder  whether  the  policy  of  allowing 
these  pupils  a  choice  in  50%  of  their  high  school  subjects  is  sound. 

Elimination 

The  number  of  pupils  who  have  left  our  High  School  during  the 
preceeding  four  years  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

The  writer's  experience  during  these  years  is  that  by  far  the  great- 
est amount  of  elimination  during  the  school  year  takes  place  between 
the  beginning  of  school  in  September  and  the  Christmas  recess.  If 
-this  is  so,  then  our  elimination  this  year  will  be  markedly  less  than 
in  the  three  preceeding  years,  due  probably  to  the  introduction  of 
manual  arts  work. 

The  New  Manual  Arts  Equipment 

During  the  past  summer  there  was  installed  in  the  Senior  High 
school,  manual  arts  equipment  for  both  boys  and  girls.  It  seemed 
that  mechanical  drawing  was  more  properly  connected  with  this 
department  than  under  the  supervision  of  the  art  teacher,  so  that 
this  equipment  was  transferred  to  the  manual  arts  room  and  the  sub- 
ject was  required  of  those  boys  who  wished  to  elect  woodworking. 

The  September  enrollment  in  this  department  is  given  below:

If  the  above  subjects  had  not  been  available,  these  pupils  who  are 
now  enrolled  in  practical  arts  subjects  would  have  been  forced  to 
content  themselves  with  study  hours  or  would  have  elected  other 
subjects  for  which  their  capacity  and  interest  are  not  adapted. 
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The  writer  is  sure  that  the  school  is  now  better  equipped  to  meet 
the  various  needs  of  pupils  than  it  has  ever  been  before;  that  the 
general  morale  of  the  school  is  on  a  higher  plane,  and  that  the  failure 
percentages  have  been  lowered  by  the  introduction  of  these  subjects. 

Post  Graduate  Work 

During  the  past  three  years,  83  pupils  from  this  High  School  have 
entered  higher  institutions,  29  of  whom  have  done  post  graduate 
work,  either  here  or  at  other  schools. 

There  seem  to  be  three  legitimate  reasons  for  post  graduate  work: 

1.  Loss  of  time  because  of  illness  so  that  college  require- 
ments cannot  be  met. 

2.  Some  pupils  graduate  at  an  age  which  the  colleges  con- 
sider too  young. 

3.  Cases  in  which  the  interests  of  the  pupils  actually  change 
during  their  secondary  school  careers  so  that  extra  time 
is  required  to  compensate  for  subjects  not  taken. 

These  three  reasons  operated  in  but  few  of  the  above  29  cases. 
Most  of  these  pupils  came  to  the  High  School  with  an  easy  going 
policy  concerning  their  school  work,  and  they  were  apparently  en- 
couraged by  their  parents  in  the  idea  that  if  college  requirements 
were  not  met  at  graduation  from  High  School,  then  they  could  have 
an  extra  year. 

It  seems  to  the  writer  that  the  parents  would  confer  a  favor  upon 
children  by  holding  them  up  to  a  definite  program  of  accomplishment. 
If  it  seems  necessary  for  college  preparation  to  occupy  five  years 
instead  of  four,  then  the  pupil's  program  should  be  arranged  on  this 
basis. 

The  Longer  School  Day 

This  subject  has  been  discussed  at  some  length  in  the  principal's 
report  of  the  two  preceding  years,  and  without  any  attempt  to 
repeat  the  material  which  has  been  presented  previously,  it  seems 
wise  to  add  the  following  information.  A  survey  of  the  pupils' 
program  cards  on  file  in  the  office  shows  that  study  periods  are  dis- 
tributed among  the  pupils  as  follows: 

Group  I     90%  of  our  pupils  have  one  study  period   in  school 

Group  II    10%  of  our  pupils  have  two  study  periods  in  school 

In  conversations  with  parents  the  statement  is  frequently  made  that 
pupils  have  no  home  work  because  they  have  adequate  time  for  prep- 
aration during  school  hours.  Let  us  assume  three  hypothetical 
programs:

Schedule  A  under  Group  I  is  evidently  that  of  a  pupil  looking 
toward  college  or  Normal  school,  while  Schedule  B  under  Group  I 
is  evidently  that  of  a  pupil  looking  toward  employment  or  toward 
a  business  college. 

A  pupil  in  Schedule  A  would  have  one  free  period  four  days  a 
week,  because  this  extra  period  on  the  fifth  day  would  be  occupied 
by  physical  training.  This  pupil  would  perhaps  be  able  to  prepare 
one  of  these  recitations  during  school  time,  which  would  leave  four 
subjects  to  be  prepared  at  home,  requiring  at  least  two  hours  of  con- 
centrated effort. 

Pupils  taking  Schedule  B  would  require  a  little  less  time,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  typewriting  requires  no  outside  preparation. 

It  is  conceivable  that  a  pupil  enrolled  in  Group  II  could  ordinarily 
prepare  his  work  during  school  time,  because  typewriting  and  prac- 
tical arts  work  require  no  outside  preparation  and  thus  this  pupil 
has  two  prepared  subjects  to  study  during  his  two  study  periods. 
Statistics  show,  however,  that  only  10%  of  our  pupils  are  enrolled 
in  this  group,  and  the  question  very  often  arises  whether  this  10% 
could  not  well  avail  themselves  of  additional  opportunities  which 
the  school  has  to  offer. 

This  whole  discussion  of  curricula  should  be  a  plea  for  the  parents 
to  get  into  closer  touch  with  the  secondary  schools  than  seems  to  be 
the  custom.  Parents  should  be  familiar  with  the  subjects  which 
their  children  are  taking  in  order  that  they  may  pass  judgment 
upon  the  necessity  of  home  study.  In  the  opinion  of  the  writer,  no 
pupil  can  hope  to  succeed  in  academic  subjects  unless  that  pupil  is 
willing  to  spend  from  ten  to  fifteen  hours  a  week  in  preparation  of 
his  work  in  addition  to  the  time  spent  in  school. 

Parents  must  be  willing  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  a  pupil's 
failure  to  win  college  entrance  units  if  this  requirement  is  not  met, 
rather  than  attempt  to  shift  this  responsibility  upon  the  school.  If 
the  preparation  of  school  work  is  not  taken  care  of  in  the  home,  it 
must  be  assumed  by  the  school.    It  must  be  said  that  a  period  of 
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42  minutes  does  not  allow  adequate  time  for  instruction  in  manual 
training  and  cooking  or  for  any  sort  of  corrective  work  in  physical 
training.  The  writer  believes  that  the  School  Committee  ought  to 
consider  the  matter  of  lengthening  the  hours  in  the  Senior  High 
school,  so  that  ten  minutes  may  be  added  to  each  period,  thus  making 
the  hour  of  dismissal  2:15  rather  than  1:30. 

The  Swampscott  High  School  is  a  good  high  school  because  of  the 
friendly  spirit  of  cooperation  which  exists  among  the  teachers,  super- 
intendent and  School  Committee.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

At  a  special  town  meeting  held  May  12,  1925,  the  town  voted  to 
accept  the  lot  on  Redington  street,  adjacent  to  the  Hadley  school, 
as  the  site  of  a  new  elementary  school  with  administrative  offices 
and  manual  training  rooms  as  recommended  by  the  building  com- 
mittee, appointed  at  the  adjourned  town  meeting  of  1924,  and  to 
build  said  building  in  accordance  with  the  plans  secured  by  that  com- 
mittee from  W.  H.  Peare,  architect,  and  appropriate  $92,000  therefor. 
It  was  also  voted  that  the  building  be  built  under  the  direction  of  a 
committee  made  up  of  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  School  Committee,  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
the  Building  Inspector  and  an  additional  member  selected  by  the 
moderator. 

Louis  H.  Kimball  was  named  by  the  moderator,  Chairman  Harry 
D.  Linscott  was  appointed  as  the  representative  of  the  Selectmen, 
Rev.  John  Vannevar,  D.D.,  as  a  representative  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, and  Harry  E.  Hardy,  Building  Inspector,  and  Henry  A. 
Sadler  as  a  representative  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  complete  the 
personnel. 

The  committee  met  and  organized,  with  the  choice  of  Dr.  Vannevar 
as  chairman  and  Mr.  Kimball  as  secretary.  Alfred  Kellogg  of  Boston 
was  chosen  heating  and  electrical  engineer. 

On  July  25,  bids  were  received  for  the  general  contract  and  for 
heating,  plumbing  and  lighting  as  follows:

The  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  building  was  awarded  to  Ar- 
thur E.  Steinert  of  Lawrence,  the  heating,  plumbing  and  ventilating 
to  R.  T.  Pender,  Inc.,  of  Lynn,  and  lighting  to  the  Reliance  Electric 
Co.  of  Lynn.  Work  was  begun  at  once  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
the  roof  was  on  the  building,  and  early  in  the  year  it  is  expected 
that  the  building  will  be  completed.  During  the  progress  of  the 
work,  Frank  L.  Burk  of  Swampscott,  has  acted  as  inspector  and 
representative  of  the  committee  and  his  appointment  has,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  committee,  been  a  very  wise  one. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  unexpended  balance  of  $566.74 
remaining  from  the  amount  borrowed  for  the  addition  to  the  Palmer 
school  as  authorized  on  April  13,  1922,  be  transferred  to  the  Red- 
ington  Street  School  Building  Fund.  The  committee  further  recom- 
mends that  the  $500  appropriated  in  1924  for  the  use  of  the  com- 
mittee investigating  the  needs  of  the  Hadley  School  district  be  also 
transferred  to  the  Redington  Street  School  Fund.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

The  work  of  this  department  during  the  past  few  years  has  been 
steadily  increasing.  This  increase  has  been  due  to  the  rapid  devel- 
opment of  the  town  and  the  passage  of  new  laws  affecting  the  work 
of  the  department.  The  bulk,  if  not  all,  of  this  extra  work  neces- 
sarily fell  upon  the  health  officer,  with  the  result  that  it  became  nec- 
essary for  him  to  spend  the  major  portion  of  his  time  in  office  work, 
which  greatly  interfered  with  his  outside  duties.  The  board  felt 
that  he  should  be  relieved  of  the  clerical  work  and  direct  his  atten- 
tion to  the  more  important  work  of  the  department,  therefore  in 
accordance  with  the  authority  given  them  under  Section  27,  of  Chap- 
ter 111,  of  the  General  Laws,  employed  a  full  time  clerk  to  take 
over  the  clerical  work  of  his  office.  We  feel  that  this  arrangement 
has  added  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  department,  as  the  office 
of  the  board  is  now  open  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  all  hours 
during  the  day.  This  has  been  impossible  heretofore,  as  it  was  nec- 
essary to  close  the  office  during  the  time  the  health  officer  was  en- 
gaged upon  other  work  outside  the  office. 

Convincing  evidence  of  the  increasing  work  of  the  department 
will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  our  various  officers  hereto  appended. 
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Contracts 


As  the  contract  for  the  collection  of  garbage  expires  on  December 
31,  it  became  necessary  for  the  board  to  advertise  for  new  bids  on 
this  work. 

On  November  7th,  the  board  advertised  for  bids  for  the  collection 
of  garbage  from  January  1,  1926,  to  December  31,  1928,  said  bids 
to  be  in  accordance  with  specifications  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
board.  On  November  20th,  three  bids  were  received  and  found  as 
follows: 


The  board  awarded  the  contract  to  Jean  Le  Bell,  he  being  the  low- 
est bidder. 

For  several  years  and  especially  during  the  past  two  years  the 
collection  of  ashes  and  waste  material  has  caused  the  board  consid- 
erable trouble.  Much  of  our  trouble  has  been  caused  by  the  low 
price  of  the  contract,  the  quality  of  the  labor  employed,  the  closing 
of  the  places  formerly  used  for  the  disposal  of  the  material  collected 
and  our  inability  to  procure  new  dumping  places.  The  lack  of  dumps 
has  made  longer  hauls  from  the  place  of  collection  to  the  place  of 
disposal.  This  has  naturally  materially  reduced  the  number  of  loads 
that  could  be  collected  during  each  day  and  consequently  has  very 
frequently  resulted  in  some  of  the  collections  not  being  made  on  the 
day  designated.  This  has  resulted  in  the  receipt  of  many  complaints 
and  a  general  expression  of  dissatisfaction  from  the  citizens  whose 
ashes  were  not  collected  on  time.  Considerable  complaints  and  much 
criticism  has  also  been  directed  at  the  board  because  of  the  condi- 
tions both  on  and  surrounding  the  dumps. 

We  agree  with  those  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  dumping  places 
that  the  conditions  have  been  not  only  unsightly  but  unsanitary  and 
should  not  be  permitted  to  exist,  but  inasmuch  as  the  property  is 
privately  owned,  and  open  to  the  use  of  anyone  who  desired  to  dump 
there,  and  the  town  was  forced  to  use  the  property  for  the  disposal 
of  its  waste  material,  the  board  was  not  in  a  position  to  order  the 
owner  to  abate  the  nuisance  as  such  steps  would  have  without  doubt 
resulted  in  the  town  being  prohibited  from  using  the  property  for 
that  purpose.  While  most  of  the  complaints  could  and  would  have 
been  eliminated  by  the  employment  of  someone  on  the  dump  who 
would  direct  the  place  and  manner  in  which  the  material  was  dis- 
posed of,  the  board  was  unable  to  do  this,  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds. 
It  is  true,  however,  that  the  board  has  occasionally  caused  the  dump 
on  Forest  avenue  to  be  levelled  and  cleaned,  but  this  was  done  in 
order  that  we  might  continue  to  use  the  property,  as  the  owner  had 
notified  the  board  that  it  must  keep  the  property  in  a  clean  and 
sightly  condition  if  we  wanted  to  continue  using  the  same.  Our 
efforts  to  keep  this  dump  clean  have  not  proved  successful,  as  the

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private  individuals  and  local  merchants,  who  also  dispose  of  their 
waste  material  there,  have  been  unmindful  as  to  its  looks  or  con- 
dition, and  have  deposited  their  material  promiscuously  about  the 
property. 

Although  the  board  has  spent  much  time  and  carefully  studied 
the  situation  relative  to  this  work  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  service 
!  and  make  it  satisfactory  to  the  citizens  in  general,  it  is  our  opinion 
that  this  will  not  be  possible  until  the  town  provides  a  public  dump 
and  the  work  is  done  by  employees  of  the  town  under  proper  super- 
vision, and  sufficient  funds  are  provided  to  enable  those  in  charge 
to  keep  some  one  employed  on  the  dump  to  direct  the  disposal  and 
keep  the  place  level  and  clean.  With  this  in  mind  and  with  the  idea 
of  giving  the  citizens  an  opportunity  to  act  on  this  matter  the  board 
caused  two  articles  to  be  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the  special 
town  meeting  held  on  October  6th,  as  follows: 

Article  4.  "To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  committee  consist- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Health  to  investigate 
the  acquisition  by  the  town  of  locations  for  the  disposal  of  its  waste 
material,  the  report  of  the  committee  to  be  made  at  the  next  annual 
town  meeting." 

Article  5.  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  the  collection 
of  ashes  and  other  waste  material  done  by  the  Highway  Department 
after  January  1,  1926." 

The  vote  of  that  meeting  upon  Article  4  was  as  follows: 

"That  the  town  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  Board  of  Health  to  investigate  the  acquisition  by  the 
town  of  locations  for  the  disposal  of  its  waste  material,  the  report 
of  the  committee  to  be  made  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting." 

Under  Article  5,  it  was  voted  to  accept  and  adopt  the  report  of 
the  Finance  Committee  as  follows: 

"Under  competitive  bidding  the  lowest  cost  contract  is  obtained. 
The  present  rates  of  pay  for  this  type  of  work  are  less  than  paid 
the  town  employees.  The  successful  bidder  can  sell  clear  ashes  for 
filling  at  the  highest  price  obtainable,  is  financially  interested  to  do 
this  and  figures  on  this  income  to  reduce  his  bid.  Private  business 
of  this  nature  is  usually  more  efficient  and  less  costly  than  public 
work,  and  the  town  is  protected  by  bond.  Under  the  contract  sys- 
tem no  expenditure  for  equipment  is  involved. 

"We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Health  be  instructed  to  pre- 
pare a  contract  for  the  town  similar  to  the  one  now  in  effect,  after 
proposals  for  contracts  have  been  properly  advertised,  to  provide  for 
the  collection  of  ashes  and  such  other  waste  material  as  is  now  col- 
lected under  the  present  contract,  the  new  contract  to  run  from  Jan- 
uary 1,  1926,  until  April  30,  1926,  and  that  when  the  town  provides 
additional  locations  for  the  disposition  of  its  waste  material,  or 
upon  the  refusal  of  the  town  to  do  so,  the  Board  of  Health  shall 
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prepare  a  term  contract  similar  to  that  now  in  effect,  for  this  pur- 
pose." 

While  the  board  agrees  with  the  Finance  committee  that  it  is  pos- 
sible to  obtain  a  low  cost  contract  by  competitive  bidding,  we  do 
not  agree  with  their  statement  that  the  work  can  be  or  has  been 
more  efficiently  done  than  by  the  town.  It  has  been  our  privilege  to 
observe  that  the  quality  of  the  labor  employed  in  work  of  this  char- 
acter is  not  only  unreliable  but  far  inferior  to  town  labor.  It  is 
our  opinion  that  the  citizens  are  as  a  whole  interested  in  the  service 
rather  than  the  cost,  but  they  cannot  expect  service  without  cost, 
whether  it  be  the  collection  of  ashes  or  some  other  work.  However, 
it  is  for  the  citizens,  and  not  the  Board,  to  determine  how  the  work 
shall  be  done.  Still  we  feel  that  if  the  work  is  done  in  this  manner 
and  is  not  satisfactory  the  responsibility  should  not  be  ours. 

As  the  contract  for  the  collection  of  ashes  and  other  waste  ma- 
terial expires  on  December  31,  this  year,  the  Board  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  vote  of 
the  town,  advertised  for  new  bids  on  November  7,  the  bids  to  be 
for  the  collections  of  ashes  and  waste  material  from  January  1, 
1926,  to  April  30,  1926,  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Board.  On  November  20th,  three  bids  were  re- 
ceived and  found  as  follows: 


The  Board  awarded  the  contract  to  M.  J.  Daley,  he  being  the  low- 
est bidder.

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Report  of  Health  Officer 


To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1925: 

Constantly  increasing  laws  and  the  rapid  growth  of  the  town  have 
made  additional  demands  upon  this  office.  The  addition  of  a  full 
time  clerk  has  not  only  relieved  your  health  officer  of  a  vast  amount 
of  clerical  work  and  made  it  possible  for  him  to  devote  more  of  his 
time  to  other  important  work  of  the  department,  but  has  greatly 
increased  the  efficiency  of  the  office.  Citizens  are  now  able  to  obtain 
desired  information,  register  complaints,  and  transact  other  business 
at  all  times  during  the  day. 

In  spite  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  communicable  diseases 
reported  during  the  year  the  general  health  of  the  town  has  been 
excellent.  Sanitary  conditions  are  continually  improving.  The  ex- 
tension of  the  sewer  into  the  "Shaw  Estate"  has  eliminated  many 
troublesome  and  undesirable  cesspools. 

Although  there  have  been  occasions  when  the  collections  of  garbage 
have  not  been  quite  up  to  standard,  the  work  as  a  whole  has  been 
generally  satisfactory.  This  can  not  be  said  of  the  collections  of 
ashes,  however,  as  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
procurring  places  for  the  disposal  of  the  material  collected. 

Two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  been  reported  during  the  year. 
Investigation  of  these  cases  showed  that  one  case  had  been  con- 
tracted while  the  patient  was  travelling,  while  the  history  of  the 
other  case  showed  that  the  patient  had  eaten  raw  clams  obtained 
from  a  roadside  stand. 

Evidence  that  the  parents  of  the  children  in  our  public  schools 
appreciate  the  value  of  the  yearly  physical  examinations,  which  are 
now  being  made,  is  clearly  shown  in  the  results  of  the  examinations 
made  this  year. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  local  chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross, 
a  fully  equipped  dental  clinic  has  been  established  at  the  Machon 
school.  Its  establishment  fills  a  long  felt  want  in  our  efforts  to  con- 
serve the  health  of  our  children.  The  benefits  made  possible  in  later 
life  through  the  proper  care  of  the  teeth,  especially  during  the 
school  age,  are  of  untold  value.  The  continuance  of  the  clinic  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  to  the  health  and  education  of  the  children 
and  I  sincerely  hope  and  trust  that  nothing  will  be  permitted  to  in- 
terfere with  this  humane  work.

A  Comparison  Summary 

The  following  summary  will  give  an  idea  of  the  results  of  the 
examinations  in  comparison  with  those  of  the  previous  year: 
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The  number  of  cases  of  poor  teeth  found  have  not  been  included 
in  the  above  summary,  as  these  examinations  were  made  by  the 
dentist  connected  with  the  new  dental  clinic  and  will  without  doubt 
be  included  in  his  report  to  the  school  department. 

The  number  of  physical  defects  found  this  year  are  considerably 
larger  than  those  of  1924,  but  much  of  this  increase  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  143  more  pupils  have  been  examined.  The  inclusion  of  the 
enlarged  tonsil  cases  has  also  caused  some  of  the  increase,  as  these 
cases  were  not  included  in  last  year's  report. 

Communicable  Diseases 

Scarlet  fever  in  a  mild  form,  that  appeared  late  in  1924,  continued 
through  the  first  three  months  of  the  present  year.  Other  con- 
tagious diseases,  especially  mumps  and  whooping  cough,  show  a  con- 
siderable increase  over  those  reported  for  the  previous  year.  Many 
of  these  cases  could  and  would  have  been  very  materially  reduced, 
if  the  parents  had  exercised  proper  care  in  observing  quarantine. 

During  the  year  thirteen  deaths  occurred  from  communicable 
diseases,  one  from  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  two  from  encephalitis 
lethargica  (sleeping  sickness),  one  from  diphtheria,  two  from  scarlet 
fever,  three  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  four  from  lobar  pneu- 
monia. 

Of  the  seven  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported  to  this  office 
during  the  year,  four  were  those  of  persons  residing  in  town  and 
three  of  persons  residing  elsewhere  but  having  a  settlement  here. 
Five  patients  have  been  admitted  to  and  five  discharged  from  sana- 
toriums  the  past  year. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  six  tubercular  patients  receiving 
institutional  treatment  and  nine  home  treatment  under  the  super- 
vision of  this  office.

The  milk  supply  still  continues  to  be  of  the  same  excellent  quality 
as  that  of  previous  years  despite  the  fact  that  the  number  of  samples 
found  to  be  low  in  solids  and  butter  fat  are  somewhat  larger  than 
those  found  during  the  year  1924. 

It  might  be  well  to  state  that  nearly  all  of  these  low  samples  were 
the  result  of  an  inspection  and  examination  of  the  dairy  and  milk 
of  a  nearby  producer  who  desired  to  obtain  a  permit  to  produce 
Grade  A  milk.  Although  inspection  of  this  dairy  showed  that  the 
sanitary  conditions  were  excellent,  examination  of  the  milk  showed 
that  something  was  wrong.  A  careful  study  was  made  of  the  methods 
employed  both  during  and  after  milking  but  nothing  was  found  that 
gave  any  reason  to  believe  that  the  milk  was  not  being  properly 
handled.  Attention  was  then  directed  to  cows  and  samples  were 
taken  from  the  milk  of  a  number  of  them  immediately  after  milking. 
Upon  examination  of  those  samples  it  was  found  that  the  trouble 
existed  among  the  cows.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  have  the 
Federal  and  State  departments  test  the  animals.  This  was  done, 
with  the  result  that  twenty-five  (25)  of  the  twenty-eight  (28)  cows 
comprising  the  herd,  were  found  to  re-act  to  the  tuberculin  test  and 
they  were  ordered  destroyed  within  thirty  (30)  days. 
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Milk  Inspection 

Milk  inspection  for  many  years  dealt  only  with  the  adulteration 
of  milk.  Milk  inspection  today  deals  not  only  with  adulteration  but 
with  its  purity.  The  science  of  bacteriology  has  given  birth  to 
modern  sanitary  science  and  has  disclosed  dangers  lurking  in  the 
milk  supply.  This  science  has  shown  that  dirty  milk  may  be  dan- 
gerous milk;  that  associated  with  dirt  are  organisms  that  may  cause 
digestive  disturbances,  and  there  disturbances  may  be  fatal  where 
digestion  is  weak,  as  in  the  case  of  infants  and  invalids.  Bacteria 
increases  very  rapidly  when  milk  is  not  properly  cooled  and  may  be 
present  in  old  milk  in  objectionable  numbers.  It  is  apparently  an 
established  fact  that  bovine  tuberculosis  may  be  transmitted  to  human 
beings,  especially  to  children,  by  means  of  the  milk  supply  and  that 
special  contagious  fevers  and  other  diseases  may  be  spread  by  means 
of  milk.  Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  bacterial  content 
of  the  milk  supply  and  it  has  been  very  interesting  to  note  that  only 
two  of  the  samples  taken  during  the  past  year  did  not  pass  the  test 
despite  the  fact  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  department 
limit  the  amount  of  permissible  bacteria  to  150,000  while  the  limit 
of  the  majority  of  the  cities  and  towns  is  300,000. 

Pasteurization 

From  the  standpoint  of  public  health,  proper  pasteurization  of 
milk  insures  an  additional  element  of  safety  under  any  conditions. 
Pasteurization  is  recognized  as  necessary  unless  there  is  special  as- 
surance that  the  milk  has  been  so  produced  and  handled  that  there 
can  be  no  danger  from  its  use.  Constant  supervision,  however,  is 
necessary  to  insure  that  the  milk  is  properly  pasteurized,  for  if  it  is 
not,  it  is  very  apt  to  be  in  a  worse  condition  than  it  was  before  treat- 
ment. The  word  "pasteurized"  on  the  milk  bottles  should  be  a 
uniform  guarantee  to  the  purchaser  that  the  product  has  been  heated 
and  held  at  such  a  temperature  that  all  disease  bacteria  have  been 
destroyed;  that  the  original  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  the 
milk  have  not  been  altered  so  as  to  affect  its  appearance  and  taste, 
or  render  it  less  digestible  and  that  it  has  been  cooled  and  bottled 
in  a  sanitary  manner  so  as  to  avoid  recontamination.  Frequent  plant 
inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  insure  that  proper 
pasteurization  was  being  maintained. 

Tuberculin  Test 

Tuberculosis  probably  is  the  most  dangerous  and  widespread  disease 
of  cattle  that  can  endanger  the  milk  supply.  The  presence  of  the 
disease  in  dairy  cows,  especially  when  the  udder  is  affected,  may  be 
the  cause  of  the  disease  in  human  beings.  Most  of  the  tuberculosis 
that  is  found  in  children  is  of  the  bones,  joints  and  digestive  tract. 
This  has  led  to  the  theory  that  milk  may  be  one  of  the  chief  causa- 
tive agents.  Cows  should  be  tested  for  tuberculosis  at  least  once  a 
year  by  a  competent  veterinarian,  and  if  the  disease  is  found  the  test 
should  be  made  twice  a  year.    All  cows  that  react  should  be  removed 
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from  the  herd  and  the  stable  and  premises  thoroughly  cleansed. 
Some  cities  and  towns  have  by  regulations  endeavored  to  compel 
this  examination,  but  the  fact  that  the  requirement  has  not  been 
universal  has  made  the  producers  indifferent,  and  they  have  refrained 
from  having  their  cows  tested  as  long  as  they  are  able  to  dispose  of 
their  supply  in  communities  where  the  test  is  not  required. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  believing  that  proper  steps 
should  be  taken  to  protect  the  consumer  from  the  dangers  of  tubercu- 
losis that  may  be  lurking  in  raw  milk,  have  prepared  an  amendment 
to  Section  1  of  Chapter  94  of  the  General  Laws  which  they  are  to 
submit  for  legislative  action  which  will,  if  favorable  action  is  taken, 
afford  the  consumer  added  protection.  The  following  is  the  proposed 
amendment: 

"An  Act  Relative  to  the  Sale  of  Milk.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  fol- 
lows: Section  1,  Chapter  94  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  Section  22  the  following  new  section: 

Section  22A.  Whoever,  himself  or  by  his  servant  or  agent,  sells, 
exchanges  or  delivers,  or  has  in  his  custody  or  possession  with  intent 
so  to  do,  milk  drawn  from  a  cow,  unless  such  cow  has  been  tested 
within  a  period  of  one  year  by  the  tuberculin  test,  and  has  been 
found  not  to  react  thereto,  shall  be  punished  for  the  first  offense  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  for  the  second  offense  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  three  hundred 
dollars,  and  for  a  subsequent  offense  by  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  and  by 
imprisonment  for  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  three  months. 
This  section  shall  not  apply  to  milk  delivered  or  intended  to  be  de- 
livered for  pasteurization  nor  to  pasteurized  milk." 

Grade  "A"  Milk 

Chapter  94  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  by  Chapter  310  of  the 
Acts  of  1924  and  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Council  on 
November  19,  1924,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  said  Act 
made  it  unlawful  to  sell,  in  any  city  or  town  in  this  Commonwealth, 
milk  known  as  Grade  A  Milk  that  had  not  been  produced  at  a  dairy 
holding  a  permit  from  the  city  or  town  in  which  said  milk  was  to  be 
sold  to  produce  such  milk. 

The  purpose  of  this  law  is  the  protection  of  the  public  against 
the  fast  growing  tendancy  to  use  this  designation  which,  in  many 
other  states  and  most  large  cities,  means  superior  quality,  and  by 
such  implications  to  obtain  a  higher  price  for  milk  which  in  many 
cases  was  no  better  and  frequently  inferior  to  market  milk.  It  also 
had  for  its  object  the  provision  of  a  dependable  and  reasonably  safe 
high  grade  milk  at  a  moderate  price. 

Under  this  law  dairies  producing  this  grade  of  milk  must  now  con- 
form to  certain  specifications  as  to  cleanliness,  sanitary  equipment 
and  cooling  facilities,  before  a  permit  can  be  issued.  At  a  confer- 
ence of  the  Milk  Inspectors  called  by  the  Department  on  December 
16,  1924,  a  uniform  method  of  procedure  was  agreed  upon  and  the 
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inspectors  were  requested  to  proceed  with  the  enforcement  of  the  new 
law.  Owing  to  road  conditions  in  the  country,  however,  it  was  well 
along  in  the  summer  before  conditions  were  such  that  this  could  be 
done.

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Report  of  Health  Nurse 


To  the  Board  of  Health  : 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1925. 

A  great  deal  of  health  education  has  been  carried  on  by  the  teachers 
in  their  regular  course  of  studies  as  well  as  by  lectures  and  posters 
from  outside  health  organizations. 

All  children,  including  the  three  grades  of  the  Junior  High  school, 
have  had  a  physical  examination,  and  when  defects  have  been  found, 
many  of  them  were  promptly  corrected.  A  number  of  the  more 
serious  defects  have  been  corrected  by  operations. 

Sight  and  hearing  tests  have  been  given  all  children  except  those  in 
the  first  grades.  All  have  been  weighed  and  measured  at  regular 
intervals. 

A  special  class  for  defective  posture  has  been  carried  on  in  the 
various  schools  which  has  done  much  to  correct  the  cases  of  slight 
curvatures. 

In  past  years  we  have  had,  through  a  State  clinic,  a  mental  and 
physical  examination  of  all  children,  two  or  more  years  retarded,  and 
it  has  been  interesting  to  note  that  when  the  physical  defect  was 
removed  the  child  frequently  developed  a  normal  mentality. 

In  October  of  this  year  a  long  felt  want  was  supplied  by  the  Red 
Cross  in  the  form  of  an  up-to-date  dental  clinic.  During  its  exist- 
ence of  two  months  more  than  forty  cases  have  been  treated,  thirty- 
five  of  which  made  their  first  visit  to  a  dentist.  Consequently  most 
of  the  work  done  has  been  much  needed  repairs  on  permanent  teeth. 
This  gives  some  idea  of  the  necessity  for  the  continuance  of  this 
service  so  necessary  to  the  health  of  the  child.

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Report  of  Inspector  of  Slaughtering 


To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen: — The  slaughtering  has  been  carried  on  this  year  in 
a  satisfactory  manner,  the  .  animals  healthy  and  in  good  condition 
and  the  premises  kept  in  good  order. 

Most  of  the  animals  killed  have  been  swine  which  have  been  raised 
by  families  for  their  own  use.  There  has  been  very  little  slaughter- 
ing of  cattle  for  the  market. 

There  have  been  no  licenses  issued  this  year  for  public  slaughter 
houses,  but  the  usual  permits  have  been  granted  to  families  to  kill 
their  own  animals. 

The  inspection  of  swine,  however,  consumes  about  as  much  time 
as  the  inspection  of  the  larger  animals,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of 
tuberculosis.  The  carcass  must  be  carefully  examined  for  tubercular 
lesions,  and  if  they  should  be  present  it  then  becomes  a  question  to 
decide  whether  the  whole  carcass  shall  be  condemned  or  only  the 
diseased  portion. 

In  generalized  tuberculosis,  that  is,  where  the  tubercular  lesions 
are  found  in  all  the  internal  organs,  joints,  bones,  lymphatics,  etc., 
it  is  supposed  that  the  tubercle  bacilli  are  in  the  blood  and  in  these 
cases  the  whole  carcass  must  be  condemned.  In  localized  cases, 
however,  where  the  lesions  are  only  found  in  one  or  two  organs, 
the  diseased  portions  may  be  removed  and  the  rest  of  the  carcass 
sold  for  food.

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Report  of  Animal  Inspector 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — At  the  annual  inspection,  which  was  made  during 
February  and  March,  the  animals  were  all  found  to  be  free  from 
contagious  disease,  so  far  as  a  physical  examination  would  reveal, 
and  in  most  cases  were  in  good  condition  and  well  housed. 

This  inspection  consisted  of  a  physical  examination  of  all  cattle, 
swine,  sheep,  goats,  etc.,  together  with  any  poultry  kept  on  the 
premises.  The  inspection  of  poultry  is  a  new  feature  of  the  annual 
inspection,  and  was  brought  about  by  the  extensive  losses  sustained 
by  the  poultry  industry  during  the  last  few  years.  These  losses 
were  caused  principally  by  the  European  fowl  plague  and  cholera 
which  are  two  of  the  most  virulent  diseases  poultry  are  subject  to. 
No  cases  have  been  found  in  town  this  year. 

The  cattle  premises  have  been  found  clean  and  the  barns  well 
taken  care  of  with  good  ventilation  and  light.  This  probably  ac- 
counts, in  quite  a  measure,  for  the  good  condition  of  the  animals 
in  town,  for  it  is  difficult  to  keep  cattle  well  and  healthy  in  con- 
gested quarters.

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

We  submit  herewith  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1925. 

For  the  first  time  for  several  years  this  department  has  completed 
its  construction  of  extension  and  replacement  work  without  the  nec- 
essity of  borrowing  money.  The  coming  year,  as  far  as  we  can 
see,  the  work  of  this  nature  that  will  be  required  can  be  taken  care 
of  in  the  same  way.  We  believe  this  to  be  an  exceedingly  wise  policy 
to  follow,  as  far  as  possible,  for  the  next  few  years. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  adopting  this  policy  is  that  some  time  in 
the  near  future  the  town  will  have  to  have  a  new  standpipe,  the  need 
of  this  being  shown  very  clearly  by  lack  of  pressure  during  several 
weeks  last  summer.  This,  together  with  the  rapid  increase  in  addi- 
tional new  services  during  the  past  few  years,  and  the  prospective 
increase  in  the  next  few,  warrants  giving  this  matter  serious  con- 
sideration. 

In  regard  to  the  lack  of  pressure,  spoken  of  above,  we  took  the 
matter  up  with  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  and  we  were  assured 
by  them  that  plans  were  underway,  which,  when  carried  out,  will 
prevent  any  further  recurrence  of  this  trouble.

SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

For  several  years  past,  during  severe  storms,  we  have  had  more 
or  less  trouble  occasioned  by  the  interruption  of  electrical  power 
service,  just  at  the  time  when  it  was  most  needed.  In  view  of  this, 
we  looked  into  the  matter  of  an  auxiliary  system  which  would,  at 
any  time,  give  us  ample  power,  and,  therefore,  have  installed  a 
120  H.P.  Sterling  gasoline  engine,  of  the  marine  type,  with  all  proper 
connections,  which  is  fully  capable  of  meeting  any  emergency.  We 
feel  now  that  under  any  conditions  of  weather  or  storm  we  are  amply 
supplied  with  reserve  power  for  use  when  necessary. 

We  recommend  that  the  unexpended  balance  from  appropriation 
for  Pleasant  street  sewer  amounting  to  $14.30  be  transferred  to 
the  emergency  fund  under  the  usual  conditions. 

We  recommend  that  $8,200  be  appropriated  for  sewer  maintenance 
and  $1,000  for  particular  sewers.

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Report  of  Town  Engineer 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  I  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the 
service  rendered  by  the  Engineering  Department  for  the  various  de- 
partments for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

The  Engineering  Department  has  had  charge  of  the  following  line 
of  work:  The  designing  and  superintending  of  the  construction  of 
all  drains  and  sewers;  surfacing  of  all  streets  built  by  contract,  to- 
gether with  the  specifications  and  estimates  for  the  same;  the  es- 
tablishing of  street  grades  and  lines  for  curbstones  and  granolithic 
sidewalks;  all  data  and  plans  relating  to  the  laying  out  of  private 
ways  for  acceptance  as  public  streets,  and  all  engineering  questions 
which  come  before  the  Boards  of  the  several  departments.  During 
the  past  year  estimates  approved  by  this  department  have  amounted 
to  $45,000.  All  contracts  have  conformed  with  the  specifications 
therein  described. 

Sewer  and  Drains 

The  sewer  system  of  this  town  has  been  extended  in  the  following 
streets:  Aspen  road,  Pleasant  street  and  Sargent  road,  a  total  dis- 
tance of  1300  feet  of  main  sewer. 

The  construction  of  the  Aspen  and  Sargent  road  sewer  has  ex- 
tended over  an  unnecessarily  long  period,  much  to  the  inconvenience 
of  the  abutters  and  residents  in  this  section  of  the  town. 

The  King's  Brook  concrete  culvert  has  been  extended  342  feet  and 
there  remains  about  550  feet  to  be  built  to  connect  with  the  culvert 
under  the  Boston  &  Maine  R.R. 

I  recommend  that  a  portion  of  this  culvert  be  built,  as  there  is 
a  sewer  main  along  the  unstable  banks  of  this  brook,  likewise  a  large 
amount  of  rubbish  is  deposited  in  the  open  brook  and  obstructs  the 
mouth  of  the  enclosed  portion  at  times  of  flood. 

Continuous  Sidewalks 

Lines  and  grades  have  been  given  in  the  various  streets  as  desig- 
nated by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  laying  of  3,732.08  lineal 
feet  of  curbing,  908  square  yards  of  granolithic  sidewalks,  and  1,805 
square  feet  of  parking. 

Cemetery 

The  improvement  of  a  portion  of  the  cemetery  has  been  completed 
and  the  area  prepared  for  burial  purposes  is  7,967  square  feet,  which 
is  divided  into  fifty-two  lots. 
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This  required  1,720  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  rock  excavation, 
1,685  cubic  yards  of  filling,  also  the  surfacing  of  the  drives  and  paths. 

A  retaining  wall  187  feet  long  was  required  along  the  railroad 
location. 

As  the  town  has  acquired  an  addition  to  the  cemetery,  it  now  is 
advisable  to  construct  a  driveway  leading  to  the  Memorial  Chapel 
and  connecting  with  the  present  one.  This  included  area  about  the 
chapel  is  at  the  present  time  in  a  very  unsightly  condition  and 
should  be  graded  to  conform  with  the  Memorial  Chapel. 

Norfolk  and  Stetson  Avenue  Roadways 

This  is  the  first  year  that  the  town  has  appropriated  a  large 
amount  of  money  to  reconstruct  the  old  roadways  of  the  town,  in 
view  of  expending  the  same  amount  each  year.  By  this  method  the 
town  will  resurface  its  streets  with  a  first  class  pavement  and  the 
cost  of  the  same  will  be  extended  over  a  period  of  years.  The  sec- 
tion built  was  Norfolk  avenue,  from  Middlesex  avenue  to  Stetson 
avenue  and  Stetson  avenue  to  Essex  street. 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  Simpson  Bros.  Corp.,  of  Boston, 
which  amounted  to  about  12,000  square  yards  of  surfacing  and  was 
very  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

Assessors'  Department 

The  yearly  routine  work  has  been  done  necessary  to  keep  the 
Assessors'  plans  and  card  index  up  to  date. 

Selectmen's  Department 

Data  and  estimates  have  been  furnished  at  various  times  for  the 
Selectmen's  department  and  plans  submitted  for  their  approval. 

At  the  request  of  property  owners,  street  lines  and  grades  have 
been  given  from  time  to  time  for  grading  lawns,  building  walls,  etc. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  courtesies 
shown  me  by  the  various  departments  and  by  private  engineers,  who 
kindly  furnished  me  with  their  data,  thereby  greatly  assisting  the 
work  of  this  department.

We  have  been  obliged  to  increase  the  allowance  in  some  cases, 
and  there  have  been  a  greater  number  of  families  in  Lynn,  having 
a  settlement  in  Swampscott,  who  have  been  aided  this  year.  This 
fact  accounts  for  the  bills  for  their  support  that  will  have  to  be  paid 
this  year,  amounting  to  $825.59. 

The  reimbursement  to  the  town  by  the  State  amounts  to  $1,962.41, 
and  in  addition  to  this  the  State  is  in  debt  to  Swampscott  for 
$1,093.61,  making  a  total  of  $3,056.02.  These  figures  show  what  a 
large  percent,  of  our  appropriation  is  called  for  this  year  on  State 
cases. 

The  unusual  conditions  that  we  have  to  take  care  of  will  require 
a  much  larger  appropriation  this  year. 

The  financial  and  statistical  reports  will  be  found  under  the  head- 
ing of  the  Secretary's  report. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  eight 
thousand  dollars  ($8,000.00)  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Poor  De- 
partment for  the  ensuing  year.

Apparatus 


The  apparatus  is  in  good  condition  and  will  require  only  the  usual 
running  repairs  during  the  coming  year. 

We  have  secured  a  Porter  automobile  at  a  very  low  figure  which 
was  damaged  in  one  of  our  fires,  which  Captain  McNamara,  our  auto 
supervisor,  and  his  helpers  expect  to  make  into  a  useful  piece  of 
apparatus  at  very  little  expense. 

Large  Hose 

We  have  now  3,850  feet  of  2V2  inch  hose  in  good  condition.  We 
have  recommended  500  feet  additional  this  year. 

Chemical  Hose 

We  now  have  700  feet  of  first  class  hose  of  this  type. 

Engine  House 

The  Central  Station  will  require  painting  and  repair  work,  also 
new  water  heater  during  the  coming  year,  and  we  have  recommended 
an  appropriation  for  the  same. 

The  Phillips  Beach  station  is  in  reasonably  good  condition,  requir- 
ing only  the  usual  upkeep  repairs. 

Fire  Alarm  System 

There  have  been  56  alarms  sent  out  over  the  system  during  the 
past  year. 

Three  new  boxes  have  been  installed  and  two  old  boxes  replaced 
by  the  latest  type. 

As  the  town  has  followed  the  policy  during  the  past  few  years  of 
replacing  three  of  our  old  Stevens  type  boxes  each  year  with  the 
latest  type  Gamewell  boxes,  we  have  recommended  the  same  this  year. 
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We  have  also  recommended  new  batteries  and  repairs  at  the  Central 
station,  as  the  old  batteries  are  approaching  the  end  of  their  useful- 
ness. 

New  Auto  Law 

New  law  regarding  private  autos  at  fires. 

(Chapter  306) 

An  act  further  restricting  the  use  of  ways  in  case  of  fire. 

Section  1.  Chapter  eighty-nine  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  six  the  following  new  section: — 
Section  6A.  Every  motorman  of  a  car  upon  a  street  railway  shall, 
upon  the  approach  of  any  fire  apparatus  going  to  a  fire  or  responding 
to  an  alarm,  immediately  stop  said  car  and  keep  the  same  at  a  stand- 
still until  such  apparatus  has  passed.  Violation  of  any  provision 
of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  eighty-nine  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  after  section  seven  the  following  new  section: — Section  7A. 
Upon  the  approach  of  any  fire  apparatus  which  is  going  to  a  fire  or 
responding  to  an  alarm,  every  person  driving  a  vehicle  on  a  way 
shall  immediately  drive  said  vehicle  as  far  as  possible  toward  the 
right-hand  curb  or  side  of  said  way  and  shall  keep  the  same  at  a 
standstill  until  such  fire  apparatus  has  passed. 

No  person  shall  drive  a  vehicle  within  three  hundred  feet  of  any 
fire  apparatus  going  to  a  fire  or  responding  to  an  alarm,  nor  drive 
said  vehicle,  or  park  or  leave  the  same  unattended,  within  six  hun- 
dred feet  of  a  fire  or  within  the  fire-lines  established  thereat  by  the 
fire  department.  Violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Approved  April  30,  1925. 

Wooden  Shingles  a  Fire  Menace 

We  believe  that  a  by-law  should  be  enacted  by  the  town  prohibit- 
ing the  use  of  wooden  shingles  on  new  roofs  or  large  re-shingling 
jobs.  The  fire  resisting  type  can  be  put  on  cheaper  and  a  lower  rate 
will  be  allowed  on  buildings  by  the  Insurance  companies  where  used. 

Remarks 

In  cooperation  with  the  movement  to  establish  a  national  standard 
for  2V2  inch  fire  hose  couplings  we  have  altered  all  our  couplings 
of  that  size  to  conform  to  that  standard. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Boy  Scouts  of  the  town  for 
the  good  work  they  did  in  securing  for  us  so  many  old  brooms  for 
use  at  grass  fires. 

This  department  cooperating  with  the  School  Department  furnished 
speakers  and  held  fire  drills  in  the  schools  in  observance  of  Fire 
Prevention  Day,  October  9.  •

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Moth  Work 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — The  usual  accepted  methods  of  moth  suppression 
have  been  used  the  past  year.  In  spite  of  faithful  service  there  is  a 
ten  per  cent,  increase  in  the  number  of  egg  clusters  this  fall.  How- 
ever, no  trees  were  defoliated  by  the  gypsy  moth. 

In  one  instance  a  number  of  apple  trees  on  Salem  street  were 
stripped  by  the  tent  caterpillar,  but  they  were  discovered  and  sprayed 
before  the  usual  territory  sprayed  was  covered.  Since  the  tent  cat- 
erpillar precedes  the  gypsy  moth  by  two  or  three  weeks,  unless  it 
is  called  to  our  attention  that  they  are  feeding  severely  enough  to 
cause  defoliation,  they  have  ample  time  to  strip  a  tree  or  orchard 
before  the  spraying  season  for  the  gypsy  moth  is  over. 

In  two  other  instances  the  satin  moth  caused  stripping.  A  row 
of  poplars  on  Harrison  avenue,  which  have  not  needed  spraying  for 
some  years,  were  found  to  be  quite  heavily  infested,  as  was  a  willow 
on  Superior  street.  Both  colonies  were  sprayed  and  new  foliage 
came  out.  By  the  middle  of  the  summer  the  trees  had  outgrown 
the  effects  of  the  leaf  feeders  which  were  reduced  in  numbers,  enough 
at  least  to  allow  the  trees  to  hold  their  new  leaves  intact,  which  is 
most  vital  to  all  plant  life. 

Work  done  on  private  property  is  charged  to  the  owners  and  they 
are  given  notice  in  accordance  with  Chapter  132  and  Section  18  of 
the  General  Laws.    The  amount  of  moth  tax  was  $1,805.13. 

In  the  winter  months  the  spraying  is  supplemented  by  creosoting 
egg  clusters. 

The  Cape  Cod  section  of  the  State  is  very  severely  infested,  and 
since  our  prevailing  winds  are  south  and  southwest  it  is  logical  to 
conclude  that  our  territory  is  being  supplied  by  wind-spread  from 
the  South  Shore.  Neighboring  towns  and  cities  along  the  North  Shore 
report  a  twenty-five  per  cent,  increase.  Another  contributing  factor 
is  the  very  low  per  cent,  of  parasitism  which  is  reported  by  the 
United  States  government  entomologists. 

The  usual  winter  work  has  been  started  and  by  spring  I  am  con- 
fident the  ground  will  be  covered  in  the  usual  manner.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — Weather  conditions  this  year  have  helped  quite  ma- 
terially in  keeping  the  woods  fires  confined  to  a  small  acreage.  While 
the  number  of  fires  has  been  in  excess  of  the  previous  year,  the  cost 
to  extinguish  has  been  less  because  the  wet  condition  of  the  under- 
rush  and  soil  at  seasons  when  fires  usually  occur  has  retarded  the 
spread  over  the  surface  as  well  as  into  the  turf. 


Twice  during  the  year  the  State  Forester  sent  out  notices  prohibit- 
ing the  issuing  of  permits.  However,  rain  came  almost  immediately 
and  the  public  was  inconvenienced  very  slightly. 

Thirty-five  fires  have  been  reported  on  State  blanks. 

Two  hundred  eighty-nine  fire  permits  have  been  issued. 

The  slash  law  has  been  enforced  and  "You  Must  Prevent  Forest 
Fires"  notices  have  been  posted  in  all  parts  of  the  town. 


For  the  ensuing  year  I  recommend  $200.

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Report  of  the  Tree  Warden 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

This  year  a  severe  wind  storm  struck  the  town  in  June  and  added 
to  the  damage  done  in  August,  1924.  Branches  were  broken  and 
twisted.  Two  large  trees  were  blown  over,  one  a  white  ash  opposite 
the  Town  Hall,  the  other  an  American  elm  on  Burrill  street,  near 
Boynton.  This  destruction,  coming  as  it  did  early  in  the  summer, 
made  it  possible  to  clear  up  the  debris  and  make  repairs  without  an 
emergency  appropriation.  However,  some  work  that  was  provided 
for  in  the  annual  budget  has  necessarily  been  left  undone.  Since 
the  tree  pruning  is  done  in  the  summer  and  early  fall  all  broken  and 
injured  limbs  were  attended  to  at  that  time. 

One  tree  was  bolted  together  on  Crossman  avenue,  and  an  elm  on 
Elmwood  road  was  guyed  and  bolted. 

Low  limbs  in  the  way  of  or  endangering  travel  have  been  removed 
and  wounds  have  been  sterilized  and  painted.  Dead  wood  was  re- 
moved from  trees  at  the  lower  end  of  the  town. 

The  usual  amount  of  work  has  been  done  on  the  leopard  moth 
borer,  particularly  in  trees  less  than  thirty  feet  high,  as  it  is  im- 
practical to  get  at  them  in  higher  trees. 

Leaf  feeding  insects  have  been  controlled  by  spraying  with  arsenate 
of  lead.  An  oil  spray  was  used  on  the  cottony  maple  scale.  The 
results  cannot  be  definitely  determined  until  spring  when  the  young 
will  become  active  if  alive. 

Thirty-six  trees  have  been  removed  for  various  reasons,  such  as 
being  run  into  and  destroyed  by  automobiles,  being  in  the  way  of  new 
sidewalks,  blown  over  by  gales,  killed  by  adverse  conditions,  dying 
from  disease  or  injury  or  because  they  were  a  hazard  to  travel. 

Many  trees  have  been  straightened  that  from  different  causes  were 
not  plumb  and  detracted  rather  than  added  to  the  beauty  of  the 
neighborhood  in  their  leaning  condition. 

Eighty-four  new  trees  have  been  planted  in  different  parts  of  the 
town  to  replace  those  removed,  also  to  complete  plantings  previously 
started. 

Tree  guards  have  been  adjusted  and  many  old  broken  ones  removed 
and  discarded.  New  ones  have  been  applied  as  far  as  the  supply  on 
hand  would  go. 
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The  injury  from  electric  light  wires  is  at  a  minimum  and  condi- 
tions relative  to  tree  grounds  are  very  much  improved  the  last  two 
years  since  tree  wire  has  been  used. 

Xo  effects  of  escaping  illuminating  gas  have  been  evidenced  this 
year.

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Report  of  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  this  department  from 
January  1,  1925,  to  December  31,  1925. 

In  the  past  year  this  department  has  tested,  sealed  or  condemned 
all  the  various  weighing  and  measuring  devices  and  records  made 
thereof. 

Few  complaints  were  received  and  upon  investigation  found  to  be 
of  no  serious  nature  and  were  satisfactorily  adjusted. 

Two  sets  of  standard  apothecary  and  metric  glass  graduates  were 
added  to  the  department  equipment.  The  apothecary  standards  con- 
sist of  six  units  from  one  ounce  to  thirty-two  ounces.  The  metric 
standards  consist  of  six  units  from  twenty-five  M.  L.  to  one  thou- 
sand M.  L.  and  three  pipettes  and  one  dropper,  all  graduated  in 
minims,  one  set  to  be  used  as  office  standards  and  the  other  set  to 
be  used  in  outside  testing. 

By  the  addition  from  time  to  time  of  new  testing  equipment  the- 
department  is  in  splendid  shape  to  carry  on  the  work  required  in 
an  efficient  manner. 

Your  Sealer  attended  the  Sealers'  convention  at  Salem  where  con- 
siderable information  was  gained. 

INSPECTIONS  AND  REWEIGHING 

Inspections  of  stores,  scales,  pumps,  etc.,  were  made  from  time  to 
time.  Package  goods  and  commodities  of  different  sorts  were  checked 
up  as  to  their  weight  and  labelling.  Few  errors  were  recorded,  and 
these  were  mostly  due  to  leaky  containers.  Gasoline  pumps  re- 
quired frequent  testing  and  adjusting  and  some  condemned  for  re- 
pairs from  badly  worn  parts. 

As  a  whole  the  law  was  complied  with  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner. 

HAWKERS  AND  PEDDLERS 

Business  depression  has  caused  an  increase  in  licenses  throughout 
the  State.  Citizens  are  again  cautioned  in  their  dealings  with  this 
class  of  tradesmen.  Itinerant  dealers  should  not  be  dealt  with  when 
their  identity  is  unknown.

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General  Remarks 

Although  the  station  house  of  the  Police  Department  has  been 
painted  and  repaired,  and  new  furniture  and  equipment  added,  I 
believe  that  sometime  in  the  near  future  the  town  of  Swampscott 
should  build  a  new  police  station  and  equip  it  with  a  lock-up.  This 
year  a  garage  should  be  built  in  which  to  keep  the  new  ambulance 
and  the  police  automobile,  the  motorcycles  and  bicycles.  The  addi- 
tion of  a  new  ambulance  and  a  police  automobile  was  a  wise  pro- 
cedure and  both  are  working  well.  Without  either  the  work  of  the 
department  would  necessarily  be  delayed  and  curtailed. 

We  have  made  an  addition  of  one  new  motorcycle,  which  now 
makes  two  motorcycles  in  the  possession  of  the  Police  Department, 
and  these  machines  have  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  work  of  the 
force.  We  have  also  bought  two  new  bicycles,  fully  equipped  with 
lights  to  conform  with  the  laws,  and  we  find  that  they  have  been  a 
great  asset,  as  the  officers  can  cover  twice  as  much  ground  as  they 
could  by  patroling  a  beat  on  foot.  Yellow  paint  for  traffic  zones 
in  the  streets  has  also  been  substituted  for  the  white  paint  formerly 
in  use,  as  it  costs  less,  is  more  conspicuous  and  lasts  longer.  Gaso- 
line and  oil  are  being  bought  at  wholesale  instead  of  at  retail  as 
formerly,  which  means  a  saving  in  the  course  of  one  year. 

In  regard  to  the  signal  system,  upon  taking  charge  of  the  depart- 
ment, I  found  that  it  was  impossible  to  tell  from  where  a  man  was 
signaling.  The  several  boxes  were  on  one  line,  so  that  a  man  might 
ring  in  from  one  box  and  say  that  he  was  at  another.  Why  this 
was  allowed  to  continue  is  strange,  as  it  required  but  a  simple  rem- 
edy. By  placing  each  police  box  on  a  direct,  single  circuit  to  the 
police  station,  this  condition  has  been  done  away  with. 

The  proper  and  most  effective  means  for  upholding  law  and  order, 
and  for  completely  safeguarding  life  and  property  is  to  place  the 
greatest  dependence  on  your  police  department.  Therefore,  too  much 
responsibility  cannot  be  attached  to  the  matter  of  supplying  for  the 
use  of  the  police  proper  facilities  to  enable  them  to  give  not  part 
but  full  measure  of  service. 

It  is  a  fact  and  is  becoming  universally  recognized  that  in  policing 
a  community  it  is  necessary  to  have  some  reliable  inter-communica- 
tion as  a  means  for  quickly  concentrating  a  portion  or  all  of  the 
energies  of  the  department. 

Patrolmen  are  required  to  make  hourly  reports,  known  as  duty 
calls,  from  certain  designated  points  which  will  give  evidence  of 
service.  This  evidence  should  be  transmitted  to  police  headquarters 
by  the  policemen  themselves  and  there  automatically  recorded  as 
evidence  of  their  whereabouts  and  as  a  protection  not  only  to  them- 
selves but  to  the  central  office  operator.  In  larger  cities  and  towns 
this  work  is  commonly  done  by  means  of  the  Gamewell  system.  The 
number  of  the  box  and  ringing  time  is  not  only  recorded  on  tape 
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when  an  officer  makes  a  duty  call,  but  an  officer  can  also  be  sum- 
moned to  a  box  by  the  flashing  of  a  red  light. 

But  to  install  this  system  in  Swampscott  would  mean  an  initial 
cost  of  between  $17,000  and  $20,000,  and  an  additional  expense  of 
an  electrician  to  keep  the  system  in  proper  operating  condition. 

In  place  of  the  Gamewell  system,  I  recommend: 

(1)  Eight  new  boxes,  installed  by  the  telephone  company  free 
of  charge,  costing  $80  each  per  year  to  operate,  to  be  located  at  the 
following  places:  junction  of  Crosman  avenue  and  Bellevue  road, 
junction  of  Aspen  road  and  Arbutus  road,  junction  of  Walker  road 
and  Devens  road,  at  Vinnin  square  on  Paradise  road,  junction  of 
Sampson  avenue  and  Windsor  avenue,  junction  of  Burrill  street  and 
Railroad  avenue,  and  at  the  junction  of  Jessie  street  and  Tidd  street. 

(2)  Four  red  flash  lights  for  the  purpose  of  signaling  an  officer 
to  the  box,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $3500,  to  be  located  at:  junction 
of  Humphrey  and  Redington  streets,  junction  of  Puritan  road  and 
Humphrey  street,  junction  of  Atlantic  avenue  and  Phillips  avenue, 
and  at  the  junction  of  Burrill  street  and  Middlesex  avenue. 

A  new  police  box  was  placed  at  the  entrance  to  Little's  Point  during 
the  summer,  which  not  only  served  as  a  protection  to  "White  Court," 
but  as  a  benefit  to  the  officers  who  patrol  the  waterfront.  The  com- 
ing of  President  Calvin  Coolidge  and  Mrs.  Coolidge  to  Swampscott 
for  the  summer  months  necessitated  additional  precautions  and  added 
to  the  cost  of  operating  the  department.  President  Coolidge  and 
Mrs.  Coolidge  were  escorted  by  the  Swampscott  police  to  "White 
Court"  from  Salem  upon  their  arrival  and  were  also  escorted  to 
Salem  upon  their  return  to  Washington.  Upon  leaving,  they  ex- 
pressed to  me  their  appreciation  for  the  service  rendered  them  and 
their  staff  by  the  Swampscott  Police  Department. 

The  department  has  been  without  a  finger  print  outfit,  which  is 
a  very  important  asset.  It  is  a  necessity  in  any  police  department. 
An  up-to-date  outfit,  including  a  camera,  is  now  being  installed. 

The  method  of  keeping  the  records  of  the  Police  Department  has 
been  changed.  The  new  system  is  carried  on  by  a  clerk  whose  serv- 
ices are  engaged  for  that  purpose  only. 

The  men  in  the  department  are  being  trained  and  instructed  in 
police  work  and  properly  disciplined.  Orders  are  enforced.  Target 
practice  has  become  an  established  part  of  the  training. 

Because  it  is  now  realized  more  than  ever  before  that  there  is  a 
standard  to  which  each  officer  must  aspire  and  certain  requisites 
with  which  each  officer  must  comply,  the  morale  and  spirit  of  the 
whole  Police  Department  are  more  nearly  as  should  be  expected  of 
a  group  of  men  whose  primary  duty  is  to  protect  the  citizens  of 
the  town  of  Swampscott. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  in  the  work  of  the 
department,  and  for  their  stand  in  representing  only  that  which  was 
right.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  Swampscott  for  the  sup- 
port which  we  have  received  in  trying  to  build  up  an  efficient  police 
service.

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Report  of  Surveyor  of  Highways 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1925. 

All  construction  work  this  year  has  been  done  by  contract,  Essex 
street,  from  the  freight  yard  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  to 
Wright  street,  being  resurfaced  with  reinforced  cement  concrete, 
and  Stetson  avenue,  from  Essex  street  to  Norfolk  avenue,  and  Nor- 
folk avenue,  from  Stetson  avenue  to  Middlesex  avenue,  being  resur- 
faced with  bituminous  macadam  (asphalt).  The  work  on  Essex  street 
was  done  by  John  W.  Sheehan  of  Lynn  under  the  direction  of  the 
Division  of  Highways  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  State  and  County 
each  bearing  one-quarter  of  the  expense  and  the  town  one-half.  The 
work  on  Stetson  and  Norfolk  avenues  was  done  by  the  Simpson  Bros. 
Corp.  of  Boston,  of  which  Charles  F.  Knowlton,  formerly  of  Swamp- 
scott, is  president. 

About  one  mile  of  streets  has  been  resurfaced  with  gravel  during 
the  year  and  the  department  has  been  constantly  patrolling  the  streets 
using  tar,  crushed  stone  or  gravel  according  to  the  needs. 

Rock  avenue,  from  Burrill  street  to  New  Ocean  street,  has  been 
picked  up  with  the  steam  roller  and  regraded,  sealed  with  65% 
asphalt  road  oil,  covered  with  sand  and  rolled. 

Ingalls  terrace,  from  Humphrey  street  to  the  top  of  the  hill,  has 
been  resurfaced  with  %  inch  tarred  mixed  crushed  stone  and  rolled. 

Orient  court  was  resurfaced  the  whole  length  with  the  same  mix- 
ture, as  was  also  Millet  road,  where  the  sewer  was  built  last  year. 

Oceanview  road,  as  far  as  Sargent  road,  where  the  sewer  was  laid 
last  year,  was  put  to  grade,  resurfaced  with  gravel  and  rolled. 

Pleasant  street,  where  sewer  was  laid  this  summer,  was  resurfaced 
with  gravel  and  rolled. 

Water  pipes  having  been  laid  in  Pine  street  from  New  Ocean  street 
to  Railroad  avenue  and  in  Railroad  avenue  from  Pine  street  to  Burrill 
street,  it  was  necessary  to  resurface  the  trenches  with  No.  2  tarred 
mixed  crushed  stone,  rolled  with  the  steam  roller. 

Bond  street  has  been  reshaped,  surfaced  with  gravel,  sealed  with 
tar,  covered  with  sand  and  rolled. 

Burpee  road  from  the  Machon  school  to  Buena  Vista  street  has 
been  surfaced  with  gravel. 

On  Humphrey  street  from  Phillips  corner  to  Marblehead  line,  the 
space  between  the  rails  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Railway  Co. 
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was  surfaced  with  gravel  where  needed.  The  company  has  stated  its 
intention  of  relaying  these  tracks  in  the  spring  of  1926,  and  for  that 
reason  the  work  of  resurfacing  the  street,  for  which  the  money  was 
appropriated  this  year,  has  been  laid  over  until  that  relaying  is 
completed. 

On  Atlantic  avenue  the  whole  length  from  Phillips  corner  to  the 
Marblehead  line,  the  shoulders  of  the  street  have  been  shaped  four 
times  during  the  summer,  gravel  being  used  for  filling. 

Orchard  circle  has  been  put  to  grade,  sidewalks  shaped,  and  the 
streets  resurfaced  with  gravel.  Part  of  this  street  was  filled  with 
pit  stone  and  gravel  to  the  depth  of  30  inches. 

Buena  Vista  street  has  been  put  to  grade,  sidewalks  built  and 
the  street  resurfaced  with  gravel.  There  is  still  more  work  to  be 
done  on  this  street,  there  being  a  large  ledge  projecting  out  into 
the  highway  which  ought  to  be  removed.  On  some  parts  of  the 
street  filling  of  stone  and  gravel  was  used  to  the  depth  of  32  inches. 

The  following  streets  have  been  seal  coated  in  whole  or  in  part: 
Cedar  Hill  terrace,  Banks  road,  Devens  road,  Walker  road,  Monu- 
ment avenue,  Burrill  street,  Elmwood  road,  Redington  street,  Puri- 
tan road,  Humphrey  street,  Salem  street  and  Farragut  road. 

One  new  catch  basin  has  been  built  and  five  have  been  retopped. 
Two  hundred  and  eighty  feet  of  8  inch,  170  feet  of  10  inch,  and  16 
feet  of  16  inch  drain  pipe  has  been  laid;  1,300  square  yards  of  tarred 
mixed  stone  gutters;  185  of  cobble  stone  gutters,  and  42  driveways 
lowered;  674  feet  of  guard  rail  fences  were  repaired  or  erected  dur- 
ing the  year. 

Twenty-five  street  signs  were  placed  on  various  streets.  Sample 
street  signs,  the  cost  of  which  was  based  on  30  cents  a  letter  and 
$5  for  the  iron  posts,  were  placed  on  Paradise  road  at  the  S  curve, 
Burrill  street  at  the  monument,  Monument  avenue  and  Puritan  road. 
They  have  been  well  spoken  of  by  numbers  of  citizens.  The  town 
is  lacking  in  street  signs  and  there  is  need  for  them  in  very  many 
parts  of  the  town.  Signs  like  these  samples  would  be  a  distinct  addi- 
tion to  the  appearance  of  the  streets  as  well  as  a  help  to  strangers. 

The  following  tar  concrete  sidewalks  have  been  repaired  at  a  price 
of  90c  per  square  yard  for  new  work  and  60c  for  skim  coating:

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For  resurfacing  sidewalks  the  following  amounts  of  material  have 
been  used:  258  loads  of  screen  gravel,  112  loads  of  stone  dust,  214 
loads  of  cinders;  168  loads  of  sand  were  used  for  covering  icy  side- 
walks. 

Tar  mixed  stone  sidewalks  were  laid  on  Rock  avenue  and  Millett 
road.  One  hundred  and  six  blocks  of  granolithic  sidewalk  were 
replaced.

Humphrey  street  sidewalk  from  Millett  road  to  the  estate  of  Charles 
Comeau  has  been  built  of  cinders,  covered  with  stone  dust.    The  ex- 
cavated filling  was  removed  to  Phillips  Park. 

All  gutters  in  all  streets  were  cleaned  at  least  twice  during  the 
year.  Catch  basins  were  cleaned  whenever  needed.  The  number 
of  basins  cleaned  was  270. 


Street  Watering  and  Oiling 

About  23,277  gallons  of  30%  asphaltic  road  oil  was  used  for  dust 
laying.  There  were  1,300  gallons  of  65%  asphaltic  road  oil,  1,400 
gallons  of  90%  binder,  and  23,958  gallons  of  tar  used  on  the  streets 
for  all  purposes.  The  price  paid  for  dust  laying  oil  was  7  cents 
per  gallon  in  tank  cars;  applied  by  auto  truck  1%  cents  per  gallon; 
65%  asphalt  road  oil  applied,  9  cents  per  gallon;  90%  binder  applied, 
12  cents  per  gallon;  cold  patch  (special),  16^  cents  per  gallon  in 
barrels;  surfacing  tar  applied,  11%  cents  per  gallon. 


Danvers  Street  Bridge 

The  surface  of  this  bridge  has  been  replanked  with  four  inch  hard 
pine.  Iron  traffic  treads,  30  inches  wide,  were  laid  for  the  auto 
trucks  to  run  on.    The  guard  rail  was  also  repaired. 


Miscellaneous 

Sargent  road  and  Aspen  road,  where  sewers  were  built  this  year, 
will  have  to  be  resurfaced  next  year. 

The  equipment  added  to  the  department  this  year  is  as  follows: 
One  400  gallon  tar  kettle,  with  pouring  pots  and  strainer;  one  600 
gallon  Studebaker  steel  watering  cart  with  vertical  attachments; 
one  stone  bogie  built  by  Smith  &  Hudson  of  Lynn. 
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Number  of  permits  issued  to  open  streets,  83. 
Number  of  permits  issued  to  obstruct  streets,  20. 
Number  of  times  the  streets  were  opened  by  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, 344,  no  permits  being  asked  for  or  issued  for  this  work. 

Recommendations 

1.  I  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  be 
$2700  per  year. 

2.  I  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2500  to  be 
used  in  building  a  locker  at  the  town  yard  on  State  road. 

3.  I  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  a  5  ton  truck  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  same.

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Report  of  Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sicampscott  : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

The  organization  of  the  Board  has  been  the  same  as  that  of  the 
previous  year:  James  T.  Lyons,  Chairman,  and  Stuart  P.  Ellis,  Sec- 
retary. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  the  Commissioners  record  the  passing  of 
Robert  H.  Marsh,  the  late  Superintendent  of  the  Blaney  Beach  Res- 
ervation. He  had  served  the  department  faithfully  and  efficiently 
for  several  years,  and  his  demise  is  regretted  by  all  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact. 

Soldiers'  Monument  Lot 

This  plot  was  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Commissioners  at  the 
last  annual  town  meeting,  and  will  receive  the  same  care  and  atten- 
tion which  is  given  to  the  nearby  park  property.  Necessary  repairs 
to  the  flag  pole  were  made,  a  new  flag  was  secured  and  was  displayed 
during  the  entire  visit  in  town  of  President  Calvin  Coolidge. 

Monument  Avenue  Parkway 

Early  in  the  spring  the  plot  between  Burrill  street  and  Elmwood 
road  was  graded  and  seeded,  and  by  midsummer  a  beautiful  lawn 
had  been  developed.  This  was  a  very  great  improvement  over  the 
former  uneven  and  patched  up  effect  which  had  been  an  eyesore  for 
several  seasons,  and  it  now  creates  a  very  favorable  impression  to 
those  entering  this  section  from  the  boulevard. 

Several  of  the  old  willows  near  Walker  road  were  destroyed  by 
storms  and  had  to  be  removed.  This  group  of  trees  will  soon  have  to 
be  entirely  eliminated  as  a  measure  of  public  safety.  In  the  late 
fall  a  general  cleaning  was  made  of  the  section  at  the  base  of  the 
bluff  near  Farragut  road,  several  dead  and  poorly  shaped  trees,  and 
all  of  the  undergrowth  removed.  It  is  proposed  to  eventually  replant 
this  area  with  a  growth  of  pine  and  hemlock,  thus  securing  a  much 
better  effect  and  one  which  will  better  conform  to  the  surroundings. 
Several  of  the  spruces  in  the  circle  at  Elmwood  road  must  be  re- 
moved next  spring  in  the  interest  of  traffic  safety  at  this  point. 

Jackson  Park 

The  ball  field  was  greatly  improved  by  the  additional  excavation 
in  the  hillside  and  the  construction  of  a  field  stone  wall  about  fifty 
feet  in  length.  A  substantial  wire  backstop  was  erected,  and  the 
land  immediately  in  the  rear  was  cleared  of  brush  and  trees.  This 
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area  should  be  filled  and  graded  the  coming  year,  and  a  continuation 
of  the  work  on  the  retaining  wall  is  quite  essential. 

When  favorable  weather  conditions  prevail  the  toboggan  chute  is 
well  patronized  and  the  enjoyment  of  this  sport  has  been  greatly 
increased  this  winter  by  the  installation  of  a  system  of  floodlighting 
by  experts  in  that  profession. 

Abbott  Park 

It  is  an  unfortunate  circumstance  that  these  grounds  can  not  be 
maintained  in  a  more  orderly  manner  during  the  summer  time,  but 
as  they  are  used  as  a  play  spot  for  so  many  of  the  children  of  that 
vicinity  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  and  practically  impossible  to  secure 
the  park  effect  which  many  of  the  citizens  desire. 

The  park  has  great  value,  notably  during  the  winter,  when  a  large 
number  of  persons  use  it  for  skating  purposes.  Every  endeavor  is 
made  to  keep  the  skating  surface  in  good  condition,  advantage  being 
taken  of  all  favorable  changes  of  the  weather,  in  order  to  give  the 
maximum  of  use  during  the  winter  season.  Floodlights  have  been 
introduced  here  this  winter  and  are  a  decided  improvement  over  the 
old  style  of  lighting. 

Blaney  Beach  Reservation 

Greater  effort  was  made  the  past  summer  than  is  usual  to  keep  the 
bathing  beach  clear  of  material  deposited  by  the  tides,  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  employ  extra  labor  and  teams  to  remove  the 
large  amount  of  refuse  which  accumulated  on  various  occasions.  A 
new  up-to-date  spring  board  was  furnished  for  the  bathing  raft  and 
proved  a  decided  improvement  over  the  one  formerly  used. 

The  building  and  structures  should  be  painted  next  spring  and 
ordinary  repairs  and  renewals  to  the  fish  house  should  be  made. 

Phillips  Park 

A  very  valuable  addition  to  the  ball  field  has  been  made  the  past 
year  by  the  removal  of  trees  and  stumps  in  the  swamp,  and  by  filling 
this  area  with  ashes  and  any  other  desirable  material  which  it  was 
possible  to  procure.  Approximately  one  acre  has  thus  been  improved 
and  will  be  available  next  spring  for  the  base  ball  diamond  which 
will  be  relocated  in  the  rear  of  the  improved  field,  making  a  much 
better  layout  and  removing  all  danger  from  traffic  in  the  street. 
Ample  space  for  parking  on  the  grounds  is  one  of  the  benefits  derived 
by  the  extension  of  the  field. 

For  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  various  park  reser- 
vations for  the  ensuing  year  we  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $9836.

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Report  of  Band  Concert  Committee 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

At  a  town  meeting  held  April  7th  an  appropriation  of  $1000  was 
voted  for  a  series  of  band  concerts.

As  there  are  no  band  stands  at  any  of  the  parks,  it  was  necessary 
to  have  the  Park  Commission  stand  rebuilt  and  made  portable,  so 
that  it  could  be  used  for  all  concerts.  This  expense,  together  with 
replacement  of  hardware  stolen  from  the  stand,  and  a  lighting  bill 
in  excess  of  estimate,  made  it  necessary  for  the  committee  to  ask 
the  Finance  Committee  to  approve  an  overdraft  of  $24.77. 

The  committee  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  members 
of  the  Park  Commission  for  their  cooperation,  to  the  Highway  De- 
partment for  assistance  in  moving  the  band  stand,  and  to  all  others 
who  helped  to  make  the  concerts  a  success. 

We  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $2000  be  made  for  band 
concerts  during  1926.  Early  approval  of  this  measure  will  make  it 
possible  to  arrange  a  more  enjoyable  series  of  concerts,  probably 
including  July  4th  concerts,  which  it  was  impossible  to  arrange  dur- 
ing 1925.  We  recommend  further  that  the  Park  Commission  be 
placed  in  charge  of  future  concerts.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


To  the  Citi2€i\s  of  Swampscott: 

During  the  year  1925,  Swampscott  has  had  the  distinction  of  being 
the  summer  capital  of  the  country.  The  visit  of  President  and  Mrs. 
Coolidge  at  "White  Court"  was  a  noteworthy  event  in  the  town's 
history  and  one  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  repeated.  The  board  en- 
deavored to  cooperate  with  the  President  and  his  representatives  in 
every  way  to  make  his  stay  here  agreeable.  In  accordance  with  the 
President's  wishes  no  public  ceremony  was  held.  Upon  their  arrival 
he  and  Mrs.  Coolidge  were  met  by  the  board  and  welcomed  to 
Swampscott  in  behalf  of  the  town. 

The  most  important  task  confronting  the  selectmen  during  the 
year  has  been  the  reconstruction  of  the  police  department.  It  was 
evident  that  this  department  had  gradually  become  demoralized. 
Discipline  had  broken  down.  Personal  favors  were  performed  at  the 
expense  of  the  service.  The  station  was  a  loafing  place.  Members 
were  suspicious  of  one  another.  Good  men  were  handicapped  in  an 
honest  performance  of  their  duty  by  the  conditions  prevailing.  And 
there  had  grown  up  a  series  of  persistent  reports  that  Swampscott 
had  become  a  habitual  landing  place  for  rum  runners  who  operated 
without  any  genuine  interference  on  the  part  of  the  police. 

To  investigate  these  reports  and  endeavor  to  establish  their  truth 
or  falsity,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  February  26,  1925,  requested 
Mayor  Harland  A.  McPhetres  of  Lynn  to  detail  Edward  D.  Callahan, 
Deputy  Chief  of  the  Lynn  Police  Department,  to  Swampscott,  under 
the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Section  99.  Mayor 
McPhetres  at  once  granted  the  request,  and  gave  the  board  the  fullest 
cooperation.  A  few  days  later,  at  the  request  of  the  Selectmen, 
Officer  Walter  F.  Reeves  of  the  Lynn  Department  was  detailed  to 
Swampscott  to  assist  Deputy  Callahan. 

Deputy  Callahan  and  Officer  Reeves  have  been  engaged  continu- 
ously upon  this  work  throughout  the  year.  It  is  a  task  that  requires 
much  patience  and  persistency  and  is  bound  to  proceed  slowly.  The 
investigation  is  yet  uncompleted.  From  time  to  time  reports  have 
been  made  and  evidence  turned  over  to  the  Selectmen. 

On  April  29,  1925,  the  Selectmen,  acting  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Civil  Service  Act  preferred  charges  againt  Chief  of  Police  William 
L.  Quinn.    At  his  request  the  hearings  were  public.    They  were  held 
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at  the  Town  Hall  on  May  5,  6,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  18,  19  and  20. 
Twenty-one  witnesses  testified.  A  stenographic  report  of  the  evi- 
dence was  taken.  Chief  Quinn  was  represented  by  counsel.  A  tran- 
script of  the  charges  and  proceedings  is  on  file  with  the  town,  a 
matter  of  record,  and  need  not  be  republished  here.  On  May  22  the 
board  made  its  decision  finding  that  eight  of  the  eleven  charges  were 
sustained  by  the  evidence,  and  removed  him  from  office.  Mr.  Quinn 
petitioned  the  District  Court  of  Southern  Essex  to  review  the  Se- 
lectmen's acts  and  determine  whether  their  decision  was  justified. 
The  petition  was  heard  by  Judge  Ralph  W.  Reeve  on  July  13,  1925. 
On  September  25,  1925,  Judge  Reeve  gave  out  his  decision  in  which 
he  carefully  reviewed  all  the  evidence,  the  conduct  of  the  hearing 
by  the  Selectmen  and  held: 


"THE  COURT'S  FINDING  AND  RULINGS" 

"The  issue  for  the  court  to  determine  is  whether  or  not  the  action 
of  the  respondents  in  removing  the  petitioner  from  the  office  of 
chief  of  police  and  from  the  Police  Department  of  Swampscott  was 
justified.  Under  the  General  Laws,  the  court,  'shall  affirm  the  de- 
cision of  the  officer  or  board  unless  it  shall  appear  that  it  was  made 
without  proper  cause  or  in  bad  faith.'  Chapter  242  of  the  Acts  of 
1923  removes  the  words  'without  proper  cause  or  in  bad  faith.' 
This  later  act  requires  the  court,  'to  determine  whether  or  not  upon 
all  the  evidence  such  action  was  justified,'  and  'if  the  court  finds 
that  such  action  was  justified,  the  decision  at  the  hearing  shall  be 
affirmed.'  Under  the  former  act  the  burden  was  upon  the  petitioner 
to  establish  affirmatively  by  a  fair  preponderance  of  the  evidence 
that  the  officer  or  board  removing  him  acted  either  in  bad  faith  or 
without  proper  cause.  The  Act  of  1923,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court, 
still  imposes  upon  the  petitioner,  the  burden  of  establishing  affirma- 
tively by  a  fair  preponderance  of  the  evidence  that  the  decision  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  not  justified. 

"This  proceeding  is  one  of  review.  The  word  'review'  indicates 
a  re-examination  of  a  proceeding  already  concluded,  for  the  purpose 
of  preventing  a  result  which  appears  not  to  be  based  upon  the  exer- 
cise of  an  unbiased  and  reasonable  judgment.  It  does  not  import 
a  reversal  of  the  earlier  decision,  honestly  made  upon  evidence  which 
appears  to  an  unprejudiced  mind  sufficient  to  warrant  the  decision 
made  (and  to  quote  further  from  Murray  vs.  Justices  of  the  Mu- 
nicipal Court,  Boston,  233  Mass.,  Page  189)  although  of  a  character 
respecting  the  weight  of  which  two  impartial  minds  might  well  reach 
different  conclusions.  Without  stating  the  evidence  again  in  detail 
the  board  was  warranted  in  drawing  the  following  conclusions: 

"That  the  petitioner  was  paid  substantial  sums  of  money  by  a 
certain  person  or  certain  persons  and  in  consideration  therefor,  the 
petitioner  allowed  the  said  person  or  persons  to  land  large  quanti- 
ties of  intoxicating  liquor  upon  the  shores  of  "Swampscott  and  also 
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allowed  them  to  transport  large  quantities  of  intoxicating  liquor 
through  the  Town  of  Swampscott  without  interference  by  the  police; 
that  the  petitioner  knew  that  sums  of  money  were  being  paid  by  a 
certain  person  or  certain  persons  to  police  officers  of  the  Swampscott 
Police  Department  for  the  purposes  stated  above  and  sanctioned 
the  said  payments;  that  the  petitioner  had  knowledge  where  smug- 
gled intoxicating  liquors  were  stored  in  Swampscott  and  did  not  act 
faithfully  as  a  member  of  the  Police  Department  upon  the  knowledge 
that  he  possessed;  that  the  petitioner  was  at  different  times  in  tele- 
phone communications  with  different  persons  who  landed  and  stored 
intoxicating  liquors  in  Swampscott  and  the  telephone  communica- 
tions were  held  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  said  persons  in  landing 
and  storing  intoxicating  liquors;  that  on  the  17th  of  December,  1924, 
the  petitioner  knew  that  there  were  trucks  and  automobiles  in  the 
vicinity  of  Galloupe's  Point  in  Swampscott  and  that  the  trucks  and 
automobiles  were  engaged  in  the  illegal  landing  and  transporting 
of  liquor  and  he  did  not  faithfully  act  as  an  officer  of  the  Police 
Department  in  the  possession  of  such  knowledge  nor  did  he  faith- 
fully and  properly  investigate  as  a  result  of  the  knowledge  that  he 
possessed;  that  on  the  17th  of  December,  1924,  the  petitioner  pur- 
posely withheld  raiding  certain  premises  in  Swampscott  at  Galloupe's 
Point  until  certain  persons  who  had  stored  intoxicating  liquor  on 
those  premises  had  had  full  opportunity  to  remove  the  said  liquor 
from  the  said  premises;  that  on  the  27th  of  December,  1924,  the 
petitioner  purposely  withheld  serving  a  search  warrant  for  intoxi- 
cating liquors  on  certain  premises  at  Galloupe's  Point  in  Swampscott 
for  four  and  one-half  hours  when  he  had  knowledge  that  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  were  stored  on  those  premises,  in  order  that  the  person 
or  persons  in  possession  of  the  intoxicating  liquors  could  move  the 
said  intoxicating  liquors  from  the  premises;  that  the  petitioner  on 
the  27th  of  December,  1924,  communicated  with  certain  persons  in 
possession  of  smuggled  intoxicating  liquor  on  premises  at  Galloupe's 
Point  in  Swampscott  and  gave  said  persons  the  information  that  he 
had  to  raid  the  premises  before  the  federal  officers  came  and  re- 
quested them  to  leave  a  small  quantity  of  the  liquor  to  be  seized; 
that  the  petitioner  after  being  informed  by  a  police  officer  of  his 
department  of  a  proposed  landing  of  intoxicating  liquor  upon  the 
shores  of  Swampscott  and  after  sending  the  police  officer  to  appre- 
hend the  person  or  persons  landing  the  intoxicating  liquor,  signaled 
the  occupants  of  the  boat  containing  the  intoxicating  liquor  with  a 
search  light  so  that  the  persons  landing  the  liquor  would  not  be 
apprehended;  that  the  petitioner  had  knowledge  that  an  assault 
with  a  dangerous  weapon  was  committed  by  one  of  the  persons  en- 
gaged in  the  landing  of  liquor  upon  another  person  also  engaged 
in  similar  acts,  on  November  28,  1924,  and  made  no  investigation 
nor  complaint  nor  arrest  in  reference  thereto;  that  the  petitioner 
conspired  with  certain  persons  to  land  intoxicating  liquor  on  the 
shores  of  Swampscott;  store  the  same  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott, 
transport  the  same  through  the  Town  of  Swampscott  and  thereby- 
violated  the  Federal  and  State  laws. 
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"Counsel  for  the  petitioner  at  the  hearing  before  the  court  on  the 
petition  for  review,  stated  that  he  did  'not  contend  that  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  if  they  believed  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  of- 
fered, was  not,  to  use  the  language  of  the  statute,  justified  in  finding 
the  respondent  guilty  of  the  charges  upon  which  they  found  him 
guilty.' 

"It  has  been  claimed  by  the  petitioner  that  he  was  not  given  an 
opportunity  to  present  a  defense  to  the  charges  brought  against  him. 
The  particular  portion  of  the  statute  in  reference  to  the  petitioner 
having  an  opportunity  at  the  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  present  a  defense  to  the  charges  reads  as  follows:  'And  the  police 
officer  concerned  shall  be  allowed  to  answer  the  charges  preferred 
against  him  either  personally  or  by  counsel.' 

"The  petitioner  was  given  a  full  statement  of  the  reasons  for  his 
contemplated  removal  on  April  29,  1925,  and  notified  that  there 
would  be  a  hearing  on  May  5.  A  demand  for  a  public  hearing  was 
made  by  the  petitioner  on  April  30,  1925.  On  May  4,  the  petitioner 
demanded  that  specifications  be  furnished  as  to  the  charges  and  on 
May  5,  full  specifications  were  furnished  him.  The  hearing  was  held 
May  5,  6,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  18,  19  and  20.  The  petitioner  was  present 
at  each  session  until  the  session  of  May  19.  A  stenographic  report 
of  the  evidence  was  taken  by  a  competent  stenographer  and  a  full 
transcript  of  the  testimony  was  in  the  possession  of  either  the  peti- 
tioner or  his  counsel. 

"The  court  does  not  believe  that  it  is  necessary  to  again  summar- 
ize the  evidence  as  to  what  occurred  at  the  hearing  on  May  19  and 
May  20.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  board  not  only 
heard  but  saw  the  medical  witnesses  as  to  the  petitioner's  condition. 
Certainly,  the  board  possessed  an  advantage  not  afforded  the  court. 
Some  weight  due  to  this  circumstance  inevitably  must  attach  to  the 
findings  of  the  board  in  reference  to  the  petitioner's  ability  to  pro- 
ceed with  his  defense.  It  is  not  an  uncommon  or  rare  happening 
for  a  court  or  jury  to  be  impressed  by  the  testimony  of  one  medical 
witness  and  to  believe  that  it  is  not  greatly  assisted  by  the  testimony 
of  another  witness  of  the  same  profession.  The  board  was  warranted 
in  finding  that  the  petitioner  was  feigning  illness  and  that  he  either 
had  not  the  courage  to  proceed  further  with  the  hearing  or  had  no 
defense  to  the  charges.  It  could  also  have  reached  the  reasonable 
conclusion  and  been  warranted  in  drawing  it,  that  the  petitioner 
shrewdly  believed  that  by  his  action  in  absenting  himself  from  the 
hearing  he  could  raise  a  technical  question  as  to  his  removal. 

"The  petitioner  had  had  ample  time  to  prepare  his  defense.  He 
had  the  services  of  able  counsel.  Certainly  his  counsel  could  have 
proceeded  with  the  defense  of  the  petitioner  even  if  the  petitioner 
was  compelled  to  be  absent.  Counsel  for  the  petitioner  had  agreed 
to  go  on  with  the  hearing  on  the  20th  whether  the  petitioner  was 
present  or  not  and  his  failure  to  keep  his  agreement  was  because 
his  client,  the  petitioner,  had  instructed  him  to  break  it.    The  peti- 
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tioner's  instructions  to  his  counsel  not  to  permit  a  medical  examina- 
tion of  the  petitioner  certainly  tends  to  show  that  the  petitioner  was 
not  acting  in  good  faith  with  the  board  nor  representing  the  truth 
as  to  his  condition  and  ability  to  be  present  at  the  sessions  of  the 
hearing  on  the  19th  and  20th.  It  does  not  seem  to  the  court  that 
the  petitioner  should  complain  concerning  a  condition,  which  a  rea- 
sonable view  of  the  evidence  would  tend  to  prove  that  he  created 
himself. 

"Although  it  was  not  incumbent  upon  the  board  to  give  notice  to 
the  petitioner  of  its  intention  to  stay  in  session  until  four-thirty 
P.  M.  on  the  afternoon  of  May  20,  the  court  believes  that  the  board 
was  warranted  in  drawing  the  conclusion  that  the  petitioner  received 
notice  of  its  contemplated  action  both  through  the  notice  served  by 
the  constable  and  also  through  the  petitioner's  father  who  was 
present  at  the  sessions  of  the  hearing  on  the  19th  and  20th.  The 
evidence  heard  by  the  court  also  was  of  such  a  nature  as  to  cause 
the  court  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  board  was  warranted  in  find- 
ing that  the  petitioner  had  received  notice  of  its  intended  action. 
The  court  believes  and  finds  that  the  board  was  warranted  in  finding 
that  the  petitioner  had  ample  opportunity  to  present  his  defense. 

''As  to  the  testimony  of  one  witness  heard  by  the  court  as  to 
prejudice  and  bias  of  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
evidence  was  indefinite  and  vague  and  would  not  warrant  the  court 
in  finding  that  there  was  any  prejudice  on  the  part  of  any  member 
of  the  board  toward  the  petitioner. 

''I  therefore  find  and  rule  that  the  action  of  the  board  was  justi- 
fied and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  adjudged,  and  decreed,  that  the  decision 
of  the  board,  finding  the  petitioner  guilty  of  charges,  numbered  2, 
3.  4.  5.  6,  (as  qualified  in  the  decision  of  the  board)  7,  8,  9  and  10, 
and  the  removal  of  the  petitioner  from  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police 
and  from  the  Police  Department  of  Swampscott  be  and  is  hereby 
affirmed.

Upon  the  removal  of  Chief  Quinn  in  May  the  board,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  designated  Deputy  Callahan 
as  temporary  acting  head  of  the  Police  Department  and  Officer 
Reeves  as  his  assistant,  with  the  assignment  of  re-organizing  the 
Police  Department  and  continuing  the  investigation.  On  November 
13  Officer  Reeves,  with  the  approval  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion, was  permanently  transferred  from  the  Lynn  to  the  Swampscott 
department  as  a  regular  member  of  the  latter.  On  Nevember  13 
the  board  requested  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  hold  competi- 
tive examinations  for  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police.  Examinations 
were  held  on  December  11th  and  were  taken  by  seven  members  of 
the  department.    On  December  28  the  board  received  from  the  com- 
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mission  a  list  of  those  eligible  for  appointment,  being  the  three 
highest.  They  were,  in  the  order  of  their  marks,  Walter  F.  Reeves, 
Eugene  P.  Brogan,  George  Philcrantz.  On  December  29  the  board 
appointed  Walter  F.  Reeves  Chief  of  Police  of  Swampscott. 

In  investigating  conditions  here  and  restoring  the  morale  of  the 
Police  Department,  Deputy  Callahan  deserves  high  commendation. 
His  assignment  to  Sawmpscott  was  not  in  accordance  with,  but  in 
spite  of,  his  personal  wishes.  In  the  face  of  many  obstacles  he 
performed  his  work  with  courage,  ability,  due  regard  to  the  rights 
of  those  under  investigation,  and  a  high  conception  of  his  duty  as  an 
officer  of  the  law.  As  was  to  be  expected,  occasional  attempts  to 
discredit  his  work  were  made  here  and  in  Lynn,  but  these,  lacking 
foundation,  were  of  no  effect.  Without  his  ability  and  experience 
as  a  trained  investigator,  and  his  capacity  for  constant  work,  we 
doubt  if  it  would  have  been  possible  to  obtain  the  facts  regarding 
conditions  in  Swampscott.  He  received  no  reward  other  than  the 
satisfaction  of  duty  well  performed.  The  service  he  rendered  was 
not  of  the  kind  that  could  be  had  for  hire.  In  all  respects  he  was 
ably  assisted  by  Officer  Reeves,  whose  work  deserves  praise.  We 
also  commend  Officer  James  M.  Kennedy  of  Swampscott  for  the  rea- 
son that  he  had  the  character  and  courage  to  give  to  Deputy  Calla- 
han and  the  board  the  benefit  of  his  experience  and  to  render  valu- 
able assistance  in  the  investigation. 

Neither  the  investigation  nor  the  re-organization  of  the  depart- 
ment can  be  finished  until  after  Deputy  Callahan  and  Chief  Reeves 
render  their  final  report.

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In  explanation  of  the  above,  it  is  pointed  out  that  from  May  23, 
1925.  Chief  Callahan  took  the  place  of  the  deposed  head  of  the 
Police  Department  and  Officer  Reeves  the  place  of  a  regular  officer 
who  resigned  earlier  in  the  year.  The  foregoing  expense  was  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  town. 

Swampscott  does  not.  require  a  large  Police  Department,  but  it 
does  need  and  deserve  a  good  one.  Although  protected  by  the  Civil 
Service  laws,  the  department  has  been  more  or  less  subject  to  petty 
politics  and  there  have  been  political  factions  within  the  department. 
The  men  have  not  received  adequate  training  in  police  work  and  no 
good  example  has  been  set  them  by  officials  in  charge.  For  the  past 
few  years  there  has  been  no  standard,  no  discipline,  no  ideals  of 
police  efficiency  and  no  particular  incentive  for  an  ordinary  patrol- 
man to  perform  his  duty  properly.  We  believe  the  present  chief, 
if  not  interfered  with,  will  gradually  bring  the  department  up  to  a 
standard  where  it  will  be  a  credit  and  a  real  protection  to  the  town. 
The  goal  of  this  and  successive  Boards  of  Selectmen  should  be  to 
accomplish  this  result. 

The  number  of  men  employed  in  the  department  has  varied  at 
times  owing  to  resignations,  additions  and  the  intermittent  use  of 
special  officers  to  perform  regular  duty.  The  board  added  no  regular 
officers  during  1925  but  appointed  and  employed  several  temporary 
provisional  men.  In  the  selection  of  these  the  board,  owing  to  the 
emergency,  endeavored  to  select  the  best  available  material  regard- 
less of  residence.  Some  of  these  were  from  Lynn  and  some  from 
Swampscott.  In  September  competitive  civil  service  examinations 
for  patrolmen,  open  to  all  applicants,  were  held.  Eight  men  took  the 
examination  and  six  passed,  the  latter  including  all  of  the  men  who 
had  been  employed  provisionally.  On  January  8,  1926,  the  board 
appointed  the  following  named  as  regular  patrolmen:  John  E.  Pen- 
dergast.  Joseph  L.  Shanahan,  Henry  D.  Rehberg,  George  D.  Horton, 
John  P.  Costin  and  Francis  P.  Wall. 

The  department  now  consists  of  a  chief,  a  captain  and  sixteen 
regular  men.  With  the  growth  of  the  town,  the  rapidly  increasing 
volume  of  out  of  town  traffic,  and  the  proved  necessity  of  keeping 
the  department  up  to  a  higher  standard,  an  increased  appropriation, 
as  set  forth  in  the  budget,  will  be  required  for  1926. 


The  principal  street  construction  work  undertaken  by  the  town 
during  the  year  has  been  the  paving  of  Essex  street,  the  expense  to 
be  borne  between  the  town,  State  and  County.  The  cost  of  the  work 
and  the  apportionment  of  the  expense  was  as  follows:

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The  appropriation  was  sufficient  to  carry  the  work  to  within  a 
short  distance  of  the  Swampscott-Salem  line.  An  additional  sum 
will  be  needed  to  complete  it  this  year.  Up  to  date  Salem  has  de- 
clined to  come  in  for  the  construction  of  her  portion  of  the  road  and 
for  a  time  it  seemed  as  though  this  might  prevent  the  State  from 
assuming  a  share  of  the  expense.  The  Selectmen  desire  to  thank 
Representative  James  D.  Bentley  for  his  cooperation  with  them  in 
this  matter. 

During  the  year  the  traffic  and  parking  rules  were  revised  to  suit 
the  needs  of  the  town. 

Census 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Chapter  453  of  the  Acts 
of  1924  a  census  was  made  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  residing 
therein  on  March  31,  1925.  The  law  required  only  the  recording 
of  the  name,  sex  and  age,  and  address,  of  each  person.  The  census 
was  taken  under  the  supervision  of  Stuart  P.  Ellis,  who  has  had 
much  experience  in  the  work.  The  total  number  of  people  recorded 
was  8.953,  which  is  now  the  official  population  of  the  town.  The 
records  show  3,025  families  located  in  town.

FINANCE 

I.    Town  Accounting 

Upon  the  death  of  Town  Accountant  Arthur  C.  Widger,  the  services 
of  H.  E.  Pryor,  one  of  the  state  auditors,  were  secured  through  the 
courtesy  of  Theodore  N..Waddell,  Director  of  Accounts  for  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  Mr.  Pryor  served  as  Town  Accountant  and  Clerk 
of  the  Board  until  the  appointment  of  Horace  R.  Parker  to  the  two 
positions  on  February  19.  During  the  year,  two  regular  audits  of  all 
the  books  of  the  town  have  been  made  by  the  Department  of  Cor- 
porations and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts,  and  copies  of  the  July 
reports  is  included  in  this  report.  Owing  to  the  pressure  of  other 
business  the  State  Auditors  did  not  arrive  in  Swampscott  for  the 
January  audit  until  January  21  and  their  work  had  not  been  com- 
pleted when  this  report  went  to  press.  The  books  were  ready  for 
their  inspection  at  the  usual  time. 

Town  Debt 

The  net  debt  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925,  amounting  to 
$746,559.28  shows  an  increase  of  $121,565.83,  there  having  been  issued 
during  the  year  bonds  amounting  to  $63,000.00  for  the  town's  share 
of  the  erection  of  the  Tuberculosis  Hospital;  $19,500.00  for  Essex 
street  concrete  pavement;  $87,000.00  for  the  erection  of  the  addition 
to  the  Hadley  school;  $16,000.00  street  loan  and  $3,000.00  sewer  loan.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  counsel  for  the  town 
for  the  year  1925. 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  hearings  before  your  Board 
and  before  the  District  Court  of  Southern  Essex  under  Chapter  31 
of  the  General  Laws  and  Chapter  242  of  the  Acts  of  1923  concerning 
the  removal  of  the  Chief  of  Police.  A  final  decree  was  entered  by 
the  court  September  25,  1925,  confirming  the  findings  made  by  your 
Board  May  22,  1925. 

The  bill  in  equity  brought  by  Isaac  W.  Chick  against  the  town  to 
restrain  the  taking  of  the  land  adjacent  to  the  Hadley  school  has 
been  dismissed  by  agreement,  thus  removing  any  question  concern- 
ing the  title  to  the  town  to  this  land.  The  petition  of  Mr.  Chick 
for  the  assessment  of  damages  for  the  taking  of  this  land  is  now 
pending  in  the  Superior  Court  and  has  been  assigned  for  a  hearing 
at  the  March  sitting  thereof  at  Salem. 

The  case  of  Quinn  vs.  Hardy  has  been  heard  by  Frederick  H.  Tarr, 
Esquire,  as  auditor  and  certain  findings  of  fact  have  been  made  by  him. 
It  is  an  appeal  from  the  refusal  of  the  Building  Inspector  to  issue  a 
permit  for  the  alteration  of  a  certain  building  at  No.  38  Claremont 
terrace,  on  the  ground  that  the  plans  accompanying  the  application 
for  the  permit  showed,  in  his  opinion,  that  the  building  when  com- 
pleted would  be  a  tenement  house  within  the  meaning  of  Chapter 
145  of  the  General  Laws.  This  appeal  is  now  pending  in  the  Superior 
Court  for  disposition. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  matters,  I  have  attended  to 
all  other  legal  work  pertaining  to  the  town.

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Report  of  By-Laws  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

Under  Article  59  of  the  warrant  for  the  last  annual  town  meeting, 
the  Moderator  appointed  a  committee  to  study  the  by-laws  of  the 
town  for  the  purpose  of  making  recommendations  relative  to  their 
amendment  or  revision.  This  committee  has  had  many  meetings 
during  the  year.  In  connection  with  its  work  a  letter  was  sent  to 
the  various  boards  and  town  officers  requesting  suggestions  that, 
in  their  opinion,  should  be  incorporated  in  by-laws,  and  several  replies 
to  these  letters  were  received. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  by-laws  now  in  force,  the  following 
recommendations  are  submitted,  namely: 

In  Section  4  of  Chapter  2  that  the  words  "six  days  before  the  day 
named  in  the  warrant  for  holding  said  town  meeting"  be  stricken 
out  and  that  the  word  "forthwith"  be  substituted  in  place  thereof, 
so  that  said  section  shall  then  read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  Whenever  the  warrant  for  any  town  meeting  contains 
an  article  appropriating  or  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  creat- 
ing a  debt,  or  disposing  of  town  property,  the  Selectmen  shall  send 
a  copy  of  the  warrant  containing  such  article  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee forthwith.  The  committee  shall  consider  the  same,  and  make 
report  thereon  with  their  recommendations  to  the  town  meeting. 

That  Section  15  of  Chapter  2  be  stricken  out  and  that  in  place 
thereof  the  following  be  substituted: 

Section  15.  All  motions  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the 
meeting  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  the  creation  of  a  debt, 
or  the  disposal  of  town  property  shall  be  in  writing,  except  motions 
to  adopt  recommendations  for  the  above  mentioned  purposes  which 
are  contained  in  a  written  report.  All  other  motions  shall  be  in 
writing  if  required  by  the  moderator. 

That  Section  1  of  Chapter  3  be  stricken  out  and  that  in  place 
thereof  the  following  sections  be  substituted,  namely: 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  power  to  institute  suits 
in  the  name  of  the  town,  to  appear  and  defend  suits  brought  against 
it,  and  to  appear  on  its  behalf  in  proceedings  before  any  committee 
or  tribunal,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  vote  of  the  town. 

Section  la.  They  shall  have  the  power,  with  the  advice  of  the 
town  counsel,  to  settle  any  claims  or  suits  against  the  town  which 
in  their  opinion  cannot  be  successfully  defended,  when  the  amount 
to  be  paid  does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 
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That  Section  2  of  Chapter  3  be  stricken  out  and  that  in  place  thereof 
the  following  be  substituted,  namely: 

Section  2.  Whenever  any  person  incurs  any  liability  to  the  town 
on  any  claim  or  demand,  the  department  having  charge  thereof  shall 
forthwith  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  collector  of  taxes  and  to  the 
town  accountant,  as  to  the  name  of  the  person  liable  therefor,  his 
address,  the  amount  and  nature  of  such  claim  or  demand,  and  all 
other  information  pertaining  thereto  that  may  assist  the  collection 
thereof.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notice,  the  collector  of  taxes  and  the 
town  accountant  shall  make  appropriate  entries  in  their  respective 
books  relating  to  such  claim  or  demand,  and  the  collector  of  taxes 
shall  forthwith  send  a  bill  therefor  to  the  person  liable  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof.  If  said  claim  or  demand  is  not  paid  within  a  reason- 
able time  after  a  bill  for  the  same  has  been  sent,  the  collector  of 
taxes,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  take 
appropriate  steps  to  collect  the  same,  and  upon  payment  thereof 
he  shall  notify  the  town  accountant  and  the  department  in  charge 
of  the  matter,  and  appropriate  entries  shall  be  made  in  their  respec- 
tive books  pertaining  to  it.  If  any  such  claim  or  demand  is  paid 
in  instalments,  the  collector  of  taxes  shali  notify  the  town  accountant 
of  the  receipt  of  each  instalment  and  the  entries  thereof  shall  be 
made  in  the  respective  books. 

The  word  ''person"  as  used  in  this  Section  shall  include  partner- 
ships and  corporations. 

That  Section  4  of  Chapter  3  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"Selectmen"  and  "made  by  the  Board  of  Assessors"  in  the  first, 
second  and  third  lines  thereof  and  in  place  of  the  word  "Selectmen" 
that  the  words  "Board  of  Assessors"  be  substituted,  so  that  said 
section  shall  then  read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Assessors  shall  cause  every  fifth  valua- 
tion of  estates,  or  abstract  thereof,  to  be  printed  in  sufficient  number 
to  be  available  for  distribution  to  tax  payers  at  the  office  of  said 
Assessors. 

That  in  Section  4  of  Chapter  4  the  words  "and  all"  in  the  second 
line  thereof  be  stricken  out  and  that  the  words  "arising  under  an 
article  in  a  warrant  for  a  town  meeting"  be  inserted  after  the  word 
"questions"  in  the  third  line  thereof,  so  that  said  Section  shall  then 
read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  The  Finance  Committee  may  also  consider  any  municipal 
questions  arising  under  an  article  in  a  warrant  for  a  town  meeting 
for  the  purpose  of  making  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  town. 

That  in  Section  1  of  Chapter  5  the  words  "once  each  week  for  three 
successive  weeks"  in  the  tenth  and  eleventh  lines  thereof  be  stricken 
out,  that  in  place  thereof  the  words  "three  times"  be  substituted 
and  that  at  the  end  of  the  first  sentence  thereof  the  following  words 
be  added,  viz.:  "the  last  publication  to  be  at  least  two  days  before 
the  opening  of  bids",  so  that  said  Section  shall  then  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  expenditure  in  excess  of  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  shall  be  made  until  plans  or  specifications  of  the  object  for 
which  said  expenditure  is  to  be  made  shall  have  been  carefully  pre- 
pared, nor  shall  any  such  expenditure  be  made  until  proposals  for 
contracts  setting  forth  or  referring  to  said  plans  or  specifications, 
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calling  for  bids  shall  have  been  published  not  less  than  three  times 
in  a  newspaper  having  a  general  circulation  in  the  town,  the  last 
publication  to  be  at  least  two  days  before  the  opening  of  bids.  Such 
proposal  shall  state  that  all  bids  must  be  sealed,  and  the  envelope 
or  wrapper  enclosing  the  same  properly  addressed  to  the  department 
or  committee  having  the  matter  in  charge.  It  shall  also  describe 
the  place  where  the  plans  or  specifications  may  be  examined  or  ob- 
tained, and  the  place  at  which,  and  the  time  when  the  bids  shall  be 
opened,  together  with  a  statement  that  the  town  reserves  the  right 
to  reject  any  and  all  bids.  All  such  bids  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
certified  check  for  an  amount  equal  to  not  less  than  five  per  cent 
of  the  amount  of  the  bid,  but  in  no  case  less  than  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  which  shall  become  the  property  of  the  town  as 
liquidated  damages  on  failure  of  the  bidder  to  sign  a  contract  within 
seven  days  after  notice  of  the  acceptance  of  his  bid,  or  other  default. 

All  bids  shall  be  publicly  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  body  having 
the  matter  in  charge,  and  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  subject  to  the  foregoing  reservations.  Upon  the 
acceptance  of  the  bid,  the  certified  check  accompanying  the  same 
shall  be  retained  until  a  bond  is  filed  as  hereinafter  provided,  when 
it  shall  be  returned  to  the  respective  bidders  when  the  contract  is 
awarded. 

The  publication  of  proposals  for  bids  once  each  week  for  three  suc- 
cessive weeks  as  provided  in  this  section  may  cause  delay  in  a  public 
work  that  is  much  needed.  The  change  that  is  recommended  per- 
mits three  publications  to  be  made  in  one  week,  thus  giving  the 
town  an  opportunity  to  save  two  weeks  in  connection  with  a  public 
work  if  it  is  deemed  advisable.  In  addition  to  this,  the  committee 
believes  that  publication  in  this  manner  will  more  strongly  attract 
the  attention  of  prospective  bidders  than  if  the  three  publications 
were  distributed  over  a  period  of  three  weeks. 

That  Section  5  of  Chapter  5  be  stricken  out  and  that  the  following 
be  substituted  therefor,  namely: 

Section  5.  All  money  received  by  any  town  officers  or  committees, 
or  any  person  acting  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  town  shall  upon  receipt 
thereof  be  paid  to  the  collector  of  taxes,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth;  but  in  all  cases  the 
money  so  received  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who 
shall  publish  the  same  in  the  annual  town  report. 

That  Chapter  7  be  repealed.  Since  the  adoption  of  this  by-law, 
the  power  to  regulate  hawkers  and  peddlers  has  been  delegated  to 
boards  of  selectmen  by  Section  17  of  Chapter  101  of  the  General 
Laws.  Regulations  have  been  duly  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men in  pursuance  of  the  above  mentioned  section  and  there  is  there- 
fore no  further  need  for  this  chapter. 

That  Section  3  of  Chapter  9  be  repealed.  It  provides  in  substance 
that  no  person  shall  coast  except  at  such  times  and  in  such  places 
as  may  be  designated  by  the  chief  of  police.  Chapter  296  of  the 
Acts  of  1924  delegates  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  the  power  to  adopt 
regulations  designating  certain  ways  upon  which,  and  the  hours 
during  which,  coasting  may  be  permitted,  and  also  the  power  to 
regulate  the  use  of  such  ways  by  vehicles  during  such  hours.  This 
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by-law  is  now  in  conflict  with  the  statutory  provision  and  should  be 
repealed. 

That  Section  10  of  Chapter  9  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"constructed  in  any  fence  abutting  on  the  highways  of  the  town" 
and  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  words  "Whoever  violates  any 
provision  of  this  by-law  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence'',  so  that  said  section  shall 
then  read  as  follows: 

Section  10.  No  gate,  door  or  other  similar  device,  either  for  the 
use  of  persons,  horses,  cattle,  carriages  or  vehicles  of  any  kind  shall 
open  outward  over  the  sidewalk  or  highway.  Whoever  violates  any 
provision  of  this  by-law  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

The  committee  feels  that  this  by-law  should  not  be  limited  to  gates 
or  doors  in  fences  but  should  include  gates  or  doors  in  all  structures 
abutting  on  highways. 

Chapter  XL  Buildings.  This  chapter  contains  regulations  per- 
taining to  the  erection  and  alteration  of  buildings.  The  committee 
has  made  no  radical  changes  in  its  provisions.  It  has  re-arranged 
the  sections  in  some  instances,  and  has  altered  the  wording  thereof 
in  parts  in  an  attempt  to  make  the  meaning  more  clear.  All  changes 
that  have  been  recommended  have  been  submitted  to  the  inspector 
of  buildings  and  to  the  chief  of  fire  department  and  have  been  ap- 
proved by  them.  A  new  by-law  regulating  the  height  of  buildings 
is  included  in  the  draft  herein  submitted  in  pursuance  of  the  au- 
thority delegated  by  Section  3  of  Chapter  143  of  the  General  Laws. 
We  recommend  that  Chapter  XI  be  stricken  out  and  that  the  follow- 
ing chapter  be  adopted  in  place  thereof,  namely: 

CHAPTER  XI 
Inspection  and  Construction  of  Buildings 

Inspector  of  Buildings 

Section  1.  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  be  an  experienced 
builder  or  architect. 

Inspector's  Duties 

Section  2.  He  shall  examine  all  buildings  in  the  course  of  erec- 
tion, alteration  or  repair  in  the  town,  keep  a  record  of  such  examina- 
tions, and  immediately  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  all  viola- 
tions of  the  by-laws. 

Building  Permits 

Section  3.  Any  person  intending  to  erect  a  dwelling  house  or 
other  building  of  a  character  not  described  in  Chapter  145  of  the 
General  Laws  shall  make  an  application  in  writing  to  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings  for  a  permit  for  the  erection  of  the  same  on  a  form 
furnished  by  such  Inspector. 

He  shall  submit  to  said  Inspector  all  plans  and  specifications  per- 
taining thereto,  and  no  work  shall  be  done  until  a  permit  has  been 
issued  therefor. 

No  person  having  obtained  such  a  permit  shall  proceed  with  any 
work  without  first  notifying  the  Inspector  as  to  the  time  such  work 
is  to  begin. 

No  permit  issued  by  such  Inspector,  whether  for  a  new  building 
or  for  alteration,  shall  be  in  force  for  a  period  longer  than  one  year. 
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Permits  for  Garages 

No  permit  to  erect  or  alter  a  building  used  or  intended  to  be  used 
as  a  garage  shall  be  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector  until  plans  for 
the  same  and  the  location  thereof  have  been  approved  by  the  Chief 
of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  Board  of  Health  or  its  agent. 

In  case  the  Building  Inspector  is  personally  interested  in  any  build- 
ing for  which  an  application  has  been  filed,  said  application  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who  shall  have  the  application 
reviewed  by  a  competent  person  before  issuing  the  permit. 

Alterations  and  Additions 

Section  4.  Any  alteration  in  or  addition  to  any  building  already 
erected,  or  hereafter  to  be  built,  of  a  character  not  described  in 
Chapter  145  of  the  General  Laws,  except  necessary  repairs  thereon 
not  affecting  the  construction  of  the  external  or  party  walls,  chim- 
neys or  stairways,  shall,  to  the  extent  of  such  work,  be  subject  to 
these  by-laws,  and  a  permit  therefor  shall  be  obtained  in  the  manner 
described  in  Section  3. 

The  rebuilding  or  repairing  of  any  buildings  which  have  been 
damaged  by  fire  or  other  casualties  shall  be  subject  to  the  restrictions 
which  are  imposed  on  the  erection  of  new  buildings  by  these  by-laws. 

Approval  of  Buildings 

Section  5.  No  building  hereafter  erected,  altered,  added  to  or  re- 
paired, that  is  to  be  finished  in  whole  or  in  part,  shall  be  lathed, 
plastered  or  sheathed,  until  the  owner  or  builder  shall  have  notified 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  and  shall  have  received  from  said  Inspector 
a  notice  in  writing  that  the  work  is  satisfactory. 

The  Inspector  of  Buildings  on  receipt  of  a  notice  from  the  owner 
or  builder  that  any  building,  or  the  alterations,  additions  or  repairs 
to  any  building  are  ready  for  inspection  shall  as  soon  as  possible 
inspect  the  premises,  but  shall  not  accept  the  building  until  all  the 
requirements  of  the  by-laws  as  to  frames,  chimneys,  firestops,  fur- 
nace or  steam  pipes,  and  all  other  parts  of  the  construction  have  been 
complied  with,  and  no  building  shall  be  occupied  until  approved  by 
the  Inspector. 

The  Inspector  shall  also  require  that  all  permanent  piers  or  col- 
umns needed  under  girders,  trimmers,  etc.,  shall  be  in  place  before 
he  accepts  the  building. 

Foundations 

Section  6.  Foundation  walls  for  wooden  or  masonry  buildings 
shall  be  of  stone,  brick  or  poured  concrete  of  the  following  minimum 
thicknesses: 

Stone — 16  inches  or  4"  thicker  than  the  wall  it  supports. 

Brick — 12  inches  or  4"  thicker  than  the  wall  it  supports. 

Concrete  poured  in  place — 10  inches  or  4"  thicker  than  the  wall  it 

supports. 

Stone  walls  shall  have  the  first  course  extend  clear  through  the 
wall,  and  above  the  first  course  shall  be  thoroughly  bonded.  Stone 
walls  laid  dry,  that  is,  with  stones  not  bedded  in  mortar  but  merely 
pointed  with  mortar  on  the  outside,  shall  not  be  permitted. 

Brick  walls,  both  for  foundations  and  upper  stories  shall  be  bonded 
by  a  header  course  every  eighteen  inches.  Bricks  and  tiles  used  for 
exterior  work  shall  have  a  burned  face  suitable  for  exposure  to  the 
weather. 

All  foundation  walls  shall  extend  at  least  3  feet  6  inches  below  the 
ground  and  more  when  necessary  to  be  substantially  below  the  frost 
line.  Foundations  shall  not  be  laid  on  frozen  ground.  Foundations 
shall  have  suitable  footings  to  keep  the  load  distribution  within  the 
carrying  capacity  of  the  soil.  If  suitable  natural  soil  cannot  be 
reached  by  reasonable  excavation,  piles  of  wood  or  concrete  may 
be  employed. 
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Underpinnings 

Section  7.  Underpinnings  for  wooden  construction  shall  extend  at 
least  eight  inches  above  the  adjacent  ground  surface. 

Brick  underpinnings  for  buildings  not  over  two  stories  high  shall 
not  be  less  than  eight  inches  thick,  and  under  buildings  three  or  more 
stories  in  height  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches  thick  for  their 
entire  height. 

Concrete  blocks  may  be  used  for  underpinnings  provided  that  8  in. 
blocks  are  laid  not  more  than  5  courses  high  and  that  12  in.  blocks 
are  laid  not  more  than  8  courses  high. 

Mortar  Proportions 

Section  8.  The  mortar  for  foundations,  piers,  chimneys  or  exterior 
masonry  walls  of  stone,  brick,  cement-block,  or  tile  shall  have  a 
strength  not  less  than  that  of  a  mortar  composed  of  one  part  Port- 
land cement  to  not  more  than  three  parts  of  clean,  sharp  sand,  pro- 
portioned by  volume,  with  an  allowable  addition  of  hydrated  lime  not 
to  exceed  twenty-five  percent  of  the  cement  by  volume. 

Concrete  Proportions 

Concrete  for  bearing  walls  and  piers  shall  be  at  least  of  the  fol- 
lowing proportions  by  volume:  one  part  Portland  cement,  three  parts 
clean,  sharp  sand,  and  five  parts  coarse  aggregate,  free  from  loam, 
organic  matter  or  other  deleterious  substances.  Other  mixtures  of 
fine  and  coarse  aggregate  giving  equivalent  strength  and  density  are 
permitted. 

Concrete  Block  Proportions 

Concrete  blocks  used  for  underpinnings  or  exterior  walls  shall  have 
a  composition  not  leaner  than  one  part  of  Portland  cement  to  seven 
parts  fine  and  coarse  aggregate  combined. 

Building  Supports 

Section  9.  Buildings  more  than  one  story  in  height,  and  with  a 
floor  area  of  over  500  square  feet,  that  do  not  rest  on  foundation 
walls,  shall  be  supported  on  suitably  driven  piles,  or  piers  of  hard 
brick,  stone  or  concrete;  corner  piers  shall  be  not  less  than  twelve 
inches  square  and  intermediate  piers  not  less  then  eight  inches  square. 
Wooden  posts  extending  into  the  ground  shall  not  be  used  for  the 
support  of  buildings.  All  footings  of  piers  shall  be  started  at  least 
three  feet  six  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground  exposed  to  frost. 

Piers 

Building  floors  shall  be  supported  in  cellars  and  basements  as  re- 
quired in  Section  12  by  suitable  brick  or  concrete  piers  or  cement- 
filled  iron  columns  on  proper  footings.  Stone  piers  shall  not  be 
used  for  the  support  of  girders  or  walls  in  cellars  or  basements. 
Porches  and  piazzas  shall  be  supported  by  concrete,  brick,  or  stone 
piers.  Stone  piers  shall  be  at  least  sixteen  inches  square  and  the 
unsupported  height  of  brick  or  concrete  piers  either  in  basements 
or  under  piazzas  shall  not  exceed  ten  times  their  least  dimension. 

Exterior  Walls 

Section  10.  No  building  shall  be  erected  or  located  on  a  lot  of 
land  so  that  any  part  of  the  building  shall  be  within  three  feet  of  any 
line  separating  the  land  upon  which  such  building  rests  from  adja- 
cent land,  except  such  buildings  as  are  described  in  Chapter  145  of 
the  General  Laws  and  Acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition 
thereto. 

For  Dwellings 

The  minimum  thickness  of  exterior  masonry  walls  for  dwellings 
shall  be  as  follows:

Brick  —  8  inches  up  to  20  ft.  in  height 

Concrete  block  }  —  8  inches  up  to  10  ft.  in  height 

or  hollow  tile  ]  — 12  inches  up  to  20  ft.  in  height 

Stone  — 16  inches  up  to  20  ft.  in  height 

When  gable  construction  is  used,  the  same  thickness  is  permitted 
up  to  the  peak. 

For  Commercial  and  Industrial  Buildings 

Exterior  bearing  or  party  walls  of  brick,  concrete,  hollow  tile  or 
concrete-block  for  commercial  and  industrial  buildings  shall  have  a 
minimum  thickness  of  eight  inches  in  one-story  buildings  not  ex- 
ceeding twelve  feet  in  height.  In  multi-story  buildings,  the  exterior 
walls  shall  have  a  minimum  thickness  of  eight  inches  in  the  top  story, 
with  an  increase  of  four  inches  in  thickness  for  every  successive 
story  below. 

Sills,  Girders,  Trimmers,  Headers 

Section.  11.  All  wooden  buildings  and  their  projections  over  one 
story  in  height,  used  as  dwellings,  stores,  stables,  or  for  manufactur- 
ing purposes,  shall  have  sills  not  less  than  four  by  six  inches. 

There  shall  be  girders  not  less  than  six  by  eight  inches  under  the 
main  partitions,  and  floor  joists  doubled  or  their  equivalent,  under 
all  cross  partitions  in  the  first  floor  of  all  dwellings. 

Headers  and  trimmers  of  all  openings  over  four  feet  in  first  floor 
of  dwellings  shall  be  floor  joists  doubled  or  their  equivalent,  and  in 
any  other  floor,  if  deemed  necessary  by  the  Inspector. 

Floor  Supports 

Section  12.  All  beams  carrying  main  partitions  on  first  floor  shall 
be  supported  on  piers  or  columns  as  described  in  Section  9  not  more 
than  seven  feet  apart;  trimmers  in  first  floor  over  twelve  feet  in 
length  shall  be  supported  by  a  pier  or  post.  All  buildings  shall  be 
properly  braced  at  the  angles. 

Floor  Joists 

Section  13.  The  floor  joists  for  all  floors  in  dwellings,  except  the 
attics,  shall  not  be  less  than  the  following  sizes: 

First  and  second  floor  joists  not  less  than  2-in.  x  8-in. — 16  inches 
on  center  for  a  span  of  14  feet  or  under;  over  14-foot  span  joist  must 
be  12  inches  on  center.  All  spans  over  8  feet  in  width  to  be  bridged 
in  center  with  one  row  of  1-in.  x  3-in.  bridging;  over  13  feet  in  width 
to  be  bridged  with  two  rows  of  1-in.  x  3-in.  bridging.  Floor  joists 
for  attics  shall  be  not  less  than  2-in.  x  6-in. — 18  inches  on  centers. 

Fire  Stopping 

Section  14.  Fire  stopping  shall  be  provided  to  form  an  effectual 
horizontal  fire  barrier  between  stories  and  roof  spaces.  The  stopping 
shall  consist  of  pieces  of  wood  not  less  than  two  inches  thick  fitted 
tightly,  cement  mortar,  or  brick  filling.  Fire  stopping  shall  not  be 
concealed  from  view  until  opportunity  has  been  given  the  Building 
Inspector  to  approve  it. 

Before  the  chimney  is  plastered,  a  metal  strip  two  inches  wide  on 
the  floor,  and  turned  up  one-half  inch  against  the  chimney  shall  be 
provided  at  each  floor  level,  including  the  attic. 

Plates  and  Rafters 

Section  15.  All  dwellings  over  one  story  in  height  shall  have  plates 
not  less  than  four  by  four  inches,  or  the  equivalent,  and  if  over  six- 
teen feet  in  width  shall  have  rafters  not  less  than  two  by  six  inches 
set  not  more  than  twenty  inches  on  centers. 

No  studding  for  any  part  of  the  outside  walls  of  any  building  over 
one  story  in  height  shall  be  less  than  two  by  four  inches  and  sixteen 
inches  on  centers. 

All  boards  which  form  any  part  of  the  frame  of  the  building  shall 
be  nailed  at  each  bearing  with  not  less  than  two  eight-penny  nails, 
or  the  equivalent. 
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Height  of  Buildings 

Section  16.  No  dwelling  house,  except  as  described  in  Chapter 
145  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  be  constructed  more  than  two  and  a 
half  stories  high,  nor  of  a  height  exceeding  35  feet.  The  height  is 
denned  as  the  perpendicular  distance  from  the  top  of  the  masonry 
foundation  to  the  highest  point  of  the  roof  beams  in  the  case  of 
flat  roofs  and  to  the  average  height  of  the  gable  in  the  case  of 
pitched  roofs.  Where  there  is  more  than  one  level  of  roof  or  foun- 
dation wall,  the  measurement  shall  be  taken  on  the  side  where  the 
distance  from  the  average  level  of  the  top  of  the  foundation  wall  to 
the  average  level  of  the  roof  is  greatest. 

A  half  story  in  the  meaning  of  the  above  paragraph  is  any  story 
included  within  the  roof  framing,  having  the  floor  area  of  the  rooms 
not  more  than  seventy-five  percent  of  the  area  of  the  ground  floor. 

Wooden  buildings  for  industrial  or  commercial  purposes  shall  not 
exceed  two  and  a  half  stories  in  height. 

Garages  in  Dwellings 

Section  17.  When  a  garage  is  located  beneath  a  dwelling  or  at- 
tached to  it,  the  walls  and  ceiling  shall  be  of  fire  resistive  construc- 
tion approved  by  the  Building  Inspector.  When  a  garage  is  located 
beneath  a  dwelling,  all  doors  and  windows  with  their  frames  and 
sash  shall  be  of  standard  fire  resistive  construction,  and  glazed  with 
wire  glass. 

Openings  in  Party  Walls 

Section  18.  No  opening  or  doorway  shall  be  cut  through  a  party 
or  partition  wall  of  any  building  without  a  permit  from  the  Building 
Inspector,  and  when  required  by  the  Building  Inspector  every  such 
doorway  shall  be  protected  by  standard,  self-closing  fire  doors  with 
approved  fire  resistive  frame  and  hardware. 

Chimneys 

Section  19.  Chimneys  shall  have  a  tile  flue-lining  covered  with 
at  least  four  inches  of  brickwork.  Top  of  chimney  shall  be  capped 
with  cement,  tile  or  stone.  Chimneys  inside  of  buildings  shall  be 
plastered  on  the  outside  up  to  underside  of  roof  boards. 

Fire  Protection  of  Woodwork 

Section  20.  Woodwork  shall  be  kept  at  least  one  inch  away  from 
the  outside  brick  work  of  chimneys  and  in  no  case  shall  nails  be 
driven  into  the  masonry  of  a  chimney  for  the  support  of  woodwork. 

Section  21.  Smoke  pipes  from  furnaces  and  heaters  shall  be  kept 
at  least  eighteen  inches  away  from  any  woodwork  unless  the  wood- 
work is  protected  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Building  Inspector. 

Section  22.  Registers,  connected  with  hot  air  furnaces  shall  be 
set  in  non-combustible  borders,  at  least  two  inches  wide. 

Section  23.  Steam  pipes  shall  be  kept  at  least  one  inch  from  all 
woodwork  or  shall  be  protected  by  an  incombustible  ring  or  tube, 
or  rest  on  iron  supports. 

Penalty  for  Violation 

Section  24.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
shaU  be  punishable  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $20  for  each  offense. 

It  was  found  that  certain  subjects  were  in  no  way  covered  by 
by-laws.  To  take  care  of  such  situations  the  following  drafts  of  by- 
laws are  reported  and  their  adoption  is  recommended,  namely: 

Annual  Reports 

(a)  All  town  officers,  boards,  and  committees  shall  make  a  report 
in  writing  to  the  town.  Such  reports  shall  be  printed  in  the  annual 
town  report,  and  to  permit  such  printing  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  no  later  than  January  fifth  of  each  year.  Con- 
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tracts  for  printing  annual  town  reports  shall  be  made  by  the  Select- 
men subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  by-laws. 

Auditing  of  Town  Accounts 

(b)  All  accounts  of  the  town  shall  be  audited  semi-annually  by 
the  Director  of  Accounts  in  the  Department  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation. 

Financial  Year 

(c)  The  financial  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  and 
shall  end  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December. 

Police  Department 

(d)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Police  De- 
partment and  shall  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government 
thereof.  This  Department  shall  consist  of  a  chief  of  police,  and 
such  other  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  officers  and  patrol- 
men as  the  Selectmen  may  appoint;  their  compensation  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  town. 

Town  Counsel 

(e)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  duly  admitted  at- 
torney-at-law  as  town  counsel  and  shall  fix  his  compensation.  He 
shall  attend  to  all  legal  matters  pertaining  to  the  town  and  to  all 
legal  matters  arising  in  connection  with  the  performance  of  the  duties 
of  any  officer,  board  or  committee  thereof.  He  shall  make  a  written 
report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  concerning  the  services  rendered 
by  him  during  the  year,  which  shall  be  printed  in  the  annual  town 
report. 

Engineering  Department 

(f)  The  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  an  engineer  at  a  fixed 
salary,  who  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  such  assistants  as  may 
be  necessary  subject,  however,  to  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  as 
to  number  and  compensation  thereof.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all 
engineering  pertaining  to  the  town  and  no  person  employed  in  said 
Department  shall  engage  in  engineering  work  on  his  private  account 
without  permission  in  writing  from  the  Selectmen.  The  Town  En- 
gineer shall  have  charge  of  and  shall  preserve,  arrange  and  index 
all  plans,  surveys,  field  notes,  records,  documents  and  all  other  in- 
formation relating  to  the  engineering  work  of  the  town  so  that  the 
same  may  be  readily  accessible  for  public  use.  No  water  pipes  shall 
be  laid  in  any  public  way  or  in  any  way  the  plan  of  which  has  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Survey  except  in  accordance  with  plans 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Engineer. 

He  shall  keep  an  accurate  set  of  books  showing  in  detail  the  ex- 
penses of  his  department  and  of  all  work  done  by  it.  He  shall  each 
year  submit  to  the  Selectmen  in  time  for  publication  in  the  annual 
report  a  statement  showing  the  work  of  his  department  for  the  year 
and  the  expenditure  of  money  in  connection  therewith. 

Numbering  of  Buildings 

(g)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Engineer  to  assign  numbers 
to  all  buildings  or  parts  thereof  on  or  near  the  line  of  public  or 
private  ways  within  the  town,  and  a  list  of  such  numbers  shall  at 
all  times  be  on  file  in  his  office.  Every  ^  occupant  or  owner  of  such 
building  or  buildings  shall  cause  to  be  displayed  upon  some  suitable 
portion  thereof,  facing  such  street  or  way,  the  proper  street  num- 
ber of  said  building.  No  number  other  than  the  one  shown  on  the 
list  on  file  in  the  Engineer's  office  shall  be  displayed  on  any  such 
building  or  part  thereof.  Any  owner  or  occupant  violating  this  by- 
law shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offence. 
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Streets 

(h)  No  water  pipes  shall  be  laid  in  a  street  or  way  nor  shall  any 
other  public  work  be  done  in  or  upon  the  same  until  such  street  or 
way  has  been  built  in  conformity  with  a  plan  duly  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Survey  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Engineer  to 
certify  that  fact  in  writing  to  said  board.  No  street  nor  way  shall 
be  accepted  by  the  town  until  it  has  been  built  in  conformity  with 
a  plan  duly  approved  by  said  board. 

(i)  Article  60  of  the  warrant  for  the  last  town  meeting  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee.    It  is  as  follows: 

"To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  following  by-law. 
"Section  1.    Every  roof  hereafter  constructed  in  the  town 
of  Swampscott  shall  be  covered  with  a  fire  resistive  roof 
covering  satisfactory  to  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 
"Section  2.    Whenever  a  roof  covering  is  hereafter  replaced 
in  whole  or  in  part  the  new  roof  covering  shall  be  of  fire 
resistive  material  satisfactory  to  the  said  Inspector. 
"Section  3.    All  new  gutters  or  renewed  gutters  shall  be 
metal,  or  wood,  lined  with  sheet  copper  and  fastened  with 
copper  nails." 

After  considering  the  provisions  of  this  proposed  by-law  and  after 
conference  with  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  and  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department,  the  Committee  submits  the  following  draft  and  recom- 
mends its  adoption,  namely: 

Roofs. 

Any  roof  hereafter  constructed  in  the  town  of  Swampscott  shall  be 
covered  with  a  fire  resistive  material  satisfactory  to  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings. 

"Whenever  twenty-five  percent,  or  more  of  a  roof  covering  is  here- 
after replaced,  the  new  covering  shall  be  of  a  fire  resistive  material 
satisfactory  to  the  said  Inspector. 

Whosoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  by-law  shall  be  punish- 
able by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

The  Committee  believes  that  to  adopt  Section  3  of  the  draft  of  the 
by-law  appearing  in  the  above  mentioned  article  would  add  unneces- 
sarily to  the  expense  of  building,  and  therefore  should  not  be  in- 
cluded in  the  by-law  reported. 

(j)  Article  63  of  the  warrant  for  the  annual  meeting  in  Febru- 
ary, 1925,  was  also  referred  to  this  committee,  namely: 

"To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  Section  3  of  Chapter  143 
of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 
This  section  was  formerly  Section  1  of  Chapter  655  of  the  Acts  of 
1913  and  has  already  been  accepted  by  vote  of  the  town  at  the  town 
meeting  held  February  21,  1916. 

The  committee  has  not  finished  its  work  and  therefore  suggests 
that  it  be  permitted  to  continue  under  the  same  powers  delegated 
to  it  by  vote  of  the  town  under  the  above  mentioned  article.
